MAN  CONFESSES 
TO  OLD  MURDER 

Says  He  Threw  CompaR- 

ion  Off  Brooklyn  Bridge 

In  1888. 

Philadelphia,  Oct.  27.— A  poorly 
dressed  man  giving  the  name  of  James 
J.  McManus,  no  home,  walked  into  a 
station  house  today  and  told  the  lieut- 
enant that  he  had  committed  a  murder 
on  the  Brooldyn  bridge,  seventeen  years 
ago. 

"At  the  time  of  the  murder,  in  Aug. 
1S88,"  he  said,  "I  was  a  marine  on  the 
schoolship  Alliance,  then  in  New  Yorlt 
harbor.  One  of  my  friends  on  the 
boat,  "Scotty"  Wilson,  and  1  got  shore 
leave  one  day  and  tramped  the  Bow- 
ery until  we  were  pretty  nearly  drunk. 
Then  we  started  to  cross  the  Brooklyn 
bridge.  When  we  got  to  about  300 
feet  of  the  Brooklyn  side  we  quarreled 
and  got  in  a  fight.  I  picked  Wilson  up 
and  threw  him  over  the  bridge.  He 
landed  on  a  lumber  pile  and  was  killed. 
I  was  arrested  and  arrigned  before  a 
magistrate,  but  I  got  off  by  telling 
him  that  both  of  us  were  drunk  and 
that  Wilson  had  offered  to  climb  .-n 
top  of  the  railing  and  fell  off. 

"I  am  now  ready  to  pay  the  penalty 
for  my  crime."

LIGHTHOUSE  TENDER 
CONVEYING  PRESIDENT 
COLLIDES  WITH  STEAMER 

(Continued    from    page    1. 

where  it  was  known  that  tlie  light- 
house tender  Ivy  was  lying.  At  1 
o'clock  the  operator  at  Pilottown  was 
rung  up  by  Maj.  ("raighill.  the  govern- 
ment engineer,  with  orders  that  the 
Ivy  should  be  sent  to  Sixty-Mile  point 
with  all  possible  speed.  The  Ivy  imme- 
diatel  got  under  way  and  covered  the 
forty  miles  in  rapid  time. 

President  Roosevelt,  Secretary  Loob 
and  Surgeiin  Rixey,  with  their  bag- 
gage, were  at  once  transferred,  and  the 
Ivy  proceded  down  stream.  At  t>:15  the 
Ivy  passed  Pilottown  on  her  way  down, 
signalling  the  president  and  parly 
were  <>n  bf>ard  and  that  all  wert  well. 

The  cruiser  West  Virgina  was  lying 
a  mile  and  a  half  off  the  passes,  and 
the  Ivy  was  expected  to  reach  her  side 
at  9:4r).  The  West  Virginia  is  equipped 
with    wireless    telegraph. 

At  9  oclock  the  Ivy  reached  Port 
Eads.  President  Roosevelt  and  his 
party  were  on  deck.  The  tender  tlid 
not  stop  but  immediately  passed  out 
Into  the  gulf.  The  West  Virginia  was 
in  plain  sight.  The  tender  quickly 
covered  the  distance  separating  the 
two  vessels  and  as  the  Ivy  approached 
a  presidential  salute  sounded  fnjni  the 
warshii).  The  transfer  after  the  Ivy 
reached  the  big  ships  side  was  a  mat- 
ter of  but  a  few  moments,  the  weather 
being  fine  and  clear  with  little  sea  run- 
ning. 

At  0:40  the  president  stepped  on 
bi.ard  the  West  ^  Virgrinia  sate  and 
sound,  after  his  exciting  experiences 
here  and  on  his  trip  down  the  river. 
The  West  Virginia  had  already  lifted 
her  anchors,  and  before  10  o'clock  she 
started  on  her  journey  up  the  ci>ast. 


Boston,  Oct.  27.— A  dispatch  from 
Xew  Orleans  to  the  United  Fruit  com- 
pany, in  this  city,  lessees  of  the 
steamer  Esparta,  announced  that  a 
collision  occurred  between  the  steamer 
ami  tlif  lighthouse  tender  Maijnolia. 
about    sixty    miles    south   of    New    Or- 


leans, at  about  1:10  a.  m.,  both  vessels 
going  ashore. 

The  E.<<parta  was  pulled  off  shortly 
afterward,  practically  undamaged,  the 
dispatch  said,  but  the  Magnolia  was 
fast  aground  and  apparently  consider- 
ably damaged.  The  dispatch  also  said 
that  President  Roosevelt,  who  was  on 
board  the  Magnolia,  went  on  board  the 
lighthouse  tender  Ivy  at  about  6  oclock 

The  E.sparta  was  bound  inward  with 
a  cargo  of  fruit  from  Port  L.imon. 
Costa  Rica. 

The  lighthouse  ofBce  here  received 
the  following  dispatch  from  Comman- 
der James  H.  Sears,  U.  S.  N.,  dated 
Xairn,  La.:  The  lighthouse  tender 
Maj^nolia  was  struck  on  the  port  side 
at  11  p.  m.,  i-)ct.  2t),  by  the  steamship 
Esparta.  near  Sixty  Mile  point.  No 
one  was  injured.  The  Magnolia  was 
grounded.  The  president  and  party 
were  transferred  to  the  lighthouse  ten- 
der Ivy.  which  was  acconipanylng  the 
Magnolia,  and  proceeded  to  West  Vir- 
ginia on  time.  The  master,  ofllcers  and 
pilot  were  on  duty  on  board  the  Mag- 
nolia at  the  time  of  the  collision.  It  Is 
believed  the  Magnolia  can  make  tlie 
necessary  repairs  to  return  to 
Orleans  under  her  own  steam." 

Nairn    is   on    the   right   or    west 
of   the    river,    and    is    in    a    bend, 
presumed    here    that    both    boats 
running    close    to    the    shore.      As 
Magnolia  was  struck  on  the  port 
it    is    the    theory    that    she    was 
enough  to  the  shore  to  be  Immediately 
run  aground. 

The  lighthouse  tender  ivy  returned 
from  the  sea  after  putting  President 
Roosevelt  on  board,  and  stopped  at 
Pilottown.  Those  on  board  reported 
that  the  West  Virginia  had  sailed  at 
10:05.  They  said  the  president  was  in 
excellent  spirits  and  unsliaken  by  the 
accident.  At  the  Hme  of  the  accident, 
at  11  o'clock,  the  president,  absolutely 
worn  out  by  his  strenuous  expeilence 
in  New  Orleans,  was  fast  askcp.  He 
had  retired  shortly  after  the  vessel 
left  Now  Orkan.=5.  The  two  ships  were 
near  the  west  shore  when  they  came  in 
contact  in  an  effort  to  avoid  running 
into  each  other.  The  provv  of  the 
Esparta  struck  the  Magnolia  on  the 
port  bow.  It  was  not  known  to  v.hal 
extent  the  Magnolia  might  ha\c  been 
injured,  and   there  was  great  haste  ia 
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pushing  h?r  ashore.  Both  vessels 
grounded,  but  the  Esparta  eroL  off 
under  her  own  steam,  and  wa*.  found 
not  to  have  suffered  any  damage. 

The  president  showed  no  excitement 
when  Infornud  of  the  extent  of  the 
disaster,  though  h*  was  somewhat  an- 
noyed by  the  probability  of  a  delay, 
because  it  was  evident  that  the  Alag- 
nolia  could  not  proceed  on  the  way. 
He  dressed  imme<iiately,  and  thos*  of 
his  i»arty  hurriedly  made  arrangements 
for  his  transfer  to  the  Ivy,  which  was 
intercepted  and  brought  back  to  the 
scene  of  the  accident.  Except  for  the 
loss  ot  sleep,  the  president  suffered 
nothing  by  the  collision.  With  the 
whole  party  transferred  to  the  Ivy,  she 
waji  speeded  down  the  river,  meeting 
with  no  further  mishap.  The  Ivy  has 
left  Pilottown  and  started  for  Nairn, 
where  she  will  render  any  assistance 
that  may  be  necessary  to  the  Magnolia. 
The  Esparta  left  Nair  after  the  de- 
parture of  the  president,  and  is  ex- 
p€>cted  to  reach  Chalmette  eariy  this 
evening.  Immediately  upon  hcaiing  of 
the  accident  and  escape  of  the  presi- 
dent. Mayor  Behrman  sejit  the  loUow- 
ing  dispatch  by  wireless  to  the  presi- 
dent : 

"New  Orleans.  Oct.  27.— President 
Theodore  Roosevelt,  aboard  cruiser 
Wes  Virginia,  at  sea:  Xew  Orleans  It- 
overjoyed  to  learn  that  you  and  your 
party  escaped  without  Injury  and  re- 
grets inexpressibly  the  discomfort  the 
accident  occasioned.  We  pray  that 
your  voyage  home  will  be  safe  and  de- 
lightful.   MARTIN   BEHRAM.   Mayor."

A  poet,  having  once  occasion  to  speak 
about  crickets  and  grasshoppers,  very 
happily  termed  them  "violinists  of  the 
field;"  and  although  at  the  time  he  was 
ignorant  of  the  fact,  he  stated  nothing 
more  than  a  scientific  truth  which  has 
recently  been  demonstrated  by  exhaustive 
investigations,  says  the  Seientiflc  Ameri- 
can. Hitherto  naturalists  have  been  de- 
voting a  little  too  much  time  to  the  study 
of  actual  sounds  emitted  by  insects  rather 
than  the  methods  by  which  the  musical 
notes  in  question  were  really  product-d. 
It  is  now  well  known  that  the  throat  of 
insects  has  nothing  to  do  with  the  pro- 
duction of  such  sounds,  but  that,  on  the 
contrary,  they  all  use  a  kind  of  "instru- 
ment" with  which  Mother  Nature  has 
endowed  th.em  for  the  purpose.  Micro- 
scopic examination  has  revealed  the  fact 
that  in  most  cases  this  Instrument  has  a 
striking  resemblance  to  a  rudimentary 
violin,  at  least  as  regards  its  iirinciiile. 

Musical  insects  of  the  winged  type  may 
be  divided  into  two  groups,  (1)  those 
which  do  not  use  their  wings  and  (2)  those 
which  do,  for  the  production  of  sounds. 
Of  the  two,  the  latter  species  is  by  far  the 
more  curious.  A  very  curious  fact  in  this 
connection  is  that  all  insects  are  tenors, 
deep  bass  voices  being  quite  unknown; 
in  addition  to  this,  the  males  are  always 
tlie  performers,  female  insects  being  dumb 
—contenting  themselves  with  stopping  at 
home  and  looking  after  the  children,  in- 
stead of  standing  at  the  front  door,  sing- 
ing like  their  lords  and  masters.  Many 
insects  sing  by  day,  such,  for  Instance, 
as  the  chickadee,  which,  however,  are  not 
of  the  "violinist"  type,  as  they  play  upon 
a  series  of  hard  plates  attached  to  the 
abdomen,  much  the  same  way  as  a 
Spanish  dancer  uses  the  castanets.  An- 
other Insect  of  this  type  is  the  black 
field  cricket,  which  has  its  home  in  a 
small,  cave-like  dwelling  it  prepares  in 
the   earth. 

Other  Insects  only  sing  by  night,  such, 
for  instance,  as  the  domestic  and  tree 
crickets,  whose  regular,  modulated  notes 
are  known  to  every  one.  The  apparatus 
used  by  these  insects  exactly  resembles  a 
violin,  the  abdomen  being  partially  en-

well.  His  voice  was  strong  and  clear, 
even  though  he  was  somewhat  under 
the  the  Influence  of  liquor.  Just  as  he 
reached  the  first  chorus  a  baby  in  the 
arms  of  a  woman  near  the  stage  began 
to  yell.  It  was  such  a  loud  wail  that 
It  stopped  Paine.  He  attempted  to 
begin  two  or  three  times,  but  the  baby 
kept  it  up.  Finally,  to  the  surprise  of 
everybody,  he  climbed  down  off  the 
stage  and  went  to   the  woman. 

"  "Let  mo  have  that  child,"  he  said 
kindly.  She  handed  him  the  boy. 
Paine  returned  to  the  stage  through  a 
box  door  and  said  something  to  the  or- 
chestra leader.  Then  taking  his  place 
in  the  center  of  the  stage  with  the 
howling  infant  in  his  arms,  he  started 
a  lullaby.  O,  how  that  half-shot  tenor 
sang!  His  voice  was  beautiful — I  can 
hear  It  yet.  The  baby,  swaying  gently 
in  his  arms,  soon  hushed  and  dropped 
off  to  sleep.  At  the  end  of  the  song 
Paine  held  up  one  hand. 

"  'Don't  applaud,  please,'  he  said. 
Then  he  returned  the  sleeping  one  to 
its  mother,  who  took  it  outside.  There 
were  many  moist  eyes  in  the  theater 
that  night. 

"Haverly  rescinded  his  discharge  or- 
der, but  Paine  never  sang  with  us 
again.  He  got  drunker  after  the  per- 
formance and  was  killed  in  a  fight  with 
a   policeman."

"Washington,  Oct.  27.— Once,  when  the 
Gridiron  club  was  having  fun  with  I 
various  dignitaries  of  this  and  other  i 
governments,  tlie  presiding  officer  stood  j 
George  H.  Daniels  of  the  New  York  i 
Central  railroad,  James  D.  Youmans,  j 
coinmiP8li.(ner  of  interstate  commerce,  i 
and  Thomas  H.  Carter,  senator  from  I 
Montana,  up  in  a  row  and  called  upon 
the  diners  to  observe  their  whiskers. 

They  all  wear  the  same  brand,  broad- 
ly speaking — their  whiskers  are  of  the 
chin  variety.  Now,  "  Uncle  Joe"  Can- 
non has  chhi  whiskers,  and  so  has 
"Uncle  Shtlby"  Cullom  of  Illinois,  but 
their  chin  whiskers  are  of  the  common 
or  garden  variety.

Is  willing  to  acknowledge 
that  he  has  foresworn  his  native  coun.-

I     "This  number,  however,  Is  compara- 
i  tlvely    small    when    one    considers    th-? 

As  a 
I  rule,    there    are,    on    an    average.    50,000 
I  Americans  in  Paris.    Nearly  all  tourists 
'  pay  two  visits.    On  the  first,  they  leave 
their   heavy   baggage  and   go   on   little 
journeys  on  the  continent.     They  usu- 
ally   return     just    before    sailing      for 
America,   purchase  gowns,  novelties  .it 
I  noted  Parisian  shops  and  sail  away  to 
I  pay   duty   on   a   lot   of     things     whlc'n 
might    easily   be   bought   In   their   own 
country. 
;      "My  principles  tend  to  strict  protec- 
tion, but  there  is  one  law  I  should  like 
to  see  enacted— that  is  the  admission  of 
works   of   art   free   of   duty.     The   fact 
j  that  works  of  the  old  masters  axe  only 


on  view  In  Paris  and  other  European 
art  centers  is  responsible  for  the  exodus 
from  America  of  thousands  of  young 
art  students  who  have  every  adven- 
tnge  of  art  instruction  in  this  country 
except  the  privilege  of  viewing  and 
working  from  these  masterpieces. 

"An  American  girl,  especially  an  art 
student,  has  no  business  in  Paris.  It 
is  not  America.  The  French  people 
have  been  reared  differently  from  us 
and  they  view  many  things  from  differ- 
ent standards.  A  young  girl  alone  in 
Washington,  for  instance.  Is  perfectly 
safe.  Each  of  ninety-nine  men  out 
of  a  hundred  would  constitute  himself 
a  committee  of  one  to  protect  her.  Not 
so  in  Paris. 

"This  is  one  of  the  things  which 
makfs  me  yearn  for  the  passage  of 
such  a  law.  Many  American  million- 
aires own  valuable  paintings  which 
are  allowed  to  remain  over  there,  for 
the  reason  that  they  do  not  care  to  pay 
the  high  duty.  If  these  could  be 
brought  into  the  country  free  they 
could  be  placed  in  public  or  private 
galleries,  where  art  students  could  be 
admitted.  If  not  at  all  times,  at  least 
on  certain  days, 

"American  residents  of  Paris  have  a 
mighty  good  time.  There  are  four  sea- 
sons over  there,  and  each  one  has  its 
j  particular  diversion.  In  the  winter  one 
I  can  find  nearly  the  whole  American 
''■  colony  In  Nice;  the  early  spring  finds 
;  them  in  Paris  for  a  little  season,  and 
'  before  summer  they  are  off  again  to 
I  Switzerland,  or  some  other  attractive 
!  spot.  It  is  excitement  all  the  time,  go- 
I  Ing  here  and  there,  from  one  year's  end 
'  to  the  other, 

I      "I  should  like  to  pay  a  special  tribute 

!  to  the  French  children.     They  are  the 

'■■  best  behaved     youngsters  I  ever     saw. 

Everything  in  Paris  is  open.  One  never 

sees   a    sign.      'Keep   off   the   grass'     in 


those  beautiful  parks.  Everybody  goes 
where  he  pleases,  and  I  have  s--en  hun- 
dreds of  tiny  little  children,  some  of 
them  not  2  years  old,  playing  beside 
a  magnificent  bed  of  roses,  but  never 
does  one  of  these  little  folk  touch  a 
llower  although  they  are  within  easy 
reach.  The  children  are  beautifully 
trained. 

"Just  the  same  with  all  the  attrac- 
tions of  this  wonderful  city,  and  the 
cordiality  and  companionable  disposi- 
tion of  the  French  people.  America  is 
the  greatest  of  all  countries,  and  I 
have  not  seen  anybody  yet  who  could 
convince  me  that  I  would  rather  be 
something  else  than  just  a  plain 
American,  and  that's  what  I  shall  be 
from  now  on." 

Here  was  a  chance.  Cautiously,  even 
furtively,  I  said: 

"But.  Mr,  Gowdy,  don't  you  think 
you  would  be  a  heap  sight  plainer  if 
you  had  those  chin  whiskers?"

Amerika,     a       plodding,     steady-going 
ocean  traveler,  now  lying  at  the  Ham- 
burg-American piirs  in  Hoboken,     H«^r 
predominant  feature  that  has  attracted 
attention   to  her  is  her   Ritz's  Carlton 
restaurant,     the     patronage     of  which, 
notwithstanding    the    Paris    prices    an- 
nexed to  the   menu,  surprised  the  pro- 
;  moters   of   the   enterprise.       It     is   the 
.  first  restaurant  ever  conducted  on-    an 
ocean-going  steamer. 
I      Ritz's  in  Paris  enjoys  the  reputation 
'  of  being   the  highest-priced  restaurant 
in  the  world,  and  desires  to  keep  that 
reputation.     A   passenger   who   arrived 
'  on  the  Amerika  said  he  found  the  prices 
'  identical  with  those  in  the  same  estab- 
lishment in   Paris.     It  was  possible  to 
1  obtain  half  a   bottle  of  wine,   a   salad, 
I  an  entree  and  a  bit  of  chicken  for  $5. 
It    costs    $15    more    to    travel    on    the 
Amerika  with  meals  than   without.     A 
dozen   passengers     after     "boarding   the 
ship     exchanged      their     passage    with 
'  meals  for  passage  without  meals.     Out 
'  of    the    411    saloon    passengers    120    de- 
I  pended     entirely  upoft     the  restaurant. 
j  They  represented  the  number  of  chairs, 
which  are  not  nearly  numerous  enough. 
The  biggest  check  paid   by   any   one 
patron    of    the    Ritz   supper   room    was 
I  572.    The  smallest  was  84  cents,  price  of 
a   "complete   breakfast."     The   receipts 
averaged  fSCK)  a  day.

WAS  TWICE 
ARRESTED 

For  Man  He  Resembled 

In  Looks,  Habits  and 

Writing. 

Strange  Case  of  Dual  Iden- 
tity Brought  Out 
in  Suit. 


8t.  Louis.  Oct.  27.— A  case  of  dual  iden- 
tity as  remarkable  sls  that  conceived  by 
Mrs.  Katherine  Cecil  Thurston  in  "The 
Masquftrader"  came  to  light  through  the 
evidence  offered  in  the  suit  of  Claude 
Mures,  a  French  carpenter,  against  M. 
Froniang.  a  shoe  dealer  at  8  South  Fourth 


street,  which  was  decided  for  the  de- 
fendant by  Judge  McDonald. 

Mures  sued  for  $13,bOO  collectively  on 
three  counts,  charging  false  imprison- 
ment and  malicious  prosecution.  It  was 
shown  that  he  was  the  innocent  victim 
of  a  singular  likeness,  extending  not  only 
lo  features  and  stature,  but  to  the  hand- 
writing as  well,  to  an  expert  forger. 

That  Mures  was  innocent  of  the  charge 
of  obtaining  money  under  false  pretenses, 
on  which  Fromang  had  him  arrested,  was 
nuide  apparent  by  the  testimony.  But  tlie 
likeness  of  the  real  forger  was  so  great 
that  malice  could  not  be  shown  in  Fro- 
niang's    prosecution. 

A  clieok  for  $10  was  presented  to  Fro- 
mang Oct.  25,  1903,  In  payment  for  a 
pair  of  shoes.  Tlie  purchaser  gave  the 
name  of  Carlos  MuUer,  *nd  said  that 
he  was  an  employe  of  I^ouis  Marlignon, 
whose  name  was  signed  to  the  check. 
Mr.  Fromang  accepted  it  and  gave  the 
man  the  change.  The  check  was  returned 
marked    "N.    G."    by    the    bank. 

More  than  six  months  after  Fromang 
encountered  in  a  saloon  a  man  whom 
he  was  sure  had  given  him  the  fraudu- 
lent paper.  Through  a  friend  he  ascer- 
tained the  suspected  man's  address  and 
occupation.  It  was  Ciaude  Mures,  em- 
ployed on  the  French  Pavilion  at  the 
Worlds  fair. 

Mr.  Fromang  the  following  day  sent 
Charles  Gray,  a  shoemaker  employed  by 
him,  to  the  French  pavilion,  where  he 
found  Mures  at  work.  When  asked  to 
make  the  $10  check  good  the  Frenchman 
looked  surprised  and  said  that  he  had 
never  given  it  to  Mr.  Fromang.  Gray 
testified,  however,  tliat  he  admitted  hav- 
ing purchased  shoos  at  the  store  the  day 
the   check   was   passed. 

When    Mr.    Fromang    found    that    Gray

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had  been  unsuccessful  he  himself  went 
to  see  Mures,  and  was  met  with  the 
same  denial.  He  then  swore  out  a  war- 
rant for  obtaining  money  under  false 
pretenses,  and  Mures  was  arrested.  Tlie 
warrant  was  impoperly  drawn,  and  tlie 
man  was  dismissed. 

The  grand  jury  which  convened  a  short 
time  after  that  found  an  indictment 
against  Mures  on  the  same  charge  as 
that  stated  in  the  warrant  and  the  un- 
happy man  was  again  taken  into  custody. 
When  presented  before  Judge  Taylor, 
however,  he  was  again  dismissed,  this 
time  on  the  ground  that  he  had  already 
been   acuitted   of    the   charge. 

The  suit  for  false  imprisonment  and 
malicious  prosecution  was  then  filed  by 
Mures.  At  the  trial  be  was  asked  to 
write  a  number  of  names  in  the  pres- 
ence of  the  jury.  Experts  were  called 
in  who  testitled  that  this  handwriting 
was  the  same  as  that  on  the  worthless 
check. 

At  this  Juncture  witnesses  were  pro' 
duced  who  stated  that  Mures  was  no 
other  than  a  man  who,  under  the  name 
of  I..ouis  Filippl,  had  passed  a  number 
of  forged  checks,  anil  had  served  a  term 
of  four  months  in  the  workliouse  on  five 
counts  for  forgery.  The  period  of  im- 
prisonment began  June  17,  iy03. 

The  cliccks  passed  by  Filippi  were  pro- 
duced in  court,  li^iich  was  for  $10,  the 
amount  of  the  check  given  to  Fromang. 
The  experts  identified  the  handwriting 
with  that  of  the  Fromang  check,  and 
Willi    that    of   Mures. 

But  it  wa.s  shown  that  while  Louis 
Filippi  serving  his  term  for  forgery. 
Mures  was  at  work  as  a  carpenter  in 
Si.  I-ouis.  From  May  to  October,  19iy, 
Mures  was  employed  by  the  Felix  Con- 
struction company.  Witness  after  wl- 
luss  testified  to  this,  including  the  mana- 
ger of  the  concern,  and  the  payrolls  were 
produced,  showing  that  he  h-.id  been  on 
duty  and  had  signed  for  his  money  each 
week.  The  handwriting  waa  apparent- 
ly that  of  Mures,  of  the  Fromang  check, 
and  of  the   Filippi  checks. 

Astonishment  pervaded  the  courtroom 
when  these  developments  were  brougtit 
out.  But  a  greater  surprise  was  to  fol- 
low—the  last  link  of  the  chain  evidence 
establishing  the  dual  identity  of  Claude 
Mures  and  Louis  Filippi  wa.s  yet  to  be 
1  orged. 

The  chain  was  complete  when  the  cus- 
todians of  Filippi  during  his  imprison- 
ment in  the  workhouse  declared  that 
Mures  had  the  same  trick  of  holding 
his  head  slightly  to  one  side  at  times, 
the  same  eyes,  apparently  of  sjime  stat- 
ure so  far  as  they  could  judge— in  short, 
that  he  was  Filippi  duplicatetl  m  the  rtesh. 

The  checks  for  forging  which  Filippi 
wis  convicted  and  sent  to  the  w'ork- 
house  were  given  to  various  butcher.^, 
grocers  and  others.  Their  similarity  to 
that  given  to  Fromang  was  apparently 
even  to  the  untried  eyes.  Experts  in 
chirographv  declared  that  the  date  lines, 
-amounts— always  $10— signature.s.  and  in- 
dor-sements  on  all  the  checks,  although 
they  differed  in  general  contour  and  ap- 
pearance, were  in  reality  penned  by  one 
man— presumably   the   mysterious   Filippi. 

The  supposition  of  the  attorneys  in  the 
ca«e,  following  these  disclosures,  wa.s 
that  Filippi  himself  has  given  the 
fraudulent  paper  to  Fromang.  But 
Filippi  since  his  release  from  th- 
workhouse,  has  not  been  heard  of  in  St. 
Louis.

Dear   Mayor   McClellan:      Not   being  a 

resident  of  New  York  City  I  am  not 
sure  that  I  ought  to  concern  myself 
with  its  municipal  politics.  I  find  it 
impossible,  however,  to  outgrow  my 
interest  in  all  that  affects  the  welfare 
and  fair  fame  of  the  city  of  my  former 
residence,  or  to  forget  the  kindness  and 
consideration  of  my  former  neighbors. 

"If  this  were  not  my  condition  of 
mind,  I  hardly  think  my  personal 
friendship  for  you,  or  my  attachment 
to  the  party  you  represent,  or  even  my 
absolute  confidence  in  your  fidelity  in 
public  places  could  move  me  to  make 
any  expression  touching  the  pending 
municipal  canvass. 

"I  confess  to  a  feeling  of  astonish- 
ment when  1  see  the  evidences  of  rank 
hysteria  parading  a  canvass  which 
should  especially  be  characterized  by 
sober  tlioughtfulness.  Questions  of  the 
most  far-reaching  import  seem  to  be 
pressed  upon  the  city's  voters,  not  so 
much  as  subjects  demanding  their 
serious  reflection  and  thorough  infor- 
mation, as  subjects  furnishing  oppor- 
tunity for  appeals  to  passion  and  mis- 
information cunningly  intended  to  aid 
personal  ambitions  and  unworthy  pur- 
poses. 

"There  are  conditions  just  now  pre- 
vailing which  naturally  suggest  this  a.s 
a  favorable  time  for  demagogic  manip- 
ulation of  the  people;  and  no  where  are 
those  conditions  so  inviting  to  those  who 
are  willing  to  be  demagogues,  as  in  the 
city  of  New  York. 

"Every  man  who  thinks  must  know 
the  opportunity  offered  to  play  upon  the 
unusually  aroused  popular  prejudices^ 
resentments  and  passions,  has  not  been 
overlooked  and  the  constant  stimulation 
of  these  things  contributes  the  chief 
stock  in  trade  of  some  of  those  who 
are  now  bidding  for  the  people's  sup- 
port. Every  thinking  man  must  also 
appreciate  the  fact  that  there  are  prin- 
ciples and  theories  underlying  the 
pending  municipal  canvass  which  vital- 
ly concern   the  city's   future  life. 

"In  these  circumstances  how  plainly 
it  is  the  duty  of  every  voter  who  has 
the  welfare  of  your  great  municipality 
at  heart  to  avert  the  danger  threatened 
by  rash  notion,  or  by  the  neglect  of  a 
good  citizen's  duty  to  strive  against  the 
tide  of  demagogic  misrepresentation.

London,  Oct.  27.— Lady  Bagot,  who  was 
Miss  Lily  May  of  Baltimore,  is  the  sub- 
ject of  general  sympathy  as  well  as  of 
admiration  in  London  society  just  now. 
Alnio.st  ever  since  the  birth  of  her  child 
people  have  wondered  where  Lord  Bagot 
.secluded  himself. 

He  has  been  sulking  in  his  baronial 
castle,  living  all  alone  with  his  valet,  be- 
cause his  baby  daughter  was  baptizeJ  a 
Catholic. 

Meanwhile  Lady  Bagot  has  been  stay- 
ing at  Briehton  with  her  mother,  Mrs. 
May,  until  recently,  when  she  came  to 
live   in   Bryanston  street,   Hyde   Park. 

Previous  to  her  marriage,  which  took 
plact'  in  the  Brompton  oratory  on  July 
25,  19<)3,  there  was  an  understanding  that, 
should  there  be  any  issue,  they  should  be 
educated  as  Catholics. 

Barbara  was  born  on  New  Year's  day, 
1905,  and  since  liiat  time  her  father  has 
been  eccentric  and  has  seen  his  family 
for  brief  intervals  only.

The  Prospects  of  a  Con- 
solidation Have  Van- 
ished Entirely. 


Chicago,  Oct.  27.— The  rival  Inter-state 
coninurce  law  conventions  resumed  ses- 
sions in  Steinway  hall  and  Studebaker 
hall  today  without  much  if  any  indi- 
cations of  a  conciliatory  spirit.  On  the 
contrary,  the  individual  discussion  of 
the  matters  which  had  divided  the  del- 
egates and  which  brought  about  the 
split  vesterday.  appeared  only  to  in- 
tens^ify  the  bitterness.  All  prospects  of 
consolidation  of  the  conventions  seemed 
to   have   vanished. 

When  the  Steinway  hall  convention, 
the  so-called  "regular"  body  of  dele- 
gates, assembled  today.  Former  Lieu- 
tenant tJovernor  Campbell  of  Iowa  took 
occasion  to  deny  a  report  intimating 
that  he  was  a  Socialist.  He  Incidentally 
criticized  Mayor  Dunnes  municipal 
ownership  ideas.

ket. 

In  one  week  the  price  of  potatoes  has 
shot  up  from  ab?ut  50  cents  a  bushel  to 
betwff^n  70  and  75  cents,  while  cabbage 
has  been  cutting  strange  capers,  nearly 
douoUng  HI  price   in  one   week. 

For  weeks  the  dealers  have  been  pre- 
dicting a  raise  in  tlie  price  of  potatoes. 
'Jhey  maintained  llial  the  price  was  too 
low  wht-n  the  ».ize  of  tlie  crop  and  the 
manner  in  which  it  was  affected  by  rut, 
were  tuken  into  conside-ralion.  A  week 
ago  til-  price  crept  up  from  about  4o  cents 
tt  bush.1,  wii.i-^  it  had  been  hovering 
i.in.e  the  new  crop  came  in  tlie  market, 
to  about  50  cents.

'  while  casting  about  for  a  place  to  set- 

i  tie    down,    he    came    to    this    city    and 

'  fell   in    love   with    the   Bowery.     He   is 

I  there  yet. 

I  The  story  of  Curtin  in  early  life  came 
!  out  this  week.  He  was  on  a  street 
car,  going  up  the  Bowery,  when  pick- 
pockets selected  him  as  a  victim,  and 
soon  the  ex-sherlff  was  robbed  of  a 
Masonic  charm  and  a  $3'X>  watch. 

To  •Big  Florrie"  Sullivan,  Joe  Hen- 
nessy  and  Johnny  Brown  the  ex-sh^itf 
told  "the  story  of  his  watch. 

"The  watch  I  lost  Is  one  of  the  re-  j 
membrances  of  luy  Texas  life,  and  I  < 
would  not  lose  it  for  $1,000.  It  w.is 
given  to  me  by  the  citizens  of  Harris 
couniv.  Texas,  for  the  killing  of  the 
Citv  "Marshall  or  Chief  of  Police  of 
!  Austin,  by  name.  Ben  Thompson.  I 
1  don't  know  whether  I  killed  Thompson, 
but  they  said  1  did.  I  was  in  Pan  An- 
tonio one  night  with  several  prisoners 
who  were  wanted  for  horse  stealing. 
The  last  train  had  left  for  Houston, 
and  I  locked  the  prisoners  in  the  local 
jail,  and.  with  several  friends,  at- 
tended a  famous  old  Texas  music  hall, 
called  Harris*  Comique. 

"Jack  Harris,  once  the  owner  of 
the  resort,  had  be.,'n  killed  a  few  weeks 
before  In  a  pistol  duel  with  Ben 
Thompson.  This  man  Thompson  had  a 
reputation  and  record  along  the  Mexl- 
Ican  border  of  being  the  worst  bad  man. 
'and  he  claimed  himself  to  have  killed 
thirty  men.  With  the  notches  In  his 
gun  he  walked  the  bad  lands  with  a 
chip  on  his  shoulder.  His  gang  made 
him  city  marshall,  and  he  carried  out 
the  lawwlth  the  trigger  of  his  revolver. 
The  entire  surrounding  country  was  in 
fear  of  Thompson. 

"To  return  to  the  music  hall.  The 
place  was  a  tough  resort.  In  my  party  | 
In  an  upper  box  was  King  Fisher,  the  ; 
pal  of  Jack  Harris,  who  had  planned  , 
to  avenge  him.  There  were  a  number  j 
of  others  in  the  box  who  would  kill 
Thompson  on  sight,  and  everj-  man 
was  a  dead  shot  and  ready  on  instant. 
During  the  evening  who  should  walk 
Into  the  lower  part  of  the  hall  but 
Ben  Thompson  and  ten  cowboy  com- 
panions. He  got  the  first  bead  and 
King  Fisher  was  shot  dead  before  he 
could  draw  his  gun.  In  less  time  than 
it  takes  to  tell,  almost  the  entire 
audience  was  engaged  In  wild  firing, 
and  I  contributed  my  share.  When 
the  smoke  cleared  a\vay  there  were  ten 
men  found  dead  besides  Fisher,  among 
them  Ben  Thompson,  who  was  shot 
through  the  right  temple. 

"I  was  hit  five  times,  once  through 
the  cheek  and  four  times  In  the  body, 
and  after  six  months  In  the  hospital, 
often  near  death,  I  was  discharged  as 
cured.  On  my  return  to  duty  a  dele- 
gation called  at  the  sheriffs  office  and 
presented  me  with  the  gold  watch 
which  was  stolen  on  the  car  the  other 
night." 

The    next    daj-   the   watch   and   chain 
were  returned  to  Curtin  by  the  detect- 
ives.

New  York,  Oct.  27.— The  Quiet  man 
who  built  New  York's  $35,00"3,000  rapid 
transit  subway  said  a  tremendotis 
thing  yesterday.  He  Is  John  B.  Mc- 
Donald, clever,  careful  and  conserva- 
tive.    Among  the  things  are: 

'I  am  uulte  sure  that,  when  the  new- 
underground  roads  approved  by  the 
Rapid  Transit  commission  are  built 
and  In  operation,  the  city  will  be  able 
to  tear  down  Us  fifty  miles  of  elevated 
railway  structures,  restore  fifty  miles 
of  its  ruined  streets,  and  give  back  to 
the  property  owners  hundreds  ot  mil- 
lions of  dollars'  worth  of  real  estate 
values. 

•In  a  few  days  the  subway  will  be  i 
a  year  old,"  he  said,  "and  1  can  say 
honestly  that  It  has  come  up  lo  my 
highest  expectations  of  efficiency.  It 
Is  the  finest  and  most  practical  system 
of  city  transportation  in  the  world.  It 
has  no  equal  anywhere.  There  can  be 
no  doubt  about  that. 

•In  this  first  year  of  its  life  It  has 
carried  about  100.000,000  passengers;  it 
has  made  life  In  the  city  more  con- 
venient; It  has  become  comparatively 
free  from  accidents, 

"After  watching  the  operation  of  the 
subway  for  a  year,  I  am  satislied  that 
the  whole  future  rapid  transit  facilities 
of  New  York  will  be  underground." 
•But  the  heat  and  the  noises?" 
•The  present  noise  is  made  by  the 
motors.  Experience  and  progress  will 
modify  that.  As  for  the  heat.  It  Is 
largely  because  of  the  size  of  the  tun- 
nel. It  Is  too  small  to  allow  proper 
ventilation.  That  can  be  remedied  In 
the  new  tunnels. 

"There  are  at  times  1,000  cars  moving 
in  the  subway  at  the  same  time.  Of 
these  probably  uOO  are  motor  cars.  The 
motors  give  off  heat  like  so  many  par- 
lor stoves. 

•The  heat  generated  by  the  motors 
in  the  subwav  Is  equal  to  about  thirty- 
five  totis  of  coal  burned  every  twenty- 
four   hours.     That   Is   terrific. 

*  This  Is  a  mighty  city  and  It  Is  to  be 
mightier  yet.  As  the  buildings  are 
growing  taller,  we  are  building  city  on 
top  of  city.      ",     1 

"We  have  4,500.000  population  now-. 
What  will  It  be  when  we  have  10,000.- 
(M.H)?  How  shall  we  tnove  that  great 
mass  to  and  from  its  homes? 

"In  my  judgment,  the  subway  has 
sohed  the  problem.  The  time  will 
come  when  the  surface  will  serve  only 
as  means  of  getting  to  and  from  open- 
ings to  subways.  With  the  present 
subway,  when  its  extensions  in  Brook- 
lyn are  In  operatic-n,  we  will  have  com- 
pleted a  system  of  seventy  miles  of 
tracks  costing  about  $»().000,000,  and 
capable  of  ca.rrying  50<J.OOO  passengers  a 
lay.     That  will  be  about  Jan.  1,  laOT. 

••There  are  three  new  long  additional 
<!ubway  lines  and  one  crosstown  line 
which  the  rapid  transit  commissioners 
have  approved.  One  line  runs  from  the 
Batterv  under  Third  avenue  to  the 
Bronx."  Another  runs  from  the  Bat- 
tery to  the  Bronx  under  .Broadway  and 
L-xlngton  avenue.

•The  new  crosstow-n  subway  wui  go 
under  Thirty-eighth  street  and  under 
the  East  river  and  Hudson  river  to 
Long  island  City.

The  taming  of  live  riiccoons  for  fight- 
ing with  dogs,  a  form  of  sport  which 
Is  held  In  high  favor  in  rural  Maine, 
and  for  household  pets,  where  they  take 
the  place  of  dogs  In  guarding  over  the 
premises.  Is  a  new  occupation,  which 
Houston  has  taken  up  since  he  has  be- 
come to  old  too  hunt 

He  believes  that  he  is  the  only  man 
in  the  world  who  has  succeeded  In 
breeding  'coons  while  they  wore  In  cap- 
tlvUv.  The  first  llttl  ;r  of  'coons  ever 
born"  In  captivity  w  as  dropped  In  May, 
1898.  There  were  se\  en  of  them,  and 
all  grew  up  to  fight  their  way  to  fame. 
One.  a  very  vigorous  »'Oung  male,  after 
whipping  every  dog  he  mot  and  killing 


four   Of   them,    was   sold    to   a    man   in 
Lowell,  Mass.,  for  $50. 

In  the  summer  of  1904  Houston  had 
sixteen  tame  raccoons  running  at  large 
in  the  woods,  but  coming  up  to  be  fed 
and  petted  whenever  he  whistled  U^ 
them. 

The  dog  and  'coon  fights,  which  are 
so  popular  in  Maine,  arc  conducted  in 
the  manner  of  badger  fights  in  Eng- 
land. The  'coon  Is  allowed  to  seek  a 
hole,  which  Is  deep  enough  to  conceal 
the  animal,  all  but  his  head.  Then 
wagers  are  laid  as  to  the  ability  of  a 
given  dog  to  draw  a  given  'coon  and 
also  on  the  time  which  will  elapse  be- 
fore the  "coon  is  pulled  from  Its  hole. 

Those  who  have  witnessed  the  con- 
tests declare  that  they  are  far  ahead 
of  fights  between  two  dogs.  Houston 
I  has  one  old  'coon  that  has  fought 
forty-two  battles.  Both  of  Its  ears  have

St.  Louis,  Oct.  27.— If  the  plans  of 
Mrs.  Charles  F.  Joy,  wife  of  the  former 
St.  Louis  congressman,  are  carried  out, 
a  $1,000,000  university,  of  which  the  ob- 
ject will  be  the  study  of  occult  and 
psychic  phenomena,  the  human  soul 
and  all  the  arts  and  sciences  of  the 
"new  thought"  not  recognized  by  es- 
tablished schools,  will  be  built  over- 
looking the  Pacific,  near  Santa  Bar- 
bara, Cal.  In  addition  to  the  univer- 
sity, Mrs  .Joy  proposes  to  establish  a 
sociology  colony,  where  the  science  of 
life  and  the  laws,  duties  and  responsi- 
bilities of  parenthood  will  be  studied. 

A  site  overlooking  the  Pacific,  near 
Santa  Barbara,  Cal.,  for  the  school  and 
20,000  acres  in  Arizona  for  the  colony 
have  been  offered  for  the  institution.

Then  came  the  accidental  death  of  Sam- 
uel Horn,  Jr.,  the  last  but  two  of  a  large 
family,  many  of  whose  members  h.id  been 
murderers  or  suicides,  and  all  of  wliom 
seemed  marked  by  fate  for  tragic  death 
and  misfortune.  The  young  man  was 
hauling  logs.  Crawling  undtrneath  his 
wagon  to  repair  a  broken  part,  a  log 
slipped  from  its  place,  striking  him  in  the 
chest  and  killing  him  instantly.  His  head 
was  crushed  and  his  jaw  was  broken  in 
two  places. 

Residents  of  Fulton  county  look  with 
horror  upon  the  house  of  bloodshed  and 
crime,  and  shudder  when  necessity  com- 
p<'ls  them  to  pass  the  place.  It  is  prob- 
able that  the  homestead  will  be  torn 
down   within   a   short    time. 


KITCHENER,  HOUSEKEEPER. 
Lord  Kitchener's  reorganization  of  the 
Indian  army  has  drawn  special  attention 
to  the  position  of  the  commander-in- 
chief,  says  the  India  correspondence  of 
a  London  newspaper.

The  official  residence 
of  "Snowdon"  was  originally  bought 
from  Gen.  Peter  Innes  by  Lord  Roberts 
in  1S73,  and  after  the  latter's  departure 
from  India  was  acquired  by  the  govern- 
ment for  the  housing  of  his  successors.

a  library  is  at  present  bein?  construeied, 
which  will  complete  the  altfralions  and 
render  the  house  worthy  of  ils  occupant.

MILLS  MAY 
REOPEN  NOW 

Restraining  Order  at  Su- 
perior Is  Lifted  By 
Judge  Smith. 

Duluth  -  Superior  Milling 

Company  Is  Fined 

For  Contempt 


At  a  hearing  this  afternoon,  Judge 
Charles  Smith  of  superior  court,  decided 
to  set  aside  the  restraining  order  against 
the  Superior  flour  znflls,  and  upon  the 
flhng  of  a  bond,  the  amount  of  which 
has  not  bten  exactly  fixed,  they  may  re- 
open. This  they  will  do  tomorrow  morn- 
ing. 

Prior  to  this  action  on  the  part  of  Judge 
Smith,  he  had  t-ned  the  Duluth-Superior 
Milling  company  $100  for  contempt  of 
court.  Thi.s  amount  was  promtly  paid  this 
morning,  and  Attorney  McCausland  im- 
mediately renewed  his  efforts  to  have 
the  temporary  injunctio»«  set  aside,  which 
bore   fruit   this   afternoon. 

As  he  had  to  leave  the  court  room  as 
eoon  as  Judge  .Smith  made  his  decision. 
Attorney  McCausland  did  not  confer  with 
the  court  aboat  the  amount  of  the  bonds 
which  must  be  put  up  to  protect  the 
Wisconsin  grain  commission  against  loss. 
He  declared  that  the  company  was  per- 
fectly willing  to  furnish  a  reasonable 
bond  and  the  amount  will  probably  be 
fl.xed   today. 

The  restraining  order  agamst  the  mills 
which  was  set  asile  today  prohibited 
them  from  grinding  v.hcai  upon  which  the 
fees  of  the  Wisconsi'i  gi-ain  inspectors 
had  not  been  paid.  Tlie  mills  reopened 
before  th-j  order  was  dissolved,  neglected 
to  pay  th'i  cliarges  presented  by  the  grain 
conimi.>?aion  and  tht-  company  was  held  to 
be  in  oontompt  by  the  superior  court. 

The  Superior  mills  were  not  running  to- 
day, but  thev  will  reopen  the  first  thing 
in  "the  morning.  They  will  probably  be 
expected  to  furnish  l>onds  for  all  the 
Wheat  that  is  ground  and  if  the  Wiscoa- 
6in  grain  commission  gains  its  end  and  is 
found  to  be  doing  business  in  a  lawful 
manner  and  under  a  valid  law,  the  money 
will  be   turned  over  to  it. 

Aside  from  the  death  of  the  restrain- 
ing order  against  the  mills  and  the  fining 
o'  the  Duluth-Suptrior  company  by  Judge 
Smith,  today  was  wholly  without  inci- 
dent so  far  as  the  grain  inspection  trou- 
ble  was   concerned. 

The  railroads  are  continuing  to  move 
thtlr  cars  as  fast  as  possible  and  the 
mtmbers  of  the  commission  have  not  re- 
sorted to  the  restraining  order  method  of 
administering  the  third  degree  to  the 
mill  and  elevator  interests  since  Judge 
Vinje  polit'ly  informed  them  that  they 
were  overdoing   the  stunt.

The  Many  Lonely  Islands  They  Come 
From. 

When  the  trolley  ?ar  and  the  automo- 
bile conspired  to  defre^  tho  value  of  the 
horse  they  railed  to  ruin  the  pony  mar- 
ket, says  tlie  New  York  Sun.  Ponies 
are    still    bred    in    various    parts    of    the 

country,  imported  from  abroad  and  caught 
half  wild  in  retnote  regions,  more  es- 
pecially upon  ihe  islands  of  the  south 
Atlantic  coast. 

About  the  most  e:cpensive  pony  in  the 
New  York  market  is  ths  Shetland,  domes- 
tic or  imported,  tho  smallest  obtainable,  j 
There  is  a  very  small  Patagonlan  and  , 
Argentine  pony  which  is  almost  a  cari- 
cature of  the  Shetla:  d,  exaggerating  some 
of    ills    most     mirk  Hi    peculiarities,     but 

,  '.hese  ponies  are  not  sold  in  the  New  York 

'  market.

The    Sable    Island    jonies    arc    confidently  I 
assorted  by  Candians  to  be  descendants  of 
hardy  small   horses  placed  on  the  islands  I 
to   serve   as    food   for   shipwrecked   marl-  I 
ners.     .Almost  no  other  large  animal,  ac- 
cording   to    the    sto-y.    could    endure    the 
winter    of    that    climate,    but    the    ponies 
survived  and  prospered. 
The  Sable  Island  jionies  are  larger  than 

■  the   Shetlands,   and  some  of  them  are   of 
i  great    beauty   and   s  trength.     They    often 
live  to  old  age.  an-,  retain  their  activity 
land  spirit.     A  handsome  black  Sable  Isl- 
and pony   that    was   used   for  years  by   a 
''  suburban  family  is  still  flourishing  up  in 
New    Brunswiak,    M  hither    she    was    sent 
'when    the   suburbarites   broke   up   house- 
keeping, and  is  serviceable,  though  nearly 
i20  years  old. 

I  Of  native  Amer  can  ponies  some  or 
the  most  Interesting  are  those  of  the 
South  Atlantic  coast  islands.     The  an- 


nual auction  of  Chincoteague  ponies 
takes  place  on  the  Virg-inia  Island  of 
that  name  .ibout  the  middle  of  August. 
Chincoteague  accounts  for  her  ra<'e  of 
ponies  by  the  more  or  less  hypothetical 
shipwreck  of  a  horse-laden  vessel  from 
Europe  some  time  in  the  eighteenth 
century. 

It  is  well  known  that  several  genera- 
tion.s  of  Maryland  and  Virginia  cliildren. 
have  had  the  Chincoteague  ponies  for 
plavmates,  and  in  all  probability  the 
ponies  have  Inhabited  the  island  for  at 
least  a  century.  They  are  bigger  than 
the  Sh"tlands,  often  better  looking,  and. 
almost  aluays  strong,  and  sometimes 
very    swift. 

In  fact  the  r-hincoteague  pony  makes 
a  Very  lair  draft  horse  for  light  loads 
and  good  roads.  He  is  incidentally  an 
excellent  swimmer,  and  when  pasture- 
is  scarce  he  sometimes  swims  narrow 
passages  of  salt  water  to  fresh  mead- 
ows, as  the  Chincoteaguers  call  the 
narrow  strips  of  grass-clad  land  that 
edge    their   island. 

Currituck  Sound  has  a  race  of  ponies 
much  like  those  ot  Chincoteague.  They 
are  not  literally  wild  horses,  since  they 
have  owners,  and  the  colts  are  br.inded. 
The  natives  of  the  region  use  them  for 
ordinary  domestic  purposes  and  tho 
largest  of  the  breed  very  well  serve- 
the  needs  of  their  owners. 

Like  the  Chincoteague  ponies,  they 
are  easily  kept,  and  on  the  whole  they 
furnish  cheap  horses  for  the  poor 
farmers  of  the  ^o.ist.  The  Chincoteague 
ponies  can  be  bought  at  auction  upon 
the  island  for  $*.i  or  $50,  and  the  Curri- 
tucks  are  probably  cheaper. 

Those  who  cannot  well  afford  to  buy 
and  keep  ponies  for  their  children  will 
find  the  Texas  burro  a  cheap  and  use- 
ful substitute.  A  burro  may  be  bought 
in  Texas  for  $20  or  less  and  brought 
North  for  $6  or  $8. 

He  Is  tough,  not  ill  natured,  easily 
kept;  fat,  long  lived  and  really  capable 
of  some  speed.  There  is  nothing  that 
affords  children  in  the  country  or  the 
suburbs  more  fun  than  one  of  these 
little   beasts. 

One  thing  is  necessary,  and  that  is  to 
clip  his  long  coat  after  he  arrives,  lest 
he  harbor  parasites  that  will  keep  him 
thin  and  damp  his  spirits.

Is  the  only  community  of  its  kind  in  the 
United  States.  It  is  wholly  a  negro 
town,  and  the  sight  of  a  white  person 
within  its  confines  is  almost  as  rare  as  a 
•white  blackbird." 

The   town  and  community   was   found- 
ed in  1SS8  by  a  black  man,  Isaiah  T.  Mont- 
gomery.     Mr.    Moiilgoniery    was    the    last 
colored    man    to    occupy    a    seat    in    tlie 
legislature  of  the  state.     He   was  one   of 
tho  young  men  hold  as  slave  on  the  ex- 
tensive    plantation     of     JtitVrson      Davis. 
j\K.mj,i.iuery    is    one    of    the    reniuikable 
colored    men    of    tlie    South    and    almost 
tho   sole   survivor   of    the    men    who   once 
held    poUtical    s%vay    in    tlie    former    slave 
elates.      While    other    colored    men    went 
down    into    obscurity    after    the    wrathful 
R.jcial  and  political  upheaval  that  brou«lit 
again     into     power     "white     supiem;Lcy, 
Montgomery  successfully  turned  from  pol- 
itics   to    the   constructive   work   ot    estab- 
lishing   tlie    social    and    industrial    life    oi 
the    Mississippi    neyro. 

The  pr.seiiL  site  of  Mound  Bayou  was 
covered  with  a  dense  forest  and  cane- 
brake  It  is  situated  about  twenty  miles 
Ironi  the  Mississippi  river  and  about 
midway  between  llie  cities  of  Memphis 
and  Vicksbur;?.  It  is  right  in  the  heart 
of  what   is   known  as   •"the   Yazoo  delta. 

The  town  of  Mound  Oayou  was  incor- 
porated about  tivfc  years  ago.  and  con- 
tains about  5»J0  inhabitants,  but  in  the 
commiinitv  of  Mound  iJayou  there  are 
'about  -,r.<M>  persons.  The  town  is  situ- 
ated on  both  Sides  of  the  railroad, 
colored  people  own  about  loriy-ihree 
square  miles,  including  about  3J,U0«  acres 
of  land,  which  represents  some  of  the 
best   soil   in   tlie  South.  . 

The  chief  pursuit  of  the  people  is  agri- 
culture The  latest  improved  farnimg 
Implements,  labor-saving  machines  and 
road-building  machinery   arc   used. 

The  size  of  the  farms  ranges  from 
40  to  ItiO  acres.  Nearly  every  one  either 
owns  a  farm  or  is  buying  one  on  linie. 
It  is  a  rare  thing  for  anyone  to  fail  in 
paying  f.>r  the  farm  contracted  for. 

The  staple  crop,  of  course.  Is  cotton. 
About  5.1"")  bales  Wt  re  raised  In  Mound 
Bayou  community  in  1W»3. 

The  One-room  log  cabins  have  gradu- 
ally disappeared,  and  in  their  place;-; 
either  cabins  of  three  or  four  rooms  or 
finely  appointed  modern  frame  houses 
have  iMjen  built.

crease  the  taxes  of  the  mills  and  ele- 
vators, these  will  ask  that  the  taxes  of 
almost  every  merchant  along  Tower 
avenue,  Superior's  principal  business 
street,  be  materially  raised. 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  elevators  are 
assessed  about  60  per  cent  of  the  amount 
of  insurance  they  carry  and  the  attor- 
neys will  seek  to  show  that  some  of 
the  Tower  avenue  retail  establish- 
ments are  as.sossed  10  or  15  per  cent  of 
the  amount  of  Insurance  they  carry. 

The  assessed  valuation  on  one  ele- 
vator in  Superior  is  $150,000  and  the 
amount  of  insurance  carried  on  the 
structure  Is  something  like  $250,000.  But 
it  is  said  that  a  certain  Tower  ave- 
nue merchant's  stock  is  taxed  for  $1S,000, 
while  the  merchant  carrie*  $97,000  insur- 
ance. 

"Now  that  we  have  been  unjustly 
hauled  over  the  coals,"  said  Attorney 
Murphy,  for  the  grain  interests,  at 
the  hearing  yesterday  afternoon,  "we 
ask  the  board  to  summon  this  list  of 
Superior  business  men  and  nave  them 
tell  the  true  value  of  their  merchandise, 
stocks  and  other  properties. 

"We  want  to  be  fair.  Our  business  has 
been  probed  from  top  to  bottom  and  I 
believe  that  everything  has  been  satis- 
factorily explained.  We  have  reason  to 
believe  that  a  number  of  merchants  and 
others  are  carrying  thousands  of  dol- 
lars' worth  of  stock  that  is  not  as- 
sessed. We  will  furnish  the  witnesses 
and  pay  their  fees." 

The  board  is  considering  this  propo- 
sition today  and  will  probably  decide 
before  night  whether  the  valuations  are 
to   be   raised   or  not.

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THE   ARMY  CANTEEN. 

The  army  canteen  will  be  an  issue  in  congress  again 
this  winter,  Senator  Proctor  of  Vermont  having  an- 
nounced his  intention  of  introducing  a  bill  in  congress 
to  restore  the  canteen  to  army  posts. 

Granting  freely  and  without  reserve  that  the  inten- 
tions of  those  opposed  to  the  army  canteen  are  the 
best,  it  is  submitted  that  they  are  grievously  mistaken, 
and  that  the  move  which  they  meant  for  the  moral  and 
spiritual — but  not  spirituous — uplifting  of  the  rank  and 
file  of  the  army  has  resulted  in  its  deterioration  to  a 
marked  degree. 

It  is  safe  to  take  the  word  of  the  officers  of  the  army 
on  this  point.  When  they  argue  in  favor  of  the  army 
canteen  they  are  not  doing  so  because  they  have  a 
fiendish  desire  to  ruin  their  men  by  giving  them  liquor 
to  drink.  They  could  not  possibly  have  any  such  interest 
in  the  controversy  as  that,  and  it  is  difficult  to  see  where

If  the  efforts  now  being  devoted  by  certain  interests 
in  Superior  to  underhanded  attacks  upon  the  Duluth 
board  of  trade  and  Minnesota  grain  inspection  could  be 
diverted  into  honest  and  useful  channels,  there  might  be 
some    prospect    of    a    resuscitation    of    the    city    across 

the  bay. 

The  Herald  has  not  taken  an  active  part  in  the  fight 
now  being  made  by  Superior  to  make  its  foolish  gram 
inspection  law  work  when  nobody  wants  it,  because  it 
has  been  a  one-sided  fight,  but  it  cannot  resist  calling 
attenti-m  briefly  to  the  methods  being  employed.  It 
does  not  blame  the  city  of  Superior  or  its  people  for 
these  things;  but  it  does  blame  them  for  permittitig  a 
few  unscrupulous  individuals  who  have  forfeited  all 
right  to  confidence  and  esteem  to  drag  them  into  the 
positicm  they  now  occupy,  of  being  a  party  to  the 
cowardly  and  underhanded  campaign  that  has  been 
waged  against  the  Duluth  board  of  trade  and  the  Minne- 
sota system  of  inspection. 

In  the  first  place,  there  never  was  any  demand  for 
Wisconsin  inspection,  nor  is  there  any  now.  This  is 
shown  by  the  fact  that  no  shippers  of  grain  are  askin.i^ 
for  Wisconsin  inspection  today,  and  no  cars  are  being 
inspec,ted  except  the  few  that  the  Superior  inspectori5 
are  able  to  capttire  by  main  force.  But  Duluth  had  a 
live  b6*rd  of  trade  and  Superior  had  none.  The  parties 
who  fought  to  build  up  a  board  of  trade  in  Superior 
would;  have  been  deserving  of  assistance  and  encourage- 
ment had  they  sought  to  do  this  in  a  legitimate  manner, 
but  instead  they  began  a  campaign  of  sending  out  to 
North  Dakota  farmers  letters  making  vague,  unsubstan- 
tiated charges,  with  the  idea  of  creating  an  atmosphere 
among  the  farmers  of  that  state  hostile  to  Minnesota 
inspection  and  to  the  Duluth  board  of  trade.  Then  the 
passage  of  a  Wisconsin  inspection  law  was  procured, 
with  considerable  difficulty  and  after  a  failure  or  two, 
and  the  ,same  parties  went  to  work. 

With  the  methods  that  have  been  employed  the  publi  ♦ 
has  been  made  familiar  through  the  local  columns  of 
The  Herald.  The  descent  to  violence  and  even  to  day- 
light burglary  in  getting  at  wheat  to  "inspect"  was  not 
surprising  or  inconsistent  with  the  previous  campaign. 

Yesterday's  Superior  Telegram  contained  a  series  of 
vague  editorial  charges,  covert  hints  and  insinuations  of 
corruption  and  evils  that  are  not  given  a  name,  place  or 
date.  Such  methods  are  neither  brave  nor  manly,  nor 
can  they  be  effective.  Insinuations  are  not  charges,  and 
such  a  course  can  only  be  traced  to  bitterness  at  the 
failure  of  an  effort  that  was  doomed  to  failure  from  the

On  one  hand  are  the  reform.ers  who  oppose  the  army 
canteen  and  who  have  been  successful  in  destroying  it. 
They  believe  that  it  should  not  exist  because  it  places 
the  government  in  the  position  of  running  saloons  that 
corrupt  and  ruin  its  soldiers. 

On  the  other  hand  are  the  army  officers,  practically 
all  of  them,  who  favor  the  canteen  because  they  believe 
that  if  a  soldier  wants  to  drink  he  is  going  to  do  it,  and 
that  it  is  better  to  let  him  do  it  under  suitable  regulations 
and  restraints  than  to  let  him  patronize  the  horrible 
grogshops  and  low  dives  that  have  replaced  the  canteen 
since  its  abolishment. 

It  is  fair  to  assume  that  both  sides  are  actuated  solely 
by  a  desire  to  do  the  best  thing  for  the  soldiers.  It  is 
fair,  too,  to  assume  that  each  side  is  honest  in  its  belief. 
The  question  should  be  decided,  therefore,  by  considering 
the  logic  of  each  claim  and  the  question  of  which  side 
is  best  qualified,  by  position  and  e.xperience,  to  secure 
the  proper  view. 

On  both  counts  the  weight  is  overwhelmingly  with 
the  officers  of  the  army,  who  come  in  close  contact  with 
the  situation  and  who  are,  therefore,  in  the  best  position 
to  judge  the  results.  The  canteen  leads  to  little  or  no 
diunkenness,  being  conducted  under  restrictions  that  pre- 
vent it.  The  patronizing  of  the  low  dens  of  vice  that 
flock  as  near  as  may  be  to  each  army  post  has  led  to 
results  that  show  for  themselves.  There  is  more  drunk- 
enness, because  the  drinking  is  done  beyond  the  reach  of 
wholesome  regulation,  and  because  the  liquor  sold  in 
these  haunts  is  of  the  vilest  sort;  the  sort  that  makes 
demons  out  of  men  and  leads  to  violence  and  crime. 
Gen.  Chaffee  has  put  the  case  in  this  way: 

If  it  were  a  question  of  the  absolute  stoppage  of 
drinking  In  the  army  that  would  be  one  thing.  But 
It  Is  not  that.  That  Is  impossible.  It  is  a  question 
of  whether  or  not  It  is  better  to  have  the  sale  of 
beer  to  the  soldiers  controlled  by  the  officers  who 
are  responsible  for  the  discipline  of  the  array  or  not 
controlled  at  all. 
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MUNICIPAL  BUSINESS. 

The  tendency  of  municipal  politics  today  is  shown  by 
the  salutatory  of  a  newspaper  which  has  just  been  started 
ia  Auburn,  N.  Y.  It  declares  that  "city  affairs  are 
business,  not  politics,"  and  says  that  in  municipal  cam- 
paigns it  will  not  ask  "Is  this  man  a  Republican  or  is 
this  man  a  Democrat?"  but  rather  "Is  this  man  honest 
and  reliable— will  he  be  likely  to  make  an  efficient  public 
servant?  Will  his  election  conduce  to  the  good  govern- 
ment and  progress  of  the  city?" 

In  the  presence  of  such  a  spirit  as  this  the  kingdom 
of  graft  cannot  stand  for  a  moment.  Built  up  in  the 
shadow  of  fierce  and  aggressive  partisanship,  corrupt 
rings  and  other  fungi  growths  on  the  body  politic  cannot 
survive  the  fierce  blaze  of  the  enlightened  spirit  of  inde-

ROMANCE  AND  SAFETY. 

The  Brooklyn  Eagle  rather  mournfully  bewails  the 
disappearance  of  the  spirit  of  adventure  attending  ocean 
trips,  tJe  great  improvements  in  the  big  passenger  vessels 
having  Vractically  robbed  the  Atlantic  trip  of  all  danger 

and  discomfort. 

However,  most  people  will  be  content  to  let  it  go  as 
it  is.  If  they  wish  to  experience  the  thrill  of  danger  in 
the  lives  of  those  who  go  down  to  the  sea  in  ships,  there 
are  always  Dana.  Clark  Russell,  Capt.  Maryatt.  Frank 
Bullen  and  others  whose  stories  are  full  of  it.  They  can 
sit  down  in  a  cozy  room  by  a  cozy  fire  in  a  cozy  chair 
any  rainy  afternoon  and  indulge  themselves  in  such 
thrills  to  their  hearts'  content.  But  when  they  really  take 
an  ocean  voyage  in  person,  instead  of  projecting  their 
inner  selves  on  one  with  a  master  spinner  of  sea  yarns, 
they  want  comfort  and  safety,  and  as  a  rule  they  cannot 
get  too  much  of  it. 

The  new  steamer  Amerika  of  the  Hamburg-American 
line  is  the  apex  of  attainment  in  the  building  and  equip- 
ment oj  ships.  Winds  scarcely  affect  her,  and  seasick- 
ness is  almost  unknown.  If  onne  insists  on  being  seasick, 
however,  there  are  doctors  and  trained  nurses.  Also, 
there  are  barrooms,  restaurants,  Turkish  baths,  electric 
baths,  massage,  barber  shops,  gymnasia,  card  rooms, 
orchestras,  elevators,  flower  shops,  music  rooms,  fir-: 
places,  telephones,  cozy  corners,  and  a  host  of  other 
luxuries  any  one  of  which  would  have  caused  C.  Colum- 
bus, the  first  voyager  between  these  shores,  to  open 
wide    his    far-seeing   eyes   and    exclaim   that    it    must   be 

magic. 

As  to  safety,  the  proud  boast  of  the  Cunard  line  was 
that  it  had  never  lost  a  passenger  until  a  few  days  ago 
■when  a  gigantic  wave  swept  five  steerage  passengers  off 
the  deck  of  one  of  its  ships.  Accidents  are  very  rare 
with  any  of  these  lines,  and  the  lives  of  the  sailors  who 
*■  sail  them  are  very  different  from  those  of  the  mariners  of 
the  days  of  story,  who  could  always  count  on  a  ship- 
wreck or  two  in  ttheir  e.xpericnces,  whereas  these  modern 
mariners  sometimes  sail  a  lifetime  without  coming  any- 
where near  a  shipwreck. 

However;  if  people  that  feel  the  way  the  Eagle  does 
about  it  wish  romance  and  a  spice  of  danger  in  their 
voyages,  they  can  probably  still  ship  in  a  waterlogged 
old  tramp  vessel  that  is  pretty  certain  to  have  trouble 
somewhere  along  the  route,  and  on  which  their  chances 
of  a  Clark  Russell  shipwreck  are  excellent.

Before  the  center  pier  can  be  put  In 
and  the  concrete  work  on  all  the  piers 
started,  the  contractors  will  have  to 
finish  their  falsework  across  the  river, 
so  that  the  workmen  can  get  back  and 
forth  with  materials.  This  work  is 
expected  to  be  completed  by  the  last 
of    the    present    week. 

So  far  as  known,  the  concrete  work 
will  be  started  sometime  next  week.  It 
Is  not  expected  to  take  a  very  long 
time  in  completion.  Commissioner 
Kauppi,  in  whose  district  the  bridge  Is 
being  constructed  and  out  of  whose 
road  district  funds  comes  the  money 
to  pay  for  the  structure,  will  remain  at 
the  scene  of  operations  as  his  own  in- 
spector. The  idea  of  an  inspector  was 
broached  at  the  last  meeting  of  the 
county  board.  It  being  the  expressed 
sentiments  of  the  contractors  that  they 
would  prefer  to  have  an  inspector  on 
the  ground  to  look  after  the  interests 
of  the  board  and  the  county,  and  to  do 
away  with  any  possibility  of  a  dis- 
pute after  the  bridge  has  been  com- 
pleted and  the  time  comes  for  "settling 
up." 

It  had  been  expected  that  the  bridge 
would  be  completed  early  this  fall,  as 
it  is  very  much  needed  by  the  Flood- 
wood  people  and  farmers,  who  will  be 
given  an  outlet  from  their  places  to 
the  town  and  the  railroad.  The  move-  I 
ment  toward  a  bridge  was  a  very  popu- 
l.ir  one,  the  sites  on  both  sides  of  the 
river  being  donated  and  a  portion  of 
the  expense  of  the  bridge  being  raised 
by  popular  subscription  at  Floodwood 
and  that  vicinity.  The  bridge,  when 
completed,  will  be  one  of  the  largest 
structures  of  Its  kind  that  has  been 
built   by  St.   Louis  county.

TRAILS  FOR 

THE  FOREST 

Many  Miles  to  Be  Built 

on    Government 

Reserves. 

Washington,  Oct.  27.— During  the 
coming  winter  and  spring  many  miles 
of  trails  will  be  built  in  the  govern- 
ment forest  reserves.  One  of  the  chief 
cares  of  the  forest  service  in  the  man- 
agement of  the  reserves  is  to  protect 
them  against  fire.  A  statement  issued 
by  the  forestry  service  today  says   : 

"The  trails  will  afford  a  means  of 
reaching  all  parts  of  the  forest  reserves 
on  horseback  and  the  fire  lines  will 
form  vantage  points  from  which  the 
fire  may  be  attacked,  or  against  which 
it  may  be  directed  and  there  con- 
trolled. 

"There  are  already  many  miles  of 
trails  in  the  various  reserves,  but  most 
of  them  are  rough,  in  poor  condition, 
or  not  passable  for  horses.  The  trails 
to  be  built  will  be  carefully  planned  and 
constructed  with  an  easy  grade.  This 
does  not  involve  much  expense,  for  in 
many  situations  a  perfectly  good  trail 
can  be  built  for  $20  a  mile  and  many 
miles  will  cost  less  than  $5.  The  work 
will  be  directed  by  the  regular  forest 
officials  and  the  rangers  themselves 
will  perform  most  of  the  labor.  There 
is  no  question  but  that  the.se  trails 
will  prove  of  inestimable  value  in  pro- 
tecting the  forest  re.«ierves.  Many  of 
thorn  will  also  be  worth  as  much  more 
in  making  regions  accessible  to  hunt- 
ers and  prospectors,  which  are  now  al- 
most entirely  beyond  reach." 

INSECTIVOROUS  AnTmAL 

Wonderfully  Adapted  to  Destruction  of 
Cotton  Boll  Weevil. 

Washington,  Oct.  27. — Announcing 
the  results  of  recent  investigations  of 
the  future  of  the  cotton-protecting 
Ktlep  of  Guatemala,  a  report  now  be- 
ing issued  from  the  department  of 
agriculture  eleclares  Kelep  to  be  "won- 
derfully adapted  to  the  destruction  of 
the  cotton  boll  weevil,"  and  portrays 
its  possibilities  in  checking  pest  rav- 
ages. "It  i.s,"  the  report  says,  "a  new 
and  efficient  insectivorous  animal  in  all 
probability,  capable  of  use  for  protec- 
tion of  cotton  and  other  crops  in  many 
tropical  and  sub-tropical  regions, 
whatever  may  be  the  ultimate  results 
of  the  present  effort  to  naturalize  it  in 
Texas." 

The  report  says:  "It  is  still  impos- 
sible to  predict  the  fate,  in  a  new 
country,  of  an  insect  which  has  so  re- 
cently become  an  object  of  scientiflc 
study,  but  It  seems  certain  that  the 
social  organization  of  the  species  does 
not  disqualify  it  for  a  future  of  agri- 
cultural  utility." 


KING  EDWARD  HAS 
GIVENJIJP  RACES 

Week  So  Strenuous  Even 

Roosevelt  Would  Call 

it  Busy. 

London,  Oct.  27.- King  Edward  has 
played  a  star  roU  with  tremendous 
success  during  the  past  week  in  Lon- 
don, and  his  persor  ality  has  dominat- 
ed   all    the   events    that   Interested    his 

subjects. 

When  the  dean  ar.d  chapter  of  West- 
minster were  wavering.  In  spite  of  a 
strong  national  sentiment,  about 
granting  Irving's  remains  the  honor  of 
sepulture  in  the  Abbey,  the  king  sent 
Lord  Knolleys  with  a  message  at  the 
critical  moment  that  decided  the  ques- 
tion. 

The  London  cour  ty  council,  decried 
and  thwarted  In  all  its  progressive  un- 
dertakings by  the  powerful  reactionary 
element,  has  been  entertaining  a  party 
of  municipal  coun  ?illors  of  Paris  in 
furtherance  of  the  Icing's  policy  of  cor- 
diality. 

The  king  prominently  identified  him- 
self with  the  he  spitalities  to  the 
French  visitors,  ar  d  has  shown  them 
many  tactful  courtesies  and  thrown  his 
patronage  over  all  the  celebrations  in 
the  kindlle.st  and  at  the  same  lime  in 
the  cleverest  manner. 

For    the    fir.st    tin  e   in    London's   his- 


tory the  lord  mayor  and  city  corpora- 
tion have  taken  a  back  scat  on  a  mu- 
nicipal occasion  of  international  im- 
portance. 

Last  week  also  he  opened  London's 
finest  new  thoroughfare  from  Holborn 
to  Strand,  named  in  his  honor  King's 
Way.     It  cost  $10,000. 

Tliis  work,  of  the  highest  value  and 
ne'cessity  to  London's  traflfic,  was  car- 
ried out  by  the  county  council  in  the 
face  of  hostilities  from  every  local  body 
in  the  metropolis,  whose  representa- 
tives, however,  struggled  desperately 
for  invitations  to  the  opening  cere- 
mony when  the  king  consented  to  per- 
form   It. 

Incidentally  disregarding  precedent, 
he  received  an  address  from  the  East 
end,  demanding  relief  for  the  distress 
arising  from  want  of  employment  and 
sympathetically  replied  that  he  would 
commend  the  appeal  to  his  ministers. 

Having  thus  discharged  his  public 
duties,  he  then  absorbed  attention  as 
a  fond  father  and  family  man  in  con- 
nection with  the  departure  of  the 
prince  and  princess  of  Wales  for  In- 
dia. 

He  presided  at  a  family  dinner  the 
night  before  they  went  away,  and  the 
next  morning  bade  them  an  afCecting 
farewell  at  Victoria  station. 

Meanwhile,  all  his  set  were  enjoying 
themselves  at  Newmarket,  where  the 
most  attractive  week's  racing  of  the 
whole  season  was  proceeding,  and  that 
great  classic  race,  the  Czarevitch 
stakes,  was  decided,  for  the  first  time 
in  thirty-five  years,  in  his  absence,  al- 
though his  passion  for  the  turf  now. 
transcends  all  others. 

So  the  extent  of  this  sacrifice  to  duty 
was  universally  appreciated.

He  attended  business  col- 
lege at  Manitowoc  and  ona  day  his 
lather,  Julius  Kabat,  visited  that  city 
and  reported  the  loss  of  $2,000  in  gold, 
which  he  kept  buried  in  an  old  kettle 
in  his  cellar.  It  was  state  fair  week, 
and  instead  of  finding  Wenzel  at  school, 
as  he  expected,  the  father  ascertained 
that  the  youth  was  in  Milwaukee  seeing 
the  sights.  When  the  boy  returned 
home  the  father  told  the  authorities  to 
cease  inquiring  into  the  robbery  mat- 
ter, and  it  has  been  generally  believed 
that  young  Kabat  converted  the  great- 
er share  of  the  missing  money  to  his 
own  use,  because  it  was  learned  that 
the  ticket  which  he  purchased  for  pas- 
sage for  Milwaukee  was  paid  in  gold.

It  appears  that  Kabat 
claimed  to  have  perfected  a  patent  on 
a  new  kind  of  cheese  vat,  but  claimed 
that  he  could  not  successfully  dispose 
of  the  vats  because  the  farmers  knew 
him  too  intimately.

Strong  Interests  Take  a 

Decided  Stand  on  Ore 

Prices. 

Cleveland.  Oct.  27.— The  Iron  Trade  Re- 
view says:  Representatives  of  two  of 
the  largest  ore  interests  in  this  city  have 
expressed  themselves  as  decidedly  op- 
posed to  advancing  the  price  of  ore  for 
VAni  more  than  25  cents  per  ton.  They 
say  that  the  fact  thai  coke  is  already 
bt-ing  quoted  at  prices  which  many  buy- 
ers consider  unreasonable  does  not  justify 
tl>o  on;  interests  in  tailing  similar  action, 
but  tliat,  on  the  contrary,  there  is  grave 
danet-r  that  if  ore  were  to  be  advanced 
bo  cents  or  mure,  as  some  interests  have 
proposed,  the  result  would  be  disastrous, 
brcaiise  such  action  would  force  the  price 
of  piif  iron  to  a  point  which  would  be 
eortuin  to  check  consumnlion  and  greatly 
mar  the  prosperity  which  might  other- 
wise continue  indetlnltely.  The  Interests 
which  have  taken  a  decided  stand  on 
this  question  are  generally  ranked 
among  the  producers,  but  both  also  have 
connections  with  manufacturing,  and  feel 
that  they  are  in  a  position  to  consider 
the  subject  from  the  standpoint  of  the 
maker  of  pig  iron,  as  well  as  from  that 
of  the  miner  and  seller  of  ore.  Present 
indications  are  that  this  conservative  In- 
lluence  will  prevail.  The  experience  of 
lixH)  is  recalled  to  show  the  imjiortance 
of  quoting  conservatively  at  this  time. 
In  ISsifSJ  ore  was  selling  on  a  basis  of 
J2.&5  per  ton  for  old  range  Bessemer,  but 
on  account  of  the  rapid  advance  of 
prices  of  finished  products  during  that 
year,  ore  priKlucers  felt  that  they  were 
entitled  to  hislier  prices,  and  the  base 
price  for  l9'Xt  was  fixed  at  $5.50.  The  re- 
sult 'vaa  disastrous,  as  many  who  bought 
w.Tc  u;:ablo  to  take  the  ore,  and  tlie  ore 
t^illtrs  wi.-r«  in  as  unhappy  a  condition  in 
I'.'jo  as  in  the  previous  year.

PRESIDENT'S  TOUR 
ALARMS  LEADERS 

Men  "Mentioned"  Worry 

Lest  Roosevelt  BeForced 

to  Run. 

Washington,  Oct.  27.— President  Roose- 
velt's triumphlal  tour  through  the  South 
has  greatly  excited  friends  of  all  the  men 
who  have  been  "mentioned"  for  the  pres- 
idential nomination  in  1908.  They  seem 
to  be  genuinely  alarmed  lest  there  shoula 
be  a  great  popular  uprising  and  the  nom- 
ination again  thrust  upon  President 
Roosevelt  in  spite  of  the  declaration  he 
made  last  November,  when  he  received 
news  of  his  election,  that  under  no  cir- 
cumstances would  he  seek  or  accept  an- 
other term  of  office. 

People  who  kaow  the  intensity  and 
straiglitforwardness  of  the  president's 
character  do  not  believe  for  an  instant 
he  would  think  of  violating  the  pledge 
he  gave  to  the  people  at  such  a  time. 
His  declaration  was  entirely  voluntary 
and  was  couched  In  such  words  as  to 
let  everyone  know  that  the  president  was 
personally  opposed  to  the  third  term 
principle,  and  he  considered  the  years  he 
served  after  the  daath  of  President  Mc- 
Kinley  as  being  really  his  first  term  of 
office. 

But  all  this  Information  as  to  the 
president's  characteristics  does  not  satis- 
fj'  the  henciimon  of  other  candidates  and 
they  are  really  afraid  there  will  be  a 
realingment  of  parties  in  the  country  and 
•  hat  conser\'ative  Democrats  will  unite 
with  conservative  Republicans  with 
Roosevelt  as  the  natural  compromise 
candidate  between  these  two  elements, 
leaving  some  one  like  Bryan  to  gather  to 
himself  all  fragrnientury  municipal  owner- 
ship cranks,  single-taxers.

The  speaker  out- 
lined the  career  of  a  certain  young 
man  of  Missouri,  who  had  done  hia  duty 
and  won  a  governorship.

Two  Men.

William  Deuparo,  the  brakeman,  also  fell 
with  the  car  but  escaped  with  a  skinned 
shin.

He  was  dropping 
a  car  of  cedar  on  a  gravity  track  from 
the  mill,  the  track  in  question  passing  di- 
rectly under  the  trestle  where  the  acci- 
dent occurred.  He  heard  the  crash  and 
managed  to  stop  his  car  within  a  length 
of  where   tlie  ore  car  fell.

stories  of  a  Famous  Artist  at  the  Shell 
Game. 

"Soapy"  Smith  was  one  of  the  pioneer 
sports  of  Creede,  Colo,,  in  1832,  and  the 
way  he  worked  the  game  in  that  noted 
silver  camp  is  told  by  Cy  Warman. 
editor,  historian  and  poet  of  Crede,  says 
the  Omaha  Bee.     Listen  to  Cy's  tale: 

With  a  press  franchise,  a  force  of 
printers,  a  lead  pencil  and  a.  power 
press,  the  writer  had  gone  to  the  boom- 
ing camp  to  establish  a  morning  paper, 
with  a  telegraph  service.  In  a  town  that 
had  been  in  existence  but  three  short 
moons  and  was  not  yet  definitely  loca- 
ted on  tho  maps. 

It  was  March.  1892,  and  that  means 
midwinter  in  the  mountains,  8,000  or  10,- 
000  feet  above  tidewater.  The  snow  was 
blustering  down  Windy  Gulch  and 
flecking  the  felt  hats  that  covered  the 
heads  of  the  motly  multitude  that  was 
buying  lots  from  the  state  land  board 
that  had  come  up  from  Denver  to  sell 
the  school  lands  upon  which  the  town 
had  been  built.  Lots  sold  at  auction 
for  $100,  $1,000  and  even  $5,000.  that  had 
been  worth  nothing  the  year  before, 
and  were  worth  little  more  than  noth- 
ing a  year  after  tho  sale. 

The  water  washing  down  the  dumps 
was  bad,  the  whisky  was  worse  and 
many  men  were  sick. 

Having  secured  a  lot  by  the  side  or 
the  little  river  that  runs  through  the 
camp,  the  first  payment  upon  which 
was  $100,  we  turned,  tired,  cold,  home- 
sick and  hungry,  to  walk  away.

Lo^  Cabin'His  Birthplace,  Now  Home  of 
Negro  Family. 

How  few  Pennsylvanians  ever  stop  to 
reflect  that  the  Keystone  Slate  has  given 
birth  to  but  one  president  of  the  United 
States— James  Buchanan,  says  the  Mer- 
cerburg  correspondent  of  the  Philadelphia 
Record.  Franklin  county  claims  the  dis- 
tinction of  l:>eing  the  birthplace  of  thi.s 
notable  executive.  He  was  born  In  a 
feorge  in  the  mountains  just  off  the  turn- 
uike  which  lead.s  from  Mercersburg  to 
McConnellsburg  on  April  Ti,  1791 

The  liouse  in  which  he  first  saw  the 
light  of  day  (considering  that  there  were 
but  two  tiny  windows  to  admit  tlie  light, 
the  expression  seems  rather  paradoyica!) 
was  a  little  log  cabin.  In  late  years  this 
cabin  has  been  removed  to  Mercersburg 
uliere  It  still  stands.  In  Fayette  street, 
and  is  now  occupied  by  a  colored   family. 

Think  of  the  policies  for  which  Buchan- 
an stood  touching  the  negro  race,  add  the 
lact  that  negroes  now  live  in  the  edifice 
of  that  president's  nativity,  and  surely 
you  have  the  irony  of  fate  in  one  of  its 
rnost  startling  twentieth  centur>'  exempli- 
fications! 

A  ftw  of  the  foundation  stones  are  left 


to  mark  the  place  where  the  Buchanan 
cabin  stood  in  the  mountains,  but  most 
of  th*>m  have  been  used  for  the  founda- 
tion of  a  schoolhou^  itcarby.  At  th-^ 
time  of  his  birth  the  turnpike  had  not 
been  made,  but  there  are  still  traces  of  a 
packers  path  which  ran  on  one  side  of 
the  house,  and  of  a  wagon  road  on  the 
other  side.  Stony  Batter,  as  his  birth- 
place is  called,  was  one  of  the  few  places 
in  those  days  where  farmers  from  the 
western  counties  came  with  pack  horses 
laden  T*-ith  the  products  of  their  land< 
which  thev  exchanged  for  the  necessaries 
of  life  brought  there  from  the  city  of 
Baltimore.  Near  where  the  cabin  stood 
llowB  a  little  stream  called  Trout  Run. 
and  all  around  the  mounutain  peaks 
lower  aloft  iu  surpassing  grandeur  and 
sublimity. 

The.se  mountains  were,  and  are  even 
at  the  present  time.  Infested  with  bears, 
panthers  and  wildcats,  and  there  is  a 
tradition  that  the  solicitous  mother  of 
Bucbanan  was  wont  to  tie  around  little 
Jimmy's  neck  a  bell  so  that  she  mi;;ht 
know  in  the  midst  of  her  household  cares 
that   her  boy   was  safe. 

In  the  vear  of  1796  Mr.  Buchanan  re- 
moved with  his  family  to  the  village  of 
Mercersburg,  where  he  sought  a  wider 
field  for  his  business  career- that  of  a 
country  merchant.  At  this  time  young 
James  was  about  5  years  of  age,  and  here 
he  attended  school  and  was  instructed  in

There  are  many  reminders  of  the  Bu- 
chanans in  the  town.  Here  is  the  old 
Buchanan  house,  on  Mai  street,  now  used 
as  a  hotel,  and  so  changed  from  its  or- 
iginal state  that  it  would  not  be  recog- 
nized. Just  opposite  Is  the  Lane  house, 
wliere  Harriett  Lsme  Johnson,  Buchanan's 
beautnful  and  accomplished  niece,  who 
afterward  presided  at  the  White  House, 
was  bom  and  lived.  One  of  the  oldest 
men  in  the  town  well  remember.s  having 
played  with  her  when  they  were  chil- 
dren together. 

Here  on  West  Seminary  street  the  spire 
of  the  Presbyterian  church  is  stenciled 
against  the  background  of  mountains.  At 
tills  church,  which  is  one  ot  the  oldest  in 
tiie  valley,  the  Buchanans,  the  Irwins,  the 
maternal  ancestors  of  Benjamin  Harrison, 
Governor  Pindluy  and  many  others  who 
In  later  years  rose  to  eminence,  attended 
services. 


COAL  JEWELRY. 

Japs  Make  Ornaments  of  Coal  With  Y:ry 
Crude  Machinery. 

The  queerest  jewelry  I  ever  saw  is 
In  Japan,  which  country  I  had  occa.s- 
ion  to  visit  last  year,  says  the  Jew- 
elers' Weekly.  One  day  1  was  offered  a 
chaiice  to  purchase  a  cane  of  hardwood, 
neatly  polished  and  finished^  with  the 
top  portion  set  off  with  some  black 
glistening  gems.  I  examined  the 
glossy  black  specimens  and  discovered 
them  to  be  coal.  But  the  finishing  ef- 
fect and  the  general  design  piesentel 
a  beautiful  appearance,  and  I  bought 
the  cane. 

After  that  I  looked  abouf  for  some  of 
the  shops  in  Nagasaki  where  the  thrif- 
ty Japanese  jewelers  produce  orna- 
rents  from  the  coal  heaps  of  the 
wharves.  It  appears  that  it  is  a  prac- 
tice of  the  Japanese  coal  workers  to 
save  out  certain  samples  of  the  coal 
which  are  suitable  to  dispose  of  to  the 
metal  workers.  In  the  course  of  the 
day  two  or  three  pieces  of  hard,  brit- 
tle, glossy  black,  coal  are  selected. 

The  agent  of  the  jeweler  appears 
on  the  scene  on  his  regular  trip,  and 
for  a  few  pennies  buys  up  the  chosen 
portions.  These  pieces  of  coal  are 
bundled  together  in  a  sack  and  taken 
to  the  shops  of  the  "black  diamond" 
workers,  so  called.  This  is  the  term 
applied  by  the  American  tourist  to  the 
busy  little  Japanese  workers  in  metals 
and  coals.  Of  course,  the  jewelry  thus 
made   is  exceedingly   inexpensive. 

The  Japanese  metal  worker  does  not 
expect  to  make  more  than  half  a  dol- 
lar a  day.  He  usually  makes  cane 
heads,  umbrella  heads,  artistic  cork- 
screws, neck  gems,  rings,  chains  and 
trinkets  in  general  for  the  public.  Of- 
ten these  are  made  at  his  home  in  his 
little  shop.  Then,  again,  I  found  sev- 
eral of  the  workmen  engaged  together, 
with  a  boss  to  direct  them.  It  is  cus- 
tomary for  one  or  more  members  of 
tlie  working  party  to  solicit  custom  fre- 
Quently.  In  fact,  some  one  is  out  all 
the  time  with  samples. 

The  proce.«s  of  attaching  the  coal 
bits  to  the  article  is  not  difficult  ^as 
practiced  by  the  Japanese.  There  is'  a 
base  made  by  grinding  and  gouging:, 
and  this  base  is  furnished  with  a  sur- 
acing  of  cement  stuff  bearing  the  prop- 
erties of  the  elasticity  of  rubber.  Into 
this  rubber-cement  composition  the 
particles  of  coal  are  pressed  and  the 
composition  is  allowed  to  harden.  When 
hard,  a  perfect  grip  is  obtained  on  the 
coal,  and  the  pieces  will  not  work  loose. 

One  workman  devoted  his  spare  time 
for  weeks  In  modeling  about  ten  Inches 
of  links.  A  tourist  purchased  it  for  $2. 
The  links  ■were  made  on  the  plan  of  a 
chain  from  a  solid  stick  of  wood.  These 
black  links  were  giv^en  a  good  poli.sh 
by  being  dipped  in  some  native  polish- 
ing solution  for  a  coating,  causing  the 
chain  to  shine  brilliantly. 

The  natives  do  a  great  deal  of  grind- 
ing and  rubbing  when  finishing  the  coal 
Jewels.  The  more  friction  applied  the 
richer  is  the  gloss.  One  may  find  sev- 
eral patterns  of  emery  wheels,  buffing 
wheels  and  other  types  of  wheels  in 
use.  The  workmen  of  this  country  are 
not  nearly  as  up  to  date  with  their  me- 
chanical devices  as  are  the  soldiers  at 
the  front  with  their  modern  equipments 
of  war. 

I  found  many  jewelers  and  other  ar- 
tisans employed  with  the  crude  appar- 
atus used  generations  ago.  The  artisan 
calculates  to  have  a  boy  or  two  about 
the  place  to  turn  the  cranks  for  grind- 
ing and  polishing  wheels.  Now  and 
then  I  saw  foot-power  used.  Occas- 
ionally I  discovered  that  an  engine  or 
electric  motor  had  been  installed  and 
power  secured  from  these  so'jrces,  but 
the  great  bulk  of  this  kind  of  work  la 
done  by  manual  exertion.

Reval.  Russia,  Oct.  28.— While  the 
city  was  in  darkness  last  night  rioters 
sacked  the  stores  and  later  marching 
crowds  set  fire  to  the  spirit  shops,  the- 
ater and  other  buildings.  Barricades 
were  thrown  up  in  various  sections. 
Buildings  were  stiil  in  flames  this  mcM-n- 
ing.     Troops  are  now  arriving  here. 

THOUSANDS^F  TROOPS 

Collected  at  Warsaw  To  Be  In  Readiness 
For  Riots. 

Warsaw.  Russia,  Oct.  28.— The  streets 
are  filled  with  patrols.  It  Is  rumored 
that  strikers  are  marching  on  the  city 
from  the  provinces. 

By  order  of  the  governor-general  the 
gates  of  Warsaw  are  closed  at  dark 
and  the  restaurants  close  at  7  In  the 
evening. 

Thirty  thousand  Infantry  and  B.ftOO 
cavalry  with  ninety-eight  guns  have 
been  collected  in  this  city  In  readiness 
to  stifle  any  disturbances. 

The  miliary  at  noon  dispersed  a 
meeting  of  the  employes  of  the  Vienna 
railroad,  who  had  gathered  to  discuss 
the  situation. 

A  battalion  of  engineers  controls  the 
telephone   service. 

The  employes  of  the  suburban  rail- 
roads Joined  the  strikers  this  morning. 

The  revolutionary  leaders  are  report- 
ed to  have  distributed  thousands  of  re- 
volvers to  the  strikers. 

The  only  '^vay  of  leaving  Warsaw  Is 
by  the  steamboats  down  the  Vistula  to 
the  Prussian  frontier.

Business  is  completely  sus- 
pended. .Soldiers  are  everywhere  in 
the  streets  and  bloodshed  on  a  large 
scale  is  feared.  The  government  is 
trying  to  appease  the  Inllamed  populace, 
but  the  revolutionaries  seem  deter- 
mined  to   force   an   armed   conflict. 

The  last  railroad  link  connecting  tho 
capital  with  the  outside  world  was 
broken  last  night  when  the  Finland 
railroad  discontinued  service  between 
St.  Petersburg  and  the  Finnish  bor- 
der, but  communication  by  water  is 
still  open.  Telepraphic  communication 
with  Moscow  is  now  Interrupted.  The 
cable  service  Is  still  operating,  although 
the  postofflce  is  closed  and  the  only 
papers  to  appear  this  morning  were 
the  Official  Messenge.  '  and  the  army 
organs,  which  i>rinter  directions  from 
the  miltary.  The  torr-ier  contained  a 
letter  from  Gen.  Tre;>hoff,  who  Is  in 
command  of  the  St.  Petersburg  garri- 
son and  addressed  to  tJie  provisional 
governors  Instructing  them  to  allow 
public  meetings  for  tiie  di.scussion  of 
political  questions  and  to  interpret  the 
law  liberally  under*  Count  Wltte's  di- 
rection. The  government  realizes  that 
repression  by  arms  In  the  tremendously 
excited  state  of  the  country  would  be 
fatal  and  meetings  are  allowed  as  safe- 
ty valves.  Further  meetings  at  the 
university  here  have  been  prohibited, 
but  three  buildings  have  been  set  aside 
for  meetings  in  St.  Petersburg  and  Gen. 
Trephoff  has  instructed  the  governors 
to  select  buildings  in  all  of  the  Cities. 

Much  alarm  Is  shown  at  some  of  the 
emba.ssles  for  the  safety  of  foreign 
subjects  and  the  situation  is  being 
gravely  dl.scussed.  Beyond  preliminary 
arrangements  for  the  dispatch  of  em- 
bassy malls  by  boat,  however,  no  steps 
have  yet  been  taken. 

Telegraphic  communication  with  the 
interior  is  open,  but  the  dispatches  re- 
ceived are  meager.  ^Communication 
with  some  places  is  enflrely  interrupt- 
ed. 

From  all  over  the  empire  the  story 
is  the  same — work  stopped,  no  news- 
papers printed,  schools  closed  and  the 
business  life  of  the  ceople  suspended. 
The  cry  of  the  ma.s^s  Is  always  the 
same— political  libert*'.  The  military 
everywhere  is  in  possession,  the  in- 
habitants are  terro^r  stricken,  many 
cities  arc  in  darknei  and  at  Reval  a 
mob  began  work  last^Ight.  The  rioters 
sacked  the  shops  ana  this  morning  the 
city  is  on  fire.  Thefth?ater  and  spirit 
shops  are  burning.  jfKharkoff  Is  under 
martial  law. 

The    most    startling    news,    however. 


comes  from  Moscow,  where  all  the  po- 
litical parties  have  Joined  in  a  resolu- 
tion to  set  up  the  provisional  govern- 
ment. Details  are  lacking  and  the  ex- 
act progress  of  this  attempt  at  formal 
insurrection  is  not  known. 

An  independent  investigation  made 
by  the  Asosciated  Press  shows  that  the 
report  that  the  Finnish  railroad  has 
stopped  is  Incorrect.  Trains  left  St. 
Petersburg  this  morning.  The  usual 
telegraphic  communication  with  Mos- 
cow was  severed  at  noon. 

As  the  day  advanced  the  military 
patrols  were  multiplied,  but  no  violence 
was  reported,  the  streets  being  almost 
deserted,  save  for  throngs  of  Idle 
workmen.  Groups  of  agitators  are  en- 
tering all  the  stores  and  banks  which 
are  still  open  in.sisting  on  the  Imme- 
diate closing.  The  authorities  seem  to 
hesitate  to  employ  force. 

The  strikers  evidently  have  some 
funds,  but  whence  they  have  been  de- 
rived is  a  mystery.  According  to  ru- 
mors, the  MO.SCOW  merchants  who  have 
been  supporting  the  constitutionalists 
have  made  large  contributions  to  con- 
tinue under  the  belief  that  the  govern- 
ment will  be  forced  to  surrender. 


Kharkoff.  Oct.  28. — There  was  a 
great  demonstration  at  the  burial  to- 
day of  the  fifteen  victims  of  the  re- 
cent rioting,  but  the  students  and 
workmen  preserved  order.

Forty-three  wounded  Moros  were  taken 
prisoners,  and  many  irms  and  a  large 
quantity  of  ammur  ition  was  cap- 
tured.

Then  came  a  rebuke 
from  Judge  Vinje  on  the  restraining 
order  proposition  and  another  tempoi- 
ary  injunction,  restraining  the  mills 
from  grinding  wheat  uiion  which  the 
Wisconsin  inspection  fees  had  not  been 
paid.  This  was  set  aside  yesterday 
and  now,  determined  to  thrust  their  in- 
spection down  the  throats  of  the  millers 
and  elevator  men  whether  they  want 
It  or  not,  the  commission  has  sought 
the  aid  of  the  railroad  and  warehouse 
commission  and  the  attorney  general 
of  the  state  of  Wisconsin. 

When  he  handed  down  his  decision  in 
the  motion  made  by  the  milling  inter- 
ests' attorneys  to  have  the  temporary 
injunction  set  a.slde  yesterday.  Judge 
Smith  of  the  superior  court,  intimated

Nebraska  City,  Neb.,  Oct.  28.— In  the 
presence  of  5,000  persons  and  with  elabo- 
rate ceremony,  a  statue  of  J.  Sterlins 
Morton,  secretary  of  agriculture  in  the 
last  Cleveland  cabinet  and  founder  of 
Arbor  day,  was  unveiled  at  Morton  park 
this  afternoon.  Principal  of  those  pres- 
ent at  the  ceremony  were  Former  Presi- 
dent Grover  Cleveland,  Vice  President 
Adlal  B.  Steven.son, Governor  Mickey, Hon. 
Hilary  A.  Herbert,  David  R.  Francis  and 
ottnTs  who  assisted  with  Mr.  Morton 
during  his  term  of  office.  Sterline  Mor- 
ton, a  grandson  of  tiie  secretary,  drew 
aside  tlie  curtain,  which  exposed  tlie 
statue  to  view.

John  W.  Steinhart,  chairman  of  the 
executive  committee  of  the  Memorial  Day 
association,  presided  at  the  unveilins 
ceremony  and  introduced  Governor 
Mickey,  who  delivered  the  address  of  wel- 
come. The  principal  address  was  by 
Hon.  Grover  Cleveland,  who  spoke  in  part 
as   follows: 

I  have  not  come  to  the  surviving  fam- 
ily of  J.  Sterling  Morton,  and  to  those 
who  were  his  intimate  friends  and 
neighbors,  for  the  puipose  of  bringing 
from  afar  superfluous  recital  of  liis  vir- 
tues and  mental  endowments.  You  who, 
within  tlie  sacred  precincts  of  his  home, 
knew  the  warmth  of  his  love,  who  (l;iily 
found  cheer  and  delight  in  the  sunlight 
of  his  steady,  constant  friendship,  and 
you,  his  immediate  fellow-citizens,  wlio 
liave  been  stirred  to  admiration  and  at- 
tachment to  his  unselfish  and  effective 
labor  in  behalf  of  those  with  whom  his 
lot  was  cast,  need  no  words  of  mine  to 
arouse  in  your  minds  the  sentiments 
which  befit  this  commemorative  occa- 
sion. Even  though  all  were  silent,  the 
beautiful  monument  here  erected  would 
Itself  eloquently  signify  the  love  and 
friendship  and  admiration  which  are  to- 


ers  who  believed  and  knew  the  right, 
because  in  defense  of  the  right  as  he 
believed  and  knew  it,  he  was  willing  to 
fight  and  suffer,  not  only  in  a  small 
arena  of  private  and  social  existence, 
but  in  the  fiercer,  deadlier  amphitheater 
of  public   life. 


He  believed  that  the  same  care 
and  good  faith  exacted  by  a  trust 
undertaken  for  an  individual  were 
due  to  the  people  from  those 
who  assumed  official  responsibil- 
ities; and  he  believed  that  waste 
in  public  expenditure  was  sin. 


These  beliefs  were  not  in  his  mind 
mere  comfortable  sentiments,  mildly 
stimulating  to  self-righteousness,  but 
were  active  incentives  to  battle.  The 
noxious  atmosphere  •  of  governmental 
extravagance  could  not  blind  his  eyes; 
nor  could  the  ridicule  of  those  who  had 
learned  to  scoff  at  official  economy,  or 
the  threats  of  those  who  perfidiously  con- 
trived to  appropriate  public  funds  to 
private  gain,  drive  him  to  compromise 
with  wrong.  Bold  and  defiant  in  the 
midst  of  it  all,  he  took  bra%-e  counsel 
of  conscience,  as  did  the  dauntless  Father 
of  the  Reformation,  who  cried  out  to 
his  tormentors:  "I'  cannot  and  will  not 
retract  anything;  for  to  act  against  con- 
science is  unsafe  and  unholy." 

Thus  it  was  that  our  friend's  fine 
moral  perception  and  his  love  of  rec- 
titude shed  a  bright  and  unwavering  light 
on  the  patli  of  official  obligation,  and 
thus  did  his  clear  discernment  of  duty 
lend  impressiveness  to  his  efforts  towards 
the  higliest  usefulness  in  public  office. 
It  was,  however,  his  keen  intelligence  and 
his  worldly  wisdom  that  taught  him  that 
an  effective  eaulpment  for  the  best  pub- 
lic service  needed  a  large  admixture  of 
sterner  stuff;  and  there  was  never  a  ser- 
vant of  the  people  who,  in  their  cause, 
met  misrepresentation  and  unjust  accusa- 
tion with  more  fortitude,  or  saw  tlie 
submergence  of  friendly  relations  with 
more  resiirnation,  or  dealt  harder  blows 
to  dishonesty  and  wrong,  whether  lurk- 
ing witla   friends  or  foos. 

As  a  pioneer  among  the  settlors  of  the 
great  West  he  espoused  witli  affection- 
ate zeal  every  movement  or  interest  that 
promised  its  development  and  prosperity; 
but  even  this  he  did  witli  sucli  strict 
subordination  to  the  commands  of  con- 
science, and  with  courageous  reliance 
upon  the  strengtii  that  comes  of  clear 
conviction,  that  in  advocating  his  beliefs 
on  economic  and  financial  topics,  he  d:d 
not  hesitate  to  attack  the  opinions  and 
prejudices  of  those  with  whom  he  liad 
made  his  home.  There  was  no  bitterness 
of  heart  in  all  this;  but  tliere  was  the 
positive,  rugged  earnestness  of  a  strong;, 
determined  man,  f;uite  content  to  trust 
time  ;ind  sober  second  tliouglit  for  liis 
vindication. 

Our  friend  loved  Nature  with  constancy 
and  delight;  and  through  Nature  he  was 
led  to  a  reverent  love  of  llie  M.akor  of 
tlie  universe.  He  served  tlie  purposes  of 
God  on  earth  and  taught  his  fellow- 
countrymen  to  realize  tlieir  relationship 
to  Nature  and  the  Father  of  all  created  I ' 
things,  when  he  established  the  planting 
of  trees  as  a  custom  of  general  ob.serv- 
ancc  among  our  people.  This  work  was 
done  without  trumpeting  the  iiraLse  of  the 
man  who  founded  Arbor  day,  and  with- 
out perverting  its  beneficent  design  to 
the  exploitation  of  hih  fame.  It  was  done 
modestij-  and  quietly.  In  keeping  with 
the  disposition  of  its  promoter  and  his 
estimate   of   reasonable  service. 


No  beautiful  crest  or  elaborate 
coat  of  arms  would  so  well  illus- 
trate his  grand  simnlicity,  or 
typify  the  spirit  in  which  this 
project  had  its  rise  and  com- 
pletion, as  its  symbolization  by 
a  growing  tree  surmounting  the 
homely    legend— "Plant    Trees." 


Though  the  erection  of  this  monument 
may  have  had  its  beginning  in  the  loving 
appreciation  of  Arbor  I>ay,  we  can  not 
escape  the  feeling  that  it  would  tell  but 
little  of  the  story  of  tne  life  and  career 
of  the  founder  of  that  day  if  tliere  were 
not  imperishably  inscribed  upon  it  tlie 
words  "Pioneer,  Statesman,  Scholar,"  as 
well  as  "Tree  PJan'er.'  And  even  with 
all  that  has  been  here  bullded  and  in- 
scribed, those  wlio  knew  him  best  and 
loved  him  most  can  not  see  in  tliis  dull, 
cold  effigy  any  presentment  of  the  tender- 
ness and  unceasing  affection  of  the. 
father  and  brother,  and  the  cheerfulness 
and  mirth  whicli  in  his  hours  of  relax- 
ation he  brought  to  his  home  and  lire- 
side,  nor  I  lie  open-heariednesa  and  con- 
tagious good  humor  which  he  gave  to  in- 
timate companionsliip.  The  monument 
that  recalls  these  features  of  his  heart 
and  soul  is  built  on  the  hallowed  ground 
of  memory. 

And  yet  none  of  us  should  go  from  this 
l.lace  untouched  by  the  lesson  whicii  this 
statue  teaches.  Here  we  should  learn 
that  character,  uncorrupted  by  the  con- 
tagion of  ignoble  things  and  unweakened 
by  the  corrosion  of  sordidness  and  mon- 
ey-madness, is  the  corner  stone  of  every 
truly  useful  life,  and  of  every  genuineiily 
noble  achievement.  We  sliall  do  violence 
to  the  moral  sense  whicii  God  has  vouch- 
.safcd  to  humanity  if  amid  the  surround- 
ings we  close  our  minds  to  the  truth 
that  character  represents  the  real  value 
of  a  man  according  to  the  unalterable 
standard  of  fmc  gold;  and  that  it  differs 
immeasurably  from  reputation  wiiicli 
'neasures  a  man's  worth  by  iiie  shifting 
end  untrue  standards  of  mean  an^.bition 
or  successful  cupidity.  We  have  fallen 
upon  days  when  our  people  are  more  than 
ever  turning  away  from  their  old  f.iilh 
in  the  saving  grace  of  character,  and 
flockinp  to  the  worship  of  money-m?k- 
ing  idjls.  Daily  and  hourly  in  the  light 
of  investigation  and  exposure,  character- 
less lives  are  seen  in  appalling  numbers 
without  chart  or  compass  crowded  upon 
the  rocks  and  shoals  jof  faithlessness  and 
breach  of  trust.  How  ill  have  these 
wrecked  lives  exchanged  the  safe  course 
and  the  liarbor  of  honor  and  usefulness 
whicii  character  and  rectitude  point  out, 
lor  a  wild  and  headlong  rush  over  un- 
known seas  in  a  consuming  search  for 
self.

Some  of  the  congressmen  who  could  not 
answer  his  arguments  otherwise  called 
him  a  erank.  If  to  be  absolutely  honest 
in  pui^lic  life  constitutes  a  crank,  ilien 
Sterling  Morion  was  a  crank. 

I  never  knew  a  belter  or  a  purer  man. 
Sitting  near  him  for  four  years  around 
tlie  council  table  of  tiie  president,  where 
matters  of  great  moment  were  continual- 
ly being  diseussed,  never  did  I  heai-  from 
him,  an  opinion  upon  any  question,  for- 
eign or  domestic,  that  was  not  direct  and 
to  the  point,  and  worthy  of  great  consid- 
eration .and  neither  there  or  elsewhere 
did  I  ever  discover  in  him  a  spark  of  Jeal- 
ousy or  envy,  or  any  other  feeling  un- 
worthy of  tlie  Christian  gentleman  that 
he   was.

.  in  Ills  beautiful  poem,   the  poem   which 
'  is  not  often  alluded  to  nowadays  since 
.  it  commemorates  the  misdeeds  of  Dan- 
j  ish   royalty   in  Norway. 
;     When  Norway  declared  its  Independ- 
I  ence  on   May   17,   l!il4,   a  paragraph  of 
I  the  new  constitution  ordained  that  the 
I  king    must    be    crowned    in    Drontheim, 
I  but    the    king    elected,    namely    Prince 
;  Christian    Frederick    of    Denmark,    did 
j  not  reign  long  enough  to  have  the  cere- 
mony   performed.      When    he    came    to 
Christianla,     there     was     not     even     a 
throne   for  him — the   piece  of  furniture 
on  w  hich  he  sat  was  lent  by  the  theater. 
Tlie    first    king    of    Norwaj'    actually 
crowned    in    Drontheim    catlitdral,    ac- 
cording to   the   constitution,   was   Mar- 
shall   Bernadotte,    Charles    John.      The 
ceremony    took    place   on    Sept.    S,    1818, 
and  it  was  a  ver>'  long  winded  one,  the 
officiating  bishop,   Bugge  by   name,   In- 
j  dulged  in  a  sermon  of  enormous  length. 
I  As  a  consequence,  the  distinguished  as- 
;  semblage  grow  very  hungry,  and  under 
1  its    breath    cursed    the    bishop    for    de- 
j  laying  the  end  so  long. 
I     Finally   the   king,   who   had   little  re- 
I  spect    for    the    clergy,    bent    over    the 
I  bishop    and    said   quite   audibly:      "Cut 
it   short,    I    am    dying   of    hunger."     A 
little  while  after  the  bishop  pronounced 
the     final     formula:         "'And      now      is 
Charles  John  crowned  king  of  Norwaj , 
he  and  no  one  else." 

Ten   minutes   later   the   company   .sat 
down    to    dinner,    but      the      famished 
courtiers    had    swallowed      only      throe 
courses,    when    the    king    got    up    and 
said,    "the    stuff    wasn't    fit      to      eat." 
whei-eupon     the     courtiers     being     still 
j  hungry  paraphrased  the  crowning  form- 
I  ula    as    follows:       "Now    Charles    John 
had  enough  to  eat — he  and  no  one  else." 
j     The  renovation   of  Drontheim   cathe- 
I  dral    is    nearly    finished.        The      great 
j  church    Is    a    beautiful    work   of    archi- 
tecture, and  perhaps  tho  finest  relic  of 
I  Gothic  style  in  the  world.     In  the  mid- 
dle ages   Drontheim   was   tlie   Mecca  of 
j  all    Norsemen,     ten     thousand    of    pil- 
grims   visiting   the    cathedral   annually 
to  worship  at  the  shrine  of  Saint  Olaff. 


THE  DANISH 
PAWNSHOP 

"Your  Uncle"  a  Govern- 
ment Official  and 
Has  No  Snap. 

To  Quarrel  With  Him  May 

Get  You  Into 

Jail. 


Copenhagen.  Oct.  28.— (Special  to  The 
The  Herald.) — In  Denmark  "your 
uncle"  is  a  government  ofUcial,  and  to 
quarrel  with  him  may  get  you  into  jail 
if  you  lack  in  respect  due  to  all  limbs 
of  the  state,  from  policemen  to  prime 
minister.  The  pawn  shop  itself  is  a 
city  institution,  while  the  crown  re- 
serves the  right  to  name  the  principal 
officials,  namely,  the  director,  cashier, 
comptroller  and  his  assistants. 

Director  Sclioenberg  told  your  cor- 
respondent that  he  is  under  20,000 
knjiiers  bond,  and  that  if  he  makes  a 
mistake  in  appraisements  he  is  liable 
to  lose  part  of  those  20,000  kroners, 
namely,  if  the  ticket  is  not  redeemed 
and  the  article,  when  put  up  for  auc- 
tion, brings  less  than  the  sum  loaned 
on  it,  with  interest. 

In  popular  parlance  the  great  Copen- 
hagen pawn  shop  is  called  "pear  tree," 
because  a  pear  tree  forms  the  principal 
ornament  in  the  escutcheon  over  tlie 
pawn  shop  door.  The  institute  is  in 
an  old,  majestic  corner  building,  look- 
ing out  upon  the  ruins  of  Cliristians- 
borg  anH  upon  the  Thorwaldsen  mu- 
suem.  Its  official  name  is  "Del  kon- 
gelige  privilegerde  Assistens-Hus," 
Royal  House  of  Assistance.  That 
sounds  better  than  pawn  shop.  It  was 
founded  in  1688,  and  ever  since  then 
has  been  a  boon  to  the  poor  of  Copen- 
hagen and  the  whole  country.  The 
House  of  Assistance  has  eight  bran- 
ches in  Copenhagen.  There  loans  ai-e 
made  on  all  sorts  of  personal  property, 
except  such  liable  to  breakage  or  de- 
c^y,  but  before  nightfall  all  pawned 
articles  have  to  be  deposited  in  the 
fireproof  vaults  of  the  mother  insti- 
tute. An  enormous  hall  has  been  set 
aside  for  the  reception  of  gold,  silver 
and  precious  stones,  and  once  a  month 
unredeemed  pledges  are  sold  to  the 
highest  bidder.  The  director  told  your 
correspondent  that  less  than  7  per  cent 
of  the  pledges  were  not  redeemed.  Even 
at  the  auction  the  quondam  proprietor 
has  the  first  call  on  them.  If  he  can 
put  up  the  money  with  Interest  before 
the  final  stroke  of  the  hammer  the  ob- 
ject is  his,  superior  bids  notwithstand- 
ing. And  if  the  price  realized  exceeds 
the  sum  advanced,  with  Interest,  the 
profits  go  to  the  original  proprietor, 
not  to  the  city.  The  director  told  your 
correspondent  that  the  Institute  was 
primarily  'used  by  artisans  and  em- 
ployed workmen.  For  that  reason  there 
was  seldom  any  profit;  on  the  contrary, 
the  institute  suffered  an  annual  loss.

BOULEVARD  BROAD 
AS  CHAMPS  ELYSEE 

Capital  Will  Unite  Three 
Great  French  Indus- 
trial Cities. 

Lille,  France,  Oct.  28.— (Special  to 
The  Herald.)— After  twenty-four  years 
of  fruitless  dickering  and  discussion  by 
provincial,  county  and  city  authorities, 
the  contract  for  uniting  this  city  with 
the  towns  of  Reubax  and  Tourcoing, 
manufacturing  centers,  like  Lllle.  has 
been  awarded  to  a  syndicate  of  capital- 
ists and  engineers,  who  will  complete 
the  great  work  with  the  assistance  of 
the  general  council  of  the  province  and 
the  municipal  councils. 

The  united  cities  will  have  600.000  In- 
habitants to  start  with,  and  soon  may 
number  1,000,000.  At  present  the  three 
towns  are  united  only  by  a  one-track 
railway  and  thoroughly  inadequate 
draw  bridges  of  less  than  ten  feel 
breadth,  that  are  impassable  at  least 
five  hours  per  day. 

The  plans  adopted  provide  for  com- 
munication between  the  three  cities 
by  a  boulevard  as  broad  as  the  Champs 
Elysee.  namely,  about  160  feet.  Ameri- 
can measure,  and  by  statlonar>-  bridges 
high  enough  to  allow  vessels  to  pass 
under.  There  will  be  corresponding  Im- 
provements  in   the   towns   proper.

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REAL  LIFE  MICAWBERS. 

Lovers  of  Dickens  never  lose  enjoyment  in  th-j 
character  of  VVilkins  Micawber,  who  used  to  "wait 
fur  things  to  turn  up."  That  is  the  kind  of  ]\licaw- 
berisni  that  afflicts  a  lot  of  people,  and  tliat  ac- 
counts for  their  failures  in  life. 

Tiicre  never  was  a  more  deceitful  saying  than 
that  "all  things  come  round  to  him  who  will  but 
•wait."  Longfellow  put  it  in  that  form,  and  in  ono 
form  or  another  probably  nearly  everybody  has 
repeated  it.  The  trouble  with  a  lot  of  people  Is 
■  that  they  try  to  act  upon  it,  and  instead  of  gettin,: 
up  and  going  after  what  they  want,  wait  for  it 
to  come. 

Nothing  worth  while  ever  comes  in  that  way. 
The  things  worth  while  are  the  things  you  work 
for  and  can  enjoy  with  the  comfortable  feelin-.j 
of  lia\ing  earned  them  and  deserved  them.  To 
Bit  down  and  wait  for  success  is  to  fail.  To  g.5 
out  after  it  and  work  for  it  is  to  get  it.  There 
is  almost  no  limit  to  what  may  be  accomplished  by 
intelligent  and  well  directed  effort  unimpeded  b/ 
waste  of  time  and  dissipation  of  talent  and  energies. 
Micawber,  who  "waited  for  things  to  turn-up," 
•was  a  character  in  fiction.  But  everybody  knows 
his  like  in  real  life.  Dreamers  who  lounge  around 
and  think  how  nice  it  would  be  to  gain  fame  an  1 
fortune  and  success  get  them  in  dreams,  perhaps 
but  in  no  other  form.  Those  who  experience  them 
in  reality  are  those  who  seek  them  and  pursue 
them  relentlessly. 

To  have  a  definite  aim  at  something  worth 
white,  and  to  bend  one's  life  and  energies  toward 
that  goal,  is  to  get  somewhere.  If  j-ou  do  not 
reach  the  goal,  you  will  get  much  closer  to  it  than 
you  would  if  you  had  aimed  lower  and  worked 
less  hard. 

A  capacity  for  steady,  well  directed  work  toward 
an  end  is  of  greater  value  than  geniius.  Indeed, 
if  the  truth  were  known,  that  is  what  genius  13, 
lAt  an}'  rate,  the  man  who  believes  himself  to  be 
without  genius,  but  who  knows  he  has  a  capacitj' 
for  intelligent  hard  work,  can  if  he  wishes  success- 
fully fool  the  world  into  believing  that  he  has 
genius. 

Things  that  are  waited  for  don't  "turn  up,"  as 
B  rule.  If  they  ever  do,  it  is  seldom,  so  seldom 
that  it  is  moral  suicide  to  wait  for  them.  Things 
are  always  turning  up  with  the  man  who  goes  after 
them,  while  the  Micawber  in  real  life  becomes  a 
pitiful  and  piteous  failure.

The  life  insurance  department  i^  another  im- 
portant feature  of  the  British  postoffice  depart- 
ment, which  provides  that  any  male  or  female 
over  14  and  under  65  years  of  age  can  be  insured 
for  $25  to  $500;  and  that  children  between  8  and  14 
years  may  be  insured  for  $25.  The  annual  premium 
j  on  $50  at  the  age  of  24  is  $1.08.  If  the  insured  is 
'  a  depositor  in  a  government  postal  bank,  and  does 
not  pay  his  premium,  it  is  charged  against  his 
account. 

The  postal  savings  bank  is  an  important  and 
useful  adjunct  to  the  British  postoffice,  and  it  coul  1 
be  made  equally  important  and  useful  in  this 
country. 


THE  INDIAN'S  ERIEND. 

The  report  that  Maj.  George  L.  Scott,  Indian 
agent  at  Leech  Lake,  has  aplied  to  be  relieved  from 
the  Indian  service  will  be  heard  with  regret  by  all 
friends  of  the  Indian  and  admirers  of  a  faithful  and 
.upright  servant  of  the  government. 

^laj.  Scott's  retirement  from  active  service  in 
the  ami}-  has  lately  taken  place,  and  it  is  reported 
that  his  application  to  be  relieved  from  the  Indian 
service  is  now  on  file  with  the  department,  and 
that  it  will  doubtless  be  granted,  as  the  custom  is. 
Maj.  Scott  is  by  all  odds  the  best  Indian  agent 
this  section  has  known  in  many  a  day.  He  has 
looked  out  faithfully,  vigilantly  and  vigorously  for 
the  Indians,  particularly  while  the  timber  sold  for 
them  was  being  cut.  and  by  doing  so  he  has  srrvcl 
them  from  many  a  wrong.  Naturally,  in  doing  th's 
he  has  made  some  enemies,  but  they  are  enemies 
that  it  is  a  distinct  credit  to  him  to  have. 

When  he  is  relieved  from  his  post  a  place  will 
be  left  vacant  that  it  will  be  hard  to  fill,  and  the 
Indians  of  his  jurisdiction  will  have  lost  a  friend 
and   champion. 


BANK  INSURANCE. 

The  occasional  wreck  of  a  bank  into  which 
people  have  put  their  funds  leads  generally  to  re- 
marks about  bankers  and  banks  that  are  more  or 
less  sarcastic,  and  froin  them  at  times  a  stranger 
on  earth  might  imagine  that  the  speakers  doubted 
the  honesty  of  bankers  as  a  class.  They  do  not, 
however,  though  few  people  really  stop  to  figure 
out  just  how  much  reason  they  have  for  placinj^ 
their  faith  in  banks  and  bankers.  A  banker  has 
figured  it  out,  however,  and  he  told  about  it  at  the 
recent  bankers'  national  convention. 

G.  P.  AUis,  a  banker  from  Erie,  Pa.,  showed  in 
his  talk  before  the  convention  that  an  annual  assess- 
ment of  $100  paid  by  national  banks  would  have 
paid  all  losses  to  depositors  from  bank  failures  in 
the  last  five  years,  besides  leaving  a  surplus  of 
$2,000,000  to  take  care  of  a  few  more  failures. 
Furthermore,  an  annual  assessment  of  $225  for  the 
last  forty  years  would  have  paid  all  losses  during 
that  time. 

This  is  not  only  striking  in  that  it  shows  how 
small  a  proportion  of  the  banks  fail,  the  losses  'n 
five  years  amounting  to  less  than  $500  to  eac!: 
bank,  but  it  shows  that  the  percentage  of  losses  is 
decreasing  rather  than  increasing,  as  the  annual 
loss  per  bank  was  two  and  a  quarter  times  in  forty 
years  what  it  was  in  the  past  five  years. 

We  hear  a  good  deal  about  the  absconding 
banker,  and  about  the  loss  of  deposits,  so  it  is 
good  once  in  awhile  to  hear  the  other  side. 

^Ir.  Allis'  statement  shows  also  that  it  would  be 
a  simple  matter  to  insure  depositors  against  any 
loss  whatever.  If  a  move  were  started  to  form  a 
circle  of  insured  banks,  naturally  depositiors  wou'd 
prefer  to  deposit  with  these  banks  rather  than  with 
those  uninsured.  This  would  quickly  bring  all  the 
banks  of  the  country  into  the  insured  class,  50 
that  there  never  would  be  any  loss  at  all. 

The  cost  of  such  insurance  would  not  be  larg.', 
compared  with  the  business  of  the  insured  banks. 
Doubtless  it  would  be  graded  according  to  the  size 
of  the  banks,  though  depositors  would  care  little 
about  such  a  detail  as  this  so  long  as  their  deposits 
were  insured  against  loss. 


and  emphatically  stating  that  ke  does  not  regret 
their  passing.  He  remembers  that  when  he  was  a 
lad  he  was  present  at  the  trial  of  a  body  of  work- 
men in  an  iron  foundry  who  were  convicted  of 
conspiracy  and  imprisoned  liecaise  they  struck  for 
higher  wages.  He  remembers  ^hat  in  those  days 
the  great  majority  of  mechanics  could  not  read  or 
write,  that  the  lowest  priced  newspaper  cost  6  cents 
and  was  therefore  entirely  beyond  the  reach  of 
working  people  even  if  they  could  have  read  it.  In 
those  "good  old  days"  he  says  there  was  "little  in 
life  for  the  workers  but  days  of  hopeless  drudgery 
relieved  by  nights  of  drunkennfess." 

Working  men  of  today  are  still  struggling  for 
better  things,  and  they  are  going  to  get  them;  but 
the  conditions  of  which  they  now  complain,  and 
rightly  in  a  large  measure,  would  have  seemed  like 
paradise  to  the  workmen  of  the  days  whose  passing 
this  London  "scholar  and  gentleman  of  the  old 
school"  regrets. 

These  are  infinitely  better  days  than  the  old 
days,  in  every  detail,  in  spite  of  the  wails  of  the 
pessimist.  That  they  may  still  be  greatly  im- 
proved upon  everybody  agrees,  and  the  finest  thing 
about  today's  days  is  the  great  number  of  people 
who  are  working  heartily  to  help  make  them  better. 


POSTAL  SAVINGS. 

Since  the  public  affairs  committee  of  the  Duluth 
Commercial  club  is  discussing  the  advisability,  of 
favoring  a  postal  savings  bank  system  for  this 
country,  there  may  be  some  interest  in  a  few  facts 
about  the  British  system  drawn  from  an  article 
published  in  The  Herald  several  years  ago,  written 
by  D.  A.  Pctre  from  information  obtained  by  him 
fiom  tlie  British  postoffice  department. 

Under  the  British  sj^stem.  one  may  open  an 
account  with  the  government  by  attaching  a  penny 
postage  stamp  to  a  card  furnished  by  the  postoffice, 
and  when  twelve  such  stamps  have  been  attached 
his  account  is  opened  and  he  will  draw  2'<  per  cent 
interest.  The  deposit  of  an  individual  during  any 
one  year  is  limited  to  $250,  except  that  withdrawa's 
during  the  year  can  be  replaced  up  to  that  amount; 
while  the  total  deposit  cannot  exceed  $r,ooo  for 
any  individual.  Should  the  account  by  added  in- 
crease of  interest  exceed  that  sum,  the  money  .'S 
invested  in  government  securities  unless  othen\'ise 
stipulated.  The  same  provisions  apply  to  societies 
and  benevolent  institutions,  governed  by  certain 
restrictions. 

The  confidence  of  the  people  in  the  system  is 
shown  by  the  fact  that  in  .August.  IQOO,  the  deposit; 
amoiuited  to  $700,000,000.  Depositors  may  with- 
draw any  or  all  of  their  money  with  interest  it 
the  end  of  any  month,  or  can  draw,  bj'  telcgrap'i 
ot  otherwise,  not  more  than  $50  in  any  one  dav. 
Although  the  individual  limit  of  deposits  is  $i,00'i, 
there  are  three  other  means  of  saving:  the  Consols 
of  1903,  and  government  stock  of  1905,  each  earn- 
ing 2>i  per  cent;  and  Iccal  loans  (stock)  bringinj: 
3  per  cent.  In  ti.cse  securities^  each  individual  may 
invest  at  market  rates.  Any  amount  from  25  cents 
up  to  $1,000  can  be  invested  in  these  stocks  in  one 
year    at    the    following   rates    of   brokerage:      Not 


EASY  COME,  EASY  GO. 

The  reports  for  September  show  that  this 
country  is  just  now  engaged  in  doing  a  tremen- 
dous business,  both  of  buying  and  of  selling. 

The  exports  M'-ere  larger  by  $2,000,000  than  they 
have  ever  been  before,  and  our  imports  exceeded 
by  $18,000,000  those  of  any  previous  month.  Three 
times  this  year  imports  have  been  over  $roo,ooo.ooo 
a  month,  and  only  five  times  before  had  they  ex- 
ceeded $90,000,000. 

This  would  'indicate  that  we  are  doing  a  lot  of 
buying,  which  can  probably  be  easily  traced  to 
the  flush  of  prosperity  that  covers  the  country.  It 
is  a  distinctly  American  habit  to  go  upon  the  "easy 
come,  easy  go"  plan,  as  exemplified  by  the  common 
story  of  a  lumberjack  who  came  out  of  the  woods 
one  spring,  after  toiling  all  winter  in  the  cold,  get- 
ting up  at  unearthly  hours,  working  a  long  da/, 
and  going  to  sleep  early.  He  brought  out  his  win- 
ter's •wages,  and  because  of  the  exuberance  resulting 
from  the  unaccustomed  contact  with  civilization 
once  more,  aided  by  the  sense  of  richness  resultini? 
from  the  possession  of  a  "roll,"'  he  enjoyed  himself 
so  hugely  that  in  two  days  his  money  was  all  gone. 
"Oh,  well,"  said  he  piiilosophically,  "Easy  come, 
easy  go;"  and  went  back  to  the  woods  again  to 
earn  another  roll. 

It  is  a  fact  that  the  American  tendency  is  to 
spend  money  too  freely  at  the  slightest  excuse,  and 
prosperity  almost  inevitably  works  out  that  way. 
Yet  the  fact  that  we  sold  a  good  deal,  too,  shows 
that  our  "wealthy  feeling"  is  not  unjustified. 

The  exports  for  the  first  nine  months  of  the 
calendar  jear  were  $56,000,000  more  than  for  the 
same  months  of  1901,  and  imports  are  $226,000,000 
greater,  making  the  '"balance  of  trade"  in  our  favor 
smaller  than  in  any  recent  year. 

The  most  notable  increase  was  in  the  value  of 
imports  of  sugar,  but  large  increases  in  such  things 
as  furs,  diamonds,  automobiles  and  distilled  liquors 
prove  bej'ond  question  the  fact  that  prosperity  is 
leading  to  extravagance. 


THE  GOOD  OLD  DAYS. 

One  Sir  Edward  Fry  has  been  lecturing  in  Lon- 
don on  the  "passing  of  the  good  old  times  when 
life  was  so  much  more  joyous."  He  is  described 
as  a  scholar  and  gentleman  of  the  old  school,  and 
the  reports  of  his  lectures  seem  consistent  with 
tile  latter  description,  if  not  with  the  former.  Of 
course  he  is  elderly,  and  of  course  he  means  what 
he  says.  But  just  the  same  there  is  a  reasonable 
doubt  whether  he  would  like  it  very  much  if  he 
were  suddenly  plunged  back  into  the  times  he 
eulogizes,  something  after  the  fashion  of  Mark 
Twain's  Yankee  who  found  himself  back  in  King 
Arthur's  time. 

It  is  pretty  safe  to  say  that  if  Sir  Edward  were 
to  find  himself  suddenly  back  in  the  "good  old 
times."  without  the  youth  that  made  them  enjoy- 
able and  that  should  make  any  times  enjoyable,  his 
comparison  of  present  day  conditions  with  those 
of  the  "rare  old,  fair  old,  golden  days"  would  be 
anything  but  favorable  to  the  old  times.  As  a 
n.atter  of  fact,  what  Sir  Edward  Fry  really  misses, 
and  what  most  of  the  elderly  gentlemen  miss  who 
bewail  the  passing  of  the  old  days,  is  youth.  Obvi- 
ously, the  moral  to  the  young  is  to  make  the  most 
of  their  youth,  and  to  use  it  so  that  their  old  age 
shall  be  sweet  and  without  regrets. 

But  a  venerable  gentleman  of  Brooklyn,  noting  j 
Sir  Edward's  lament,  wrote  to  the  New  York  j 
Times  giving  his  recollection  of  the  "good  old  days/'  * 


PROVES  TO  BE  HXJMAN. 

In  view  of  the  almost  universal  admiration  ci 
President  Roosevelt,  felt  and  freely  expressed  by 
everybody  except  the  most  hidebound  politically 
and  by  the  representatives  of  "vested  interests" 
which  his  stand  on  public  affairs  seems  to  threaten, 
it  is  just  as  well  that  occasionally  there  should  be 
evidences  that  he  is  but  human^ 

That  will  not  disturb  his  position  in  the  hearts 
of  the  people,  for  they  can  understand  such  things, 
and  a  man  who  was  wholly,  aggressively  and  un- 
pleasantly immaculate,  while  he  might  gain  more 
admiration,  would  certainly  be  less  loved.  The 
president  is  so  nearly  right  on  most  the  leading 
public  questions,  and  he  is  so  firmly  honest  and 
so  unseatablj'  fixed  in  his  championship  of  the 
cause  of  the  people,  that  if  some  little  evidences 
that  he  is  made  of  the  same  stuff  as  the  rest  of 
us  did  not  come  out  occasionally  he  might  gain  m 
awe  and  respect  at  the  expense  of  affection  and 
confidence.  A  man  who  is  superhumanly  impec- 
cable and  riotously  immaculate  could  hardly  be 
expected  to  view  things  from  a  human  standpoint 
and  be  lenient  with  human  frailties.  So  it  is  a 
po.sitive  relief  to  see  the  president  occasionally  give 
evidence  of  his  humanity  by  little  inconsistencies 
or  errors. 

For  instance,  he  has  supported  his  recent  civil 
service  order,  whereby  he  or  any  cabinet  officer 
may  dismiss  civil  service  emploj^es  almost  at  will, 
by  saying  that  no  man  fit  to  be  in  the  cabinet 
would  abuse  the  power  conferred.  This  might  be 
all  right,  too.  If  invariably  used  fox  the  good  of 
the  service,  it  could  be  made  to  vastly  improve  :t. 

But  without  pausing  to  view  the  inconsistency, 
the  very  next  day  the  president  issued  an  order 
forbidding  the  cabinet  officers  to  give  news  t-> 
correspondents,  or  to  be  seen  consorting  with  them, 
so  that  hereafter  all  news  of  cabinet  meetings  must 
be  given  out  by  the  faithful  Loeb. 

In  other  words,  he  has  a  cabinet  made  up  of 
men  that  are  fit  to  be  in  their  places,  and  can  there- 
fore be  trusted  to  perform  a  very  delicate  operation 
upon  the  civil  service  system;  yet  these  men  are 
not  fit  to  be  trusted  to  give  out  news  of  what  goes 
on  at  cabinet  meetings,  even  on  matters  pertaining 
exclusively  to  their  own  departments. 

This  is,  indeed,  very  human,  and  makes  ha\nng 
the  president  around  much  more  comfortable  tha.i 
it  would  be  if  he  were  faultless  and  errorless  and 
exasperatingly  consistent  and  correct.

I  HOTEL  GOSSIP 

"Florida  is  one  of  the  oldest  states 
in  the  Union,  and  yet,  up  to  a  few  years 
a«o,  it  was  very  sparsely  settled,"  said 
S.  G.  Ogden  of  Jacksonville,  Fla.,  at  the 
Spalding.  "Recently  a  good  many  North- 
erners have  been  going  in  there  to  make 
their  homes,  where  formerly  they  went 
only  to  spend  the  winters.  Florida  used 
to  be  for  the  rich  alone,  but  now  it  is  for 
the  poort^r  classes  as  well.  Men  from 
the  North  who  are  in  moderate  circuna- 
stances  find  the  chances  for  making  a 
living  are  just  as  good,  and  probably  a 
little  better,  in  that  part  of  the  South 
than  they  are  in  the  North,  with  all  the 
advantages  o{  a  fine  climate  as  an  ad- 
ditional .inducement     for    going    South. 

"The  climate  in  Florida  is  Just  tiie 
right  sort.  Of  course,  it  has  been  pretty 
Wfll  advertised,  and  everyone  knows 
that  very  cold  weather  doesn't  prevail 
there  in  the  winter  time.  It  is  just  cold 
enough  to  brace  a  per.son  up,  and  keep 
him  feeling  good.  I  think  17  degree.s 
above  zero  was  the  lowest  mark  reached 
in  the  last  three  or  four  years,  and  that 
w.as    an    exceptional    day. 

"A  good  many  Northerners  have  pur- 
chased small  tracts  ot  ground  and  gone 
to  farming  and  stock  raising.  They  are 
enabled,  thus,  to  make  a  comfortable 
living.  They  raise  two  or  three  crops 
a  year.  Eggs  command  a  high  price  and 
there  i.s  nion«'y  in  the  poultry  business. 
It  costs  almost  nothing  to  raise  stock. 
Cattle  and  hogs  are  allowed  to  roam 
the  year  round  in  their  pastures,  and  arc 
able  to  pick  a  living  without  any  care 
on  the  part  of  the  owner.  There  is  a 
good  market  for  everything  raised.  All 
kinds  of  land  is  to  be  had,  from  the  poor- 
est to  the  best,  and  ranging  from  12  an 
acre   up."

"It  looks  to  me  as  if  there  was  an  aw- 
ful waste  of  land  up  in  this  part  of  the 
country,"  said  Albert  Helmer  of  Milwau- 
kee, at  the  St.  I^ouis.  "It  is  astonishing 
the  amount  of  imoccupied  land  a  person 
can  see  from  the  car  windows  on  his 
way  to  the  Head  of  the  Lakes.  I  didn't 
suppose  there  were  such  vast  tracts  of 
unoccupied  territory  east  of  the  Missis- 
sippi. 

"And  what  a  dismal  ride  it  is  in  some 
places.  A  burned -over  region  has  a  de- 
pressing elTent  on  a  man.  Maybe  it  isn't 
the  same  with  everybody,  but  with  me  it 
is  about  as  effective  as  a  rainy  day  in 
giving  me  the  blues.  I  suppose  that  all 
this  land  will  some  day  be  made  use  of. 
for  they  tell  me  it  is  suitable  for  agricul- 
tural purposes. 

"If  something  could  be  done  to  make 
the  country  as  seen  from  the  car  win- 
dows a  little  more  attractive  in  appear- 
ance I  think  the  settlement  of  the  land 
would  be  more  rapid.  Of  course  I  un- 
derstand that  only  time  can  do  this.  I 
am  merely  supposing.  But  the  way  it  is 
now  It  is  mighty  discouraging  for  the 
farmer  from  an  old  farming  community 
when  ho  sees  what  there  is  to  see.  A  lot 
depends  on  first  impressions,  you  know, 
and  the  impression  one  receives  from  the 
car  window  is  not  a  ver>-  good  one.  You 
people  who  are  used  to  it  do  not  fully 
realize  how  di.<?mal  is  the  scene  to  an  out- 
.<»ider,  wlio  is  used  to  the  beautiful  fields 
and  gardens  of  the  East  and  of  the  coun- 
try south  of  here.  There  is  a  great  con- 
trast noticeable  on  a  ride  between  here 
and  Milwaukee  or  Chicago."

"This  is  what  I  would  call  the  besin- 
ning  of  winter,'"  .said  E.  S.  Strohl  of  Min- 
neapolis at  the  I.enox.  "The  fur  over- 
coats in  the  display  windows  of  the  Su- 
p«'rior  street  stores  seem  Quite  in  season. 
It  makes  a  man  want  to  buy  one  of 
them. 

"I  never  see  a  fur  overcoat  that  I  am 
not  reminded  of  the  time  when  I  u.sed 
to  make  si>ending  money  when  a  l)oy  by 
trapping  mink  and  muskiat  down  in 
Michigan.  One  day  I  trapped  a  pine 
marten,  which  brought  me  as  much  as 
tliree  mink.  It  was  a  happy  day  for  me 
when  I  got  the  pay  for  the  pelt.  The 
money  went  toward  the  purchase  of  a 
new  sun,  I  remember. 

"Money  wasn't  so  plentiful  hi  those 
days  as  it  Is  now,  and  a  dollar  looked  a 
good  deal  bigger  to  the  average  buy 
than  it  does  now.  We  were  always  look- 
ing out  for  chances  to  make  money,  and 
the  object  of  every  boy  appeared  to  be 
lo  buy  a  gun  when  he  could  get  enou^ih 
cash  together.  I  lived  in  the  country, 
and  the  folks  weren't  afraid  to  let  me 
handle  a  gun.  Some  of  my  friends  weren't 
so  fortunate,  for  their  parents  wouldn't 
let  them  handle  a  gun  until  they  were 
well  along  toward  20  years  old.  I  al- 
ways felt  sorry  for  them.  They  used  to 
go  out  hunting  with  the  more  fortunate 
of  us,  and.  as  a  special  honor,  we  would 
let  them  carry  what  game  we  killed.  And 
we  used  to  kill  game,  too.  If  the  dollars 
were  scarce,  the  game  was  plentiful,  and 
even  boys  didn't  have  much  difficulty  in 
shooting  rabbits  and  partridges.  Am- 
munition was  more  precious  to  u.s  then 
than  diamond.s  would  be  today.  We  used 
to  hoard  it  as  if  it  were  gold.  No  chance 
wing  shots  tor  us.  We  had  to  have  a 
bird  sitting  perfectly  still  or  wo  wouldn't 
shoot.  Wc  felt  that  we  could  not  afford 
to  miss  a  single  shot,  and,  as  a  matter  of 
fact,   wc  couldn't."

"The  men  bleed  without  outward 
cause  from  the  various  orifices  of  the 
body  and  from  spots  in  the  neck,  arm, 
chest,  side,  etc.,  the  blood  Issuing 
through  the  skin.  Of  the  33  'bleeders' 
18  died  of  this  family  disease.  The 
majority  of  deaths  was  due  to  sub- 
cutaneous bleeding.s.  Of  such  7  children 
under  3  and  6,  between  3  and  10  years, 
died.  Another  member  had  frequent 
bleedings  between  his  tenth  and  twen- 
tieth year;  two  suffered  from  the  dis- 
ease from  their  twentieth  to  their 
thirtieth  year,  and  as  many  from  their 
thirtieth  to  their  fortieth  year." 

After  the  fortieth  year  the  inclina- 
tion to  bleed  disappears.

for  consumption: 

"It  is  now  fourteen  years  since  the 
Koch  consumption  cure,  so  widely  ad- 
vertised, dissolved  Into  a  sea  »f  tears, 
went  under  in  a  storm  of  hisses  and 
curses.  Six  months,  ago  Dr.  Levy  of 
Milan  announced  in  a  dispatch  to  King 
Emanuel  that  his  iodine  preparation 
was  'an  infallible  cure.'  As  a  matter 
of  fact  It  never  cur;d  anybody. 

"Behring  Is  too  pioud  a  man  to  mis- 
lead or  disappoint.  So  far  he  has  cured 
consumption  in  animals,  but  not  in 
man.  At  present  hif  *T.  G.'  preparation 
is  only  good  for  dojfs  and  rabbits.  Do 
not  imagine  that  it  will  cure  consump- 
tion in  human  beinjfs  until  the  profes- 
sor himself  says  bo.  He  expects  to 
complete  experimeni  s  by  August  next."

town,  if  the  Chicago  merchant  sud- 
denly became  desiri>us  of  coming,  but 
for  a  chance  to  get  into  a  fight  with 
somebody  they  put  up  the  money  at 
once.

Improvement  Bulletin:  There  Is  agi- 
tation for  cheaper  fiats  in  Duluth  as 
well  as  in  other  cities  to  meet  the  needs 
of  those  who  receive  moderate  salaries 
and  cannot  afford  to  pay  the  rents 
which  the  ordinary  sized  fiats  com- 
mand. It  would  seem  that  small  Hats 
of  moderate  conveniences  would  af- 
ford a  good  form  of  investment  in  many 
cities  and  towns  of  the  Northwest. 
Louer  rents  might  also  result  if  own- 
ers were  better  protected  at  the  hands 
of  tenants.  German  laws  are  such  that 
tenants  are  required  to  keep  the  prop- 
erty in  good  condition  or  pay  the  dam- 
ages. These  laws  would  doubtless  be 
too  rigid  and  drastic  to  be  adopted  in 
this  country,  but  there  seems  to  be 
little  doubt  that  they  could  be  adopted 
in  part  with  good  results  to  landlord 
and  to  honest  and  careful  tenants.

Improvement  Bulletin:  A  council 
committee  in  Duluth  refused  a  request 
from  builders  that  the  new  building 
ordinance  provide  for  an  arbitration 
committee  to  handle  all  differences  be- 
tween the  building  inspector  and  build- 
ers.

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Grand  Forks — Depositions  have  been 
taken  in  the  case?  of  the  First  National 
bank,  the  Union  National  bank  and  the 
Northern  State  bank,  all  of  this  city, 
against  Everett  .fe  Day,  prominent  cap- 
italists of  Chicairo.

The  Chicago  company 
resisted  payment  on  the  note,  claim- 
ing that  the  coal  company  did  not  live 
up  to  its  contrict.  Suit  was  then 
brought  against  the  indorsers.  The 
transfer  of  the  coal  mining  property 
to  the  Chicago  company  was  never 
consummated.

THE  FORMER  QUEEN 

Of  Madagascar  Treated  By  French  Like 
a  Market  Woman. 

Paris.  Oct.  28.— (Special  to  The  Her- 
ald)— Your  correspondent  has  an  Inter- 
esting chat  with  the  ex-queen  of  Mada- 
gascar, living  in  a  small  villa  near  the 
Forest  of  Fontainebleau. 

"If  the  French  were  ever  a  gallant 
people  It  must  have  been  before  my 
time,"  said  her  majesty,  through  an 
Interpreter.  "When  I  passed  through 
Paris,  the  other  morning,  the  govern- 
ment, though  notified,  paid  no  more  at- 
tention to  me  than  to  any  old  market 
woman.  Eight  horses  and  a  royal 
hotel  for  the  little  prince  of  Bulgaria, 
and  not  a  cab,  not  a  clerk  or  secretary 
for  the  queen  of  the  largest  African 
empire,  stripped  of  power,  fortune  and 
home  by  the  French  republic.  I  arrived 

with  my  aunt.  Princess  "  (ths 

name  Is  much  too  long  to  print),  "and 
my  little  niece.  Princess  Marie  Louise. 
Only  a  horde  of  photographers  awaited 
us.  I  had  to  look  after  our  trunlts  and 
the  numberless  hand  baggage  myself. 
The  customs  ofllcers  were  most  rude. 
We  had  to  wait  an  hour  amidst  the 
crowds.  At  first  we  had  not  even  & 
tench  to  sit  on.  And  to  think  that 
only  a  few  years  ago  I  lived  in  a 
palace  built  of  sliver  and  ivory,  and 
that  I  went  abroad  in  a  golden  sedan 
chair,  preceded  by  1,000  outrunners,  and 
attended  by  hundreds  of  slaves,  who 
fanned  me  with  fans  of  ostrich  plumea, 
encrusted  with  precious  stones."

St.  Petersburg,  Oct.  28,  6  p.  m. — The  ^ 
city  is  again  in  darkness  tonight,  .save  j 
for  kerosene  and  candles.  Count  i 
Witte  again  spent  the  day  with  the  | 
emperor  at  Peterhof.  Upon  him  rests  j 
the  imperial  hopes.  It  is  only  a  ques-  ' 
tion  of  hours  when  he  will  be  premier 
with  practically  dictatorial  powers. 

Many  Americans  who  were  here,  in- 
cluding Charles  R.  Flint,  have  tempor- 
arily gone  abroad. 

At  Gen.  Trepoff's  chancellory  it  was 
stated  at  police  headquarters  this  even- 
ing that  no  collisions  had  had  oc- 
curred during  the  day. 

A  meeting  of  strikers  called  to  take 
place  in  the  assize  courts  at  noon  to- 
day, luriied  out  to  be  a  fizzle.  The 
police  succeeded  in  preventing  all  ex- 
cept a  hundred  persons  from  entering, 
and  these  adjourned  until  7  o'clock 
this  evening.  The  strikers  broke  a 
number  of  store  windows. 

The  strike  committee  which  is  di- 
recting the  movement  here  is  well  or- 
ganized and  is  sitting  con.stantly.  Its 
decisions  are  obeyed  unhesitatingly  by 
the  workers.  One  of  the  members  X.o- 
day  advocated  attacking  the  arsenal, 
but  his  comrades  opposed  violence. 
The  committee  consists  of  representa- 
tives of  the  Social  Democrats,  the  two 
factions  of  which  have  settled  their 
differences  and  are  working  in  har- 
mony. Outsiders  are  not  admitted  to 
the  sessions  of  the  committee,  which 
up  to  the  present  time  have  been  held 
in  the  technological  institute,  the  di- 
rector of  which  has  received  a  warn- 
ing from  Gen.  Trepoff  not  to  permit 
them  any  longer.  A  prominent  mem- 
ber informed  the  Associated  Press  to- 
day that  there  was  little  proljability  of 
an  armed  uprising  in  St.  Petersburg. 
He  said:  "We  have  arms,  but  not 
enough  to  give  any  hope  of  success  so 
long  as  the  army  is  loyal.  There  are 
perhaps  six  or  eight  thousand  rifles  in 
St.  I'etersburg  as  well  as  revolvers." 

The  reports  that  a  provisional  gov- 
ernment has  been  established  in  St. 
Petersburg  are  untrue.  The  strikers 
sent  a  deputation  to  the  town  council 
hist  night  to  demand  that  the  city 
cease  paying  and  foraging  the  gendar- 
mes and  Dolice,  and  also  demanding 
municipal  regulation  of  prices  of  food, 
in  order  that  the  poor  may  buy  provis- 
ions. The  town  councillors  promised 
to  consider  the  demands. 

Rations  for  ten  days  have  been  distri- 
buted at  all  the  barrack.s. 

Two  Moscow  merchants  arrived  here 
during  the  afternoon  having  covered 
the  distance  in  a  motor  car.  They  re- 
ported that  Moscow  is  in  an  almost 
frenzied  state  of  agitation. 

The  foreign  residents  here  are  very 
nervous  and  have  begun  to  besiege 
their  embassies  with  inquiries  as  to 
what  would  be  done  to  protect  them  in 
case  the  mobs  gets  the  upper  hand. 
Requests  for  protection  are  also  reach- 
ing these  embassies  from  the  interior. 
Tills  is  especially  the  case  with  tlie 
British  embassy.  Large  property  in- 
terests are  also  asking  for  military  pro- 
tection. All  such  requests  are  being 
sent  immediately  to  the  foreign  office, 
but  it  is  realized  the  government  could 
give  little  protection  to  foreigner.s. 

Should  an  uprising  take  place  the  for- 
eigners would  have  to  take  their 
chances  with  the  native  population.  A 
number  of  Americans  have  written  to 
Charge  Eddy  asking  liim  whether  tiiey 
had  beter  try  to  leave  the  country. 
The  embassy's  courier,  who  is  in  Berlin, 
has  been  instructed  to  come  here  imme- 
diately by  boat.  The  feeling  generally 
at  the  embassies  is  one  of  extreme  ten- 
sion and  nervou.sness,  but  there  is  man- 
ifest unwillingness  to  prophesy  the  re- 
sult. If  the  worst  should  come,  war- 
ships could  enter  the  Neva  and  protect 
foreigners. 

Berlin,  Oct.  28.— A  dispatch  to  the 
Lokal  Anzeiger  from  Warsaw,  timed 
1:20  p.  m.,  says  that  troops  have  occu- 
pied all  the  houses  in  Chimelna  street, 
where  a  meeting  of  strikers  had  been 
called,  with  instructions  to  prevent  the 
assemblage. 

London,  Oct.  28.— A  dispatch  to  a  news 
agency  from  Odessa  says  that  a  serious 
conllict  occurred  today  at  the  gymnas- 
ium between  students  of  both  sexes  and 
Cossacks,  who  interfered  in  the  meet- 
ing. Nearly  100  students  were  injured 
and  one  was  killed.  Seventeen  young 
girls,  it  is  announced,  are  among  the 
victims. 

A  general  strike  of  all  the  industries 
at  Odessa,  it  is  added,  is  expected.  The 
authorities  have  doubled  their  precau- 
tions. All  streets  are  strongly  patrolled 
by  cavalry  and  infantry. 

A  special  meeting  of  the  city  council 
of  Odessa  has  expressed  sympathy 
with  the  popular  government.

Byron  in  his  ode  to  Napoleon,  obtained 

wide  currency  in  America.    The  British 

soldiers    called    him    Lovely    Georglus. 

The  name  Deliverer  of  America,  almost 

as  popular  as  Clnclnnatus  of  the  West, 

was  first  used  by  Alfleri,     the     Italian 

poet,  in  an  introduction  to  a  play  which 

he  dedicated  to  W^ashington.  The  Savior 

of  His  Country   was  an   expression   of 

frequent   use  In    the  press  of   the  dav, 

and  the  name  Atlas  of  America  is  said 

to  have  been  bestowed  upon  him  by  a 

speaker  in  congress. 

So  far  as  known  John  Adams  had 
but  one  nickname,  the  Colossus  of  In-  i 
dependence.  Thomas  Jefferson  had 
two;  among  the  rabble  he  was  called 
Long  Tom,  an  allusion  to  his  height. 
Late  in  his  life  he  was  known  as  the 
Sage  of  Monticello,  his  wisdom,  gravity 
and   the  name  of  his  plantaUon   being 


from  one  meeting  place  to  another 
during  tho  canvass,  while  hard  cider, 
often  liberally  strengthened  by  whisky, 
became  the  campaign  drink. 

Tyler  was  at  first  called  Young  Hick- 
ory, afterwards  Accidental  President. 
Ixing  the  first  vice  president  to  suc- 
ceed to  the  presidental  office  by  the 
death  of  the  president. 

Polk's  only  nickname  was  Young 
Hickory,  h*'  having  been  born,  as 
Jack-'MDU  was.  in  North  Carolina,  and 
living  in  Tennessee,  as  did  Jackson. 

Taylor  was  old  Rougli  and  Ready, 
Old  Zack  and  Old,  Buena  Vista,  all 
these  names  being  t»estowed  on  him  by 
the  soldiers  under  his  command  in  the 
Mexican  war.  Fillmore  was  called  tho 
Louis  Philippe  of  America,  from  a 
striking  resemblance  he  bore  In  face 
and  figure  to  the  most  courtly  French 
King  of  the  last  century.  Pierce  was 
called  Pur.se,  a  misprounciation  of  his 
name,  and  Buchanan  was  familiarly 
designated  as  Old  P.  F..  t>ld  Public 
Functionary,  a  name  adapted  from  an 
allusion  to  himself  in  a  message  to  con- 
gress. He  was  also  the  Old  Bachelor 
President,  and  during  the  canvass  was 
Old  Buck.  Lincoln  was  Old  Abe,  Hon- 
est Old  Abe,  the  Old  Railsplitter  and 
Father  A1)iaham.  During  the  bitter 
canvass  which  preceded  his  election 
many  opprobrious  sobriquets  were  giv- 
en him,  and  many  more  were  bestowed 
during  the  period  of  hard  feeling  in  the 
Civil  war,  but  all  are  now  forgotten  by 
the  people.  .*?ir  Veto  was  a  congres- 
sional nickname  bestowed  on  Johnson 
by  representatives  In  the  house  on  ac- 
count of  the  unusual  number  of  bills 
he  refused  to  sign.  It  never  obtained 
currency  among  the  people.  In  Ten- 
nessee Johnson  was  called  Old  Andy. 

A  number  of  Grant's  nicknames 
arose  from  his  initials.  Unconditional 
Surrender  probably  attained  the  widest 
j-.opularlty.  The  press  of  his  day  manu- 
factured not  a  few  U.  S.  sobriquets,  like 
Unprecedented  Strategist,  Undaunted 
Stalwart  and  so  on.  The  soldiers  call- 
ed him  Old  Three  Stars,  and  he  was 
also  styled  Hero  of  Appromattox.  Gar- 
^  field  did  not,  of  course,  become  the 
©  Martyr  President  until  after  his  trasric 
^  !  death.  He  was  also  styled  the  Preach-

Through  unavoidable  delay,  because 
of  a  scarcity  of  plasterers  to  finish  the 
Interior  work  of  the  new  county  poor 
house,  the  big  concrete  structure  that 
has  been  building  since  May  last  will 
not  be  ready  for  occupancy  next 
month,  as  first  expected.  As  near  as 
the  poor  cominisslon  can  now  figure 
the  building  will  be  ready  for  inmates 
by  Dec.  1,  or,  at  least,  by  Christmas. 

The  accompanying  pictures,  taken 
within  the  last  few  days,  represent  the 
old  poor  house  building  of  St.  L.oui.s 
county,  with  the  superintendents  cot- 
tage, and  also  the  new  structure  which 
has  been  planned  and  carried  out  by 
the  present  board  of  poor  commission- 
ers. 

The  old  poor  house,  a  frame  struc- 
ture, was  built  in  1S72,  and  miglit  well 
be  described  today  as  an  old  shack,  a 
veritable  fire-trap.  Adetiuate  in  its 
day  to  handle  the  paupers  of  a  county 
in  itb  infancy,  the  building  at  the  pres- 
ent time  is  crowded  beyond  the  bounds 
of  decency,  considering  tlie  size  and 
wealth  of  this  county,  iifty  paupers 
being  housed  therein. 

Realizing  this  overcrowded  condition, 
the  poor  commission,  last  year,  took 
energetic  steps  to  bring  about  a  rem- 
edy, and  the  new  poor  house  is  the 
satislactory  result. 

Some  years  ago  a  small  addition,  not 
been  in  the  picture  because  It  is  at  the 
rear,  was  built  to  the  original  poor 
house.  The  superintendent's  cottage, 
Been  at  the  left  of  the  old  building,  was 
erected  some  seven  or  eight  years  ago. 
In  the  left  background  can  be  seen  a 
portion  of  the  new  building,  thus  giv- 
ing a  good  idea  as  to  its  location  as 
regards  the  site  of  the  old  buildings. 

The  members  of  the  poor  commission 
are  very  well  pleased  with  the  new- 
building.  Tlie  contract  price  of  the 
building,  complete,  but  unfurnished.  Is 
134,000.  The  commissioner.s,  however, 
declare  that  they  have  a  $50,000  struc- 
ture in  real  value. 

Built  of  concrete  blocks,  manufac- 
tured on  the  ground,  the  new  building 
is  unique  in  that  It  is  the  first  public 
structure  of  any  size  in  this  part  of  tlie 
state  to  be  built  of  concrete. 

In  selecting  this  building  material, 
the  commissioners  were  guided  by  the 
Idea  of  economy  and  durability,  as  well 
as  TVith  an  eye  to  the  architectural 
lines.  That  they  have  been  success- 
ful is  the  general  sentiment  of  all  that 
have  had  the  opportunity  of  examin- 
ing the  new  building. 

Standing  as  it  does  on  a  rise  of 
ground,  overlooking,  and  back  several 
hundred  feet  from  the  Rice  Lake  road, 
the  general  impression  given  is  that  of 
a  sandstone  structure,  plain,  but  com- 
fortable looking  in  design,  and  carry- 
ing with  it  the  Idea  of  "plenty  of 
room." 

The  new  poorhouse  is,  to  quote  its 
general  dimensions,  128  feet  long  by  fO 
feet  wide,  and  three  stories  high,  wiih 
a  basement,  the  windows  of  which  are 
well   abo\e  ground. 

The  building  is  really  in  the  .shape  of 
the  capital  letter  "T,"  the  other  por- 
tion, a  wing,  extending  out  at  right 
angles  from  the  center  of  the  main 
building,  at  the  rear.  The  wing  is  C4 
by  30  feet  in  dimensions  and  three 
stories  high  in  part. 

The  rear  of  this  winer,  all  three  floors, 
are  for  the  occupancy  of  the  help  em- 
ployed at  the  poor  farm,  and  it  is  sep- 
arated completely  from   the  rest  of  the

building,  by  a  solid  wall.  In  the  inner 
portion  of  the  wing,  first  floor,  is  the 
big  general  dining  rom,  while  Just 
above  it  is  the  women's  department,  a 
suite  of  rooms,  with  bath,  roomy  and 
pleasantly  located. 

In  the  main  building  is  situated  tiie 
superintendent's  office,  at  the  left  of 
the  entrance  are  the  large  well  lighted 
rooms  for  the  inmates  witli  several 
bath  and  toilet  rooms.  Each  room 
easily  holds  .six  single  beds.  The  second 
and  third  floors  are  similarly  arranged, 
one  of  the  features  being  private  rooms 
for  use  in  ca.se  of  .serious  illness  of  an 
inmate,  Avhen  it  becomes  necessary  to 
isolate  him  from  the  rest. 

Off  the  dinine  room  are  located  the 
butler's  pantry,  a  good  sized  cold  stor- 
age or  refrigerator  room,  a  roomy  kit- 
chen, and  a  private  dining  room  for  the 
help  employed  on  the  farm. 

In  the  basement  is  the  steamheating 
plant,  the  laundry  and  coal  room  in  the 
rear,  and   two  large  reading  or  smok- 


ing rooms  In  the  front. 

Other  interesting  features  about  the 
new  poorhouse  are  the  wide  second 
floor  balcony  running  along  the  rear  of 
the  main  building  and  around  tlie 
wing,  and  the  ample  provisions  made 
for  fire  escapes,  at  either  end  of  the 
building. 

In   the  angle  of  the  building,  on    the 
north  side  is  being  constructed  a  win  1- 
!  mill  .station  for  pumping  the  water  for 
;  the    buildinir    and    the    farm.      A    small 
I  dynamo   is   to   be   installed    to   run   the 
pump  when  the  wind  mill  i."*  not  work- 
ing. 

Xo  known  detail  has  been  omitted  in 
the  construction  of  the  new  building  to 
make  it  equal  to  any  other  in  the  state 
and  the  result  is  one  that  the  taxpayers 
will  undoubtedly  view  with  no  little 
pride. 

The  new  poorhouse  was  designed  by 
Architect  John  De  Waard,  and  the 
building  contract  has  been  in  the  hands 
of  John  W.  Hilliard.

After  careful  lnve.stigation,  I  find  I 
must  class  silk  as  I  did  wool,  a  fabric 
not  to  be  recommended  as  underwear. 
It,  however,  has  one  advantage  over 
wool.  It  can  be  thoroughly  cleansed  by 
washing.  Silk,  too,  is  a  non-conductor 
of  heat;  but,  like  wool,  it  also  retains 
the  moisture  to  a  degree  that  is  detri- 
mental to  the  wearer.  It  has,  indeed, 
many  things  in  common  with  wool. 

The  protective  feature  of  any  under- 
wear is  always  dependent  upon  its  air- 
holding  qualities  (it.^  porosity),  at  the 
same  time  liaving  the  power  of  readily 
conducting  moisture.  The  silken  gar- 
ment is  too  closely  woven  and  is  lack- 
ing in  the  moisture-conducting  quali- 
ty; hence  it  retains  the  heat  of  the 
body,  to  a  great  degree,  as  long  as  the 
wearer  does  not  perspire,  but  when 
perspiration  takes  place  and  the  un- 
derwear becomes  damp,  on  account  of 
its  evaporative  quality  it  then  becomes 
a  conductor  of  heat  to  such  an  extent 
as  to  be  detrimental.  The  silk,  in  the 
meantime,  is  slow  to  dry  and  the  rapid 
heat  elimination  is  thus  prolonged; 
hence  the  silk  which  under  normal 
conditions  is  a  good  protector,  becomes 
the  time  being  the  exact  opposite.  Silk 
is  also  a  good  insulator,  but  only  that 
portion  of  the  body  need  be  insulated 
which  forms  a  direct  circuit  with  the 
earth — the  feet.  (An  erroneous  theory 
prevails  that  we  get  our  magnetic 
strength  from   the  earth.) 

When  silk  is  worn  next  to  the  body, 
and  the  person  wearing  it  is  exposed 
to  a  draught  while  the  silk  holds  mois- 
ture, a  rapid  abstraction  of  heat  takes 
place,  the  body  becomes  chilled  and 
the  usual  result,  a  "cold,"  is  likely  to 
follow.  It  is  a  matter  of  daily  obser- 
vation that  those  who  wear  wool  or 
silk  are  much  more  prone  to  "catch 
cold"  than  those  who  wear  other  fab- 
rics— cotton  or  linen- 

COTTON    UNDERWEAR. 

Cotton  underclothing  does  not  meet 
all  the  requirements,  yet  it  is  more  or 
le.ss  preferable  to  either  wool  or  silk. 
While  it  does  not  give  up  moisture  as 
freely  as  it  .should  to  make  it  purely 
a  hygienic  underwear,  it  is  a  much 
better  absorbent  than  either  wool  or 
silk  and  Is,  therefore,  to  be  recom- 
mended in  preference  to  either — for 
winter  as  well  as  for  summer.  The 
fact  that  you  will  not  readily  become 
overheated  with  cotton  a.s  with  wool 
or  silk  is  very  greatly  in  its  favor;  for 
overheating,  as  has  been  shown, 
means  reaction  and  reaction  under 
such  conditions  results  in  less  resLsting 
force. 

I  am  strongly  of  the  opinion  that 
better  than  wool,  better  than  silk,  bet- 
ter than  cotton,  as  far  as  the  health  of 
the  human  body  is  concerned,  would 
be  no  underwear  at  all.  But,  in  conse- 
quence of  the  unhygienic  condition 
caused  by  the  body  coming  in  contact 
with  the  clothing  which  admits  of  no 
regular  change,  I  can  truly  say,  after 
years  of  experience,  better  than  any 
of  the  foregoing,  more  hygienic  and 
producing  the  best  physical  condition, 
is  the  wearing  of  linen  mesh,  summer 
and   winter. 

It  resolves  Itself  into  this — what  Is 


most  needed  and  most  to  be  com- 
mended in  the  way  of  underwear  is  a 
fabric  that  will  take  up  the  moisture 
most  quickly  and  give  it  up  most  rap- 
idly.    What  is  it?     Linen. 

LINEN    UNDERWEAR. 

You  need  take  no  one's  word  for 
this,  but  can  satisfy  yourself  as  to  the 
correctness  of  my  theory  by  making 
the  following  tests,  viz.:  (1)  Take  a 
piece  each  of  woolen,  silken,  cotton 
and  linen  fabric  and,  after  wetting 
them  thoroughly,  place  them  in  the 
sun  or  air  to  dry.  Note  the  difference 
in  the  time  required  and  you  will  find 
it  to  be  the  exact  reverse  of  the  order 
given  thus  favoring  linen.  (2)  Wash 
the  hands  and  face  and  then  use  wool- 
en, silken,  cotton  and  linen,  respect- 
ively, in  lieu  of  the  ordinary  towel. 
Again  you  will  declare  in  favor  of 
linen.  The  proofs  i  nthese  two  tests 
are  conclusive. 

You  can  now  readily  determine  how 
each  of  these  fabrics,  when  used  as 
undergarments,  absorb  tnd  evaporate 
the  moisture  of  the  body.  If  you  want 
to  get  health  and  keep  health  you  will 
take  the  advice  of  that  greatest  of  all 
law-givers  and  hygienists,  .Moses, 
whose  laws  provided  especially  for 
cleanliness  and  who  recognized  the 
purity  and  healthfulness  of  linen  un- 
derwear and  the  very  reverse  of  wool- 
en. "They  shall  be  clothed  with  linen 
garments,  and  no  wool  shall  come  up- 
on them.  •  •  •  They  shall  not  gird 
themselves  with  anything  that  causeth 
sweat."      (Ezekial   44:17.    18.) 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  wear- 
ing of  linen  is  not  a  new  idea.  As  a 
fabric  to  be  worn  next  to  the  skin  it 
Is  the  oldest  known,  antedating,  as  it 
does,  the  Christian  era.  The  new- 
ness, or  improvement  is  in  its  form 
(meshed)    and    preparation. 

Any  porous  garment,  of  whatever 
material,  is  w-armer  in  winter  and 
cooler  in  summer  than  the  same  fab- 
ric in  close  or  solid  material.  Even  a 
loosely  knitted  woolen  shawl  will  keep 
one  much  warmer  than  a  smooth  one 
containing  the  same  amount  of  wool. 
The  protective  feature  of  any  clothing 
depends  upon  its  air-holding  capacity 
or  porosity.  A  calm  layer  of  air  is  the 
best  non-conductor  of  heat;  hence,  the 
aid  held  within  the  meshes  of  a  porous 
garment  will  prevent  the  rapid  loss  of 
heat  which  takes  place  when  plain, 
smooth   fabrics  are   worn. 

Linen  when  first  put  on  may  give 
the  impression  of  chilliness,  but  this 
impression  is  short-lived,  as  it  passes 
off  almost  immediately  and  leaves  the 
skin  aglow  with  an  indescribable  feel- 
ing, moreover,  it  Is  absolutely  non-irri- 
tating and  for  those  to  whom  wool  is 
a  torment,  linen  is  a  blessing.  Still 
another  thing  in  its  favor  is  the  fact 
that  it  is  adapted  to  all  climatic  con- 
ditions— from  coldest  Russia  to  hottest 
Africa.  Here  we  have  an  indisputable 
corroborative  testimony  from  thesi 
climate  extremes;  a  noted  writer  (Mr. 
I.  Hapgood)  claims  that  "very  few 
Russians  wear  anything  but  linen  un- 
derwear next  to  the  body,  and  foreign- 
ers who  have  been  accustomed  to  the 
wearing  of  flannels  are  forced  to  aban- 
don them  in  Russia."  On  the  other 
hand,  our  well-known  and  much-loved 
Ira  D.  Sankey,  when  in  Cairo.  Egypt, 
wrote  to  a  friend:     "I  find  iintn  mesh 
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underwear  the  most  delightful  and  sat- 
isfactory for  this  climate." 

You  can  change  :/our  heavy  woolen 
underwear  to  linen  mesh  in  midwinter 
and  need  have  no  fear  of  "catch'ng 
cold." 

The  sooner  a  child  is  put  into  linen 
mesh  underclothing,  the  better  for  its 
health  and  comfort.  Much  of  the  rest- 
lessness for  which  children  are  blamed 
is  the  fault  of  the  ilchy,  uncomfortable 
and  absolutely  unhj-glenic  under- 
clothing which  they  are  forced  to  wear. 

All  authorities  on  matters  of  hygiene 
fully  agree  that  the  absorption  as  well 
as  the  elimination  of  moisture  takes 
place  proportionately-  quicker  with  lin- 
en than  with  wool,  slk  or  cotton;  there- 
fore the  consensus  of  opinion  is  in  fav- 
or of  linen. 

Let  me  give  you  the  opinion  of  two 
old-timers:  Hippocrates,  the  father  of 
medicine,  said:  "Pure  linen  should  be 
worn  next  to  the  slcin."  Apuleius,  an 
old  Ri"»man  author:  "Wool,  the  secre- 
tion of  a  sluggish  body,  was  deemed  to 
be  profane  attire  e\en  in  the  times  of 
Orpheus  and  Pythagoras;  but  flax, 
that  cleanest  production  of  the  fleM, 
is  used  for  the  innei*  clothing  of  man.' 

If  your  family  physician  objects  to 
the  use  of  linen  as  underwear  (possi- 
bly he  has  not  given  the  subject  much 
serious  thought),  cell  his  attention  to 
the  decision  render?d  by  eminent  M. 
Dis,  three  of  whom  I  take  pleasure  In 
Quoting: 

"I  feel  that  I  owe  an  apology  to 
every  man.  woman  and  child  in  my 
practice,  upon  whon  I  was  instrument- 
al in  placing  \voolen  underwear, 
whether  in  health  or  disease." — L.  f^. 
D.  Judd,  to  the  Climatological  asso- 
ciation of  New  York  City. 

"For  15  years  I  have  been  fighting 
the  battle  of  linen  against  every  kind 
of  prejudice  and  cpposition.  I  have 
induced  people  of  i  lore  than  80  years 
of  age  to  make  the  change  from  flan- 
nel (wool)  to  linen,  and  never  yift  sav; 
any  of  the  results  so  dreaded.  It  may 
be  safely  taken  for  granted  that  any- 
one who  has  honestly  tried  linon  un- 
derwear will  keep  tD  it  for  the  rest  of 
his  days." — Dr.  J.  L.  Milton,  senior 
surgeon,  St.  John's  hospital,  London, 
England. 

"I  am  not  arguin?  from  theory,  but 
from  practice — prac  ice  in  the  case  of 
myself,  my  child,  my  brother,  my 
friends  and  my  pa  lents.  I  have  put 
some  seventy  patients  in  linen  mesh 
underwear,  and  in  not  one  single  in- 
stance have  I  had  cause  to  regret  it 
oi  had  a  word  of  complaint  from  a 
patient.  They  invariably  declare  thty 
would  not  return  to  wool  for  anything. 
They  wear  fewer  wi'aps,  lighter  clothes 
and,  what  is  more,  they  cease  to  have 
'colds.'  I  have  changed  the  under- 
wear of  children  7,  8  and  9  years  old, 
and  of  men  above  60,  on  our  coldest 
winter  days,  and  so  far  without  bad 
eflect."— Dr.  C.  P.  Ambler,  Ashevilie, 
N.  C,  to  medical  society. 

Thus  it  will  be  sc'-n  that  the  medical 
men  of  today,  the  up-to-date  medical 
men,  are  abandoninj?  the  woolen  theory 
as  they  have  abandoned  blue  mass, 
calomel  and  other  vile  drugs.  Even- 
tuallj'  the  universal  verdict  will  be  for 
linen  underwear. 


ally  the  steam  pressure  at  everj*  in- 
stant. The  constriction  of  this  little 
mechanical  artist  is  simple  and  in- 
teresting. It  consists  of  two  steel 
cylinders  and  a  small  moveable  arm.

Around  this  second 
cylinder  the  operator  fastens  a  sheet  of 
paper,  and  as  it  revolves  the  end  of  the 
arm  like  a  pencil,  forced  up  and  down 
by  the  increa.sing  aid  decreasing  pres- 
sure, draws  a  figure  indicative  of  th'^ 
pressure.  The  whole  process  is  really 
something  like  the  lmpos.sible  feat  of 
photographing  a  condition,  and  so  far 
as  speed  goes  the  in«licator  is  not  far  be- 
hind the  camera  as  it  can  produce  one 
of  the  diagrams  in  a  fifth  of  a  second  or 
less — which  means  a  good  deal  of  hust- 
ling for  the  operate  r  who  must  put  on 
and  remove  the  sh-^ets  of  paper,  keep 
them  from  blowing  awa>,  observe  oil 
consumption  and  speed  of  revolutions.

timber  pier  at  the  entrance  of  the  har- 
bor, shows  the  wr.ckage  of  the 
schtener  Nirvana  and  the  schooner 
Galelea,  which  was  al.so  beached  at 
that  point  during  the  storm  on  LaKe 
Superior,  Oct.  20  last.  The  picture  was 
takt  n  about  si.x  hours  after  the  Nir- 
vana went  ashore,  and  the  debris  can 
be  seen  scattered  over  a  considerable  [ 
area  of  the  beach,  on  both  sides  of  the 
sand  fence-  \vlii<  h  the  gove^rnni'.iit  is 
building  outside  the  harbor. 

The  picture  gives  an  excellent  idea 
of  the  completnes.s  of  the  wreck,  for 
the  beach  was  simply  strewn  with 
hatchways,  broken  portions  of  timbers 
and  spars  and  sections  of  the  ribs,  the  ;

New  York,  Oct.  28. —  (Special  to  The 
Herald.) — Wherever  one  turns  now- 
adays, it  seems  to  be  only  to  hear  or 
read  of  some  new  record  of  speed  or 
daring  or  both.  Everj-thing  drives  on 
at  high  pressure — some  well-known 
man  drops  dead  from  over  speeding,  a 
hor.se  trots  a  mile  in  the  fastest  time 
yet,  trains  are  rushing  acro.ss  the  coun- 
try at  a  mile  a  minute,  automobiles 
and  motor  boats  are  dashing  up  and 
down  by  land  and' sea  while  embroynic 
air.ships  are  striving  to  surpass  them. 
Each  and  all,  on  every  side,  strive  to 
get  from  one  point  to  another  a  little 
more  quickly  than  before,  not  so  much 
through  any  desire  for  a  change  of 
physical  basis  as  through  a  mania  for 
excitement. 

Possibly,   so   far  as  risk   ©f  life   and 
limb  are   concerned,   the  pursuits  fol- 
lowed for  pleasure's  sake  come  first; 
but  another  means  of  travel  as  excit- 
ing as  any,  though  free  from  risk,  has 
lately   come   about   as  a   result   of  the 
growth  of  railroad  science.  This  form 
of  excitement   is     one     which     comes 
from    riding    across    the    country    at 
seventy-five  miles  an  hour,  seated  on 
the  cylinder  of  a   locomotive — a  loca- 
tion  affording   little   more   room    than 
the    brake    beam    which    is    patronized 
by    the    tramp.      At   first   glance    there 
i  appears  to  be  no  reason   why  anyone 
should  ride  on  the  cylinder  of  an  en- 
{glne  when  there  are  cars  for  all.  This 
1  means   of  travel   is,   in   fact,   new   and 
j  little  known — so  little  known  that  peo- 
ple living  along  the  lines  of  the  New 
I  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  railroad 
j  in    Southern    New    England    may   have 
'  wondered,  if  they  have  noticed  it,  why 
j  the  little  wooden  box,  open  at  the  top 
;  and  back,  had  been  set  over  the  cylin- 
der  of  an   occasional   locomotive,   and 
i  w  hat  the  man  perched  inside  could  be 
so  busily  engaged  in  doing. 

This  device,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  was 
instituted  by  the  New  Haven  road  not 
as  a  means  of  affording  novel  excite- 
ment for  its  employes,  but  to  conduct 
a  series  of  experiments  calculated  to 
give  the  information  necessar>'  for  the 
specifications  for  the  new  electric  loc- 
omotive v.hich  the  road  is  purchasing, 
and  also  to   determine  accurately   the 


'  efllciency  of  steam  locomotives  and  the 
I  amount   of   horsepower      necessary      to 
I  move  a  pssenger  train  from  New  York 
to  Boston. 

I      "How  many  horses — or  rather  their 
I  power — are    needed    to    move    a    train 
Ithis  distance  at  a  given  speed?" — this 
lis  the  eiuestion  which  the  New  Haven 
jottlcials  asked  of  their  mechanical  de- 
'  partment.  and  the  mechanical  depart- 
'  ment   began   to  collect  data  necessary 
for  its  solution.     To  get  these  data  it 
I  was   necessarj-   to   have   precise   infor- 
mation   as    to    the    amount    of    steam 
j  used,  as  well  as  to  the  running  expense 
at  various  speeds,  exact  accemnt  being  j 
kept  of  all  fuel,  water  and  oil  used.        I 
[     The  matter  of  expense  was  easily  de-  | 
termined,  for  having  taken  the  weight ! 
of  the  train — tables  showing  the  weights  j 
I  of  all  cars  are  on  record  at  New  Haven  t 
— the  weight  of  coal,   water  and  oil  at  j 
the    beginning     of     the    lun,    and    the  i 
weights  of  supplies  at  the  end  of  the  run 
— having  these  figtires  the  investigator 
possessed  one-half  the  data.      But     ne  ! 
still  needed  information  as  to  the  steam. 
First,   a   wooden   box   about   five   feet 
'  high,    three    feet    wide    and    eight    feet 
j  long,  open  at  the  bottom  and  top  and 
back,  was  firmly  fastened  with-the  bot- 
tom of  its  edges  resting  on  the  top  e>f 
the  steam   chest,  or  upper  part  of  the 
1  cylinder.     This   protected    the   observer 
on    his    narrow    perch.      Without    it    he 
would   have    to   hang   on    by   his    very 
teeth,  but  seated  inside  it  he  is  as  free 
to    perform    his    labor    as    though    en- 
sconced in  a  cab — although  he  can  hear 
i  the   wind,    set   up   by   the  speed   of   tlie 
I  train,    ru.shing    by    overhead    with    the 
force  of  a  tornado. 

After  this  snug  little  house  has  been 
made  ready  for  its  occupant,  certain 
other  preparations  were  in  order.  A 
rigging  was  arranged  by  the  aid  of 
which  an  arm  fastened  to  the  piston 
rod — the  great  rod  that  turns  the  drive 
wheels — registered  in  its  movements 
back  and  forth  their  eveiy  revolution 
on  a  little  machine  sometliing  like  a 
cyclometer.  The  most  important  bit  of 
furnishing,  however,  in  this  oddly  lo- 
cated house,  was  the  steam  indicator 
itself,  a  very  intelligent  and  active  little 
machine  which,  by  pictures  that  it 
draws  at  the  rate  of  perhaps  five  a 
second,  indicates  exactly  and  graphic- 


grams  reveal  Is  that  a  higher  pressure 
is  exerted  when  a  train  is  moving 
slowly  than  when  it  is  at  top  speed.  One 
would  naturally  suppose  that  more 
speed  meant  more  pressure,  but  at  high 
speed  the  piston  moves  so  rapidly  that 
the  steam  has  not  time  to  exert  its  full 
expansive  power;  it  is  literally  unable 
to  catch  up  with  itself. 

The  diagrams  and  figures  at  the  end 
of  each  run  have  been  turned  In  at  the 
offices  in  New  Haven.  Not  only  were 
hundreds  of  indicator  diagrams  fur- 
nished, but  also  figures  as  to  the  speed 
which  the  train  was  running,  obtained 
from  tlie  little  machine  which  recorded 
the  number  of  revolutions  of  the  driv- 
ers per  minute:  figures  as  to  coal, 
water  and  oil  consumption,  and  figures 
taken  by  an  operator  in  the  cab  of  the 
engine,  showing  the  various  state's  of 
pressure  as  taken  from  the  gauges 
during  all  periods  of  the  run.  From 
most  of  these  figures  even  the  laymen 
could  arrive  at  the  desired  result,  but 
the  curitms  little  drawing  shaped  like 
a  figure  eight  which  the  steam  indi- 
cator in  the  little  house  over  the 
cylinder  produces  would  be  really 
meaningless  to  any  but  the  engineer. 
To  him  it  is  M  99ghat  svkgvyb  D  D  D 
To  him  it  is  the  expression  of  the 
amount  of  pressure  exerted  over  a 
given  area,  and  this  area  is  deter- 
mined by  means  of  an  instrument  so 
intelligent  as  to  seem  more  than  hu- 
man. 

This  little  instrument,  known  as  the 
planimeter,  is  of  the  same  shape  and 
general  appearance  as  the  compass 
which  is  used  by  the  mechanical 
draftsman  in  his  work,  with  one  ex- 
ception, that  at  the  point  where  the 
two  legs  join  there  is  a  small  numbered 
dial,  much  like  the  fact  of  a  watch, 
upon  which  revolves  a  single  hand. 
When  the  indicator  diagrams  are  to 
be  figured  out,  they  are  laid  upon  a 
drawing  board.  One  end  of  one  arm 
of  the  planimeter  is  fastened  at  one 
point  on  this  board  by  means  of  a 
pin,  while  the  small  point  on  the  end. 
of  the  other  arm  is  traced  around  the 
outline  of  the  figure.  As  this  tracing 
is  done  the  hand  on  the  dial  mov-es 
back  and  forth,  and  when  the  work  is 
completeel  points  to  a  figure  wliich  ex- 
presses exactly  in  sejuare  inclies  the 
area  of  the  diagram  in  question.

shape  that  the  planimeter  cannot  give 
its  area  almost  in  the  tw  inkling  of  an 
eye.  Where  it  would  take  a  human 
being  moments,  or  perhaps  hours,  to 
figure  out  such  an  area,  the  plani- 
meter does  it  almost  while  he  is  sharp- 
ening his  pencil,  and  it  never  makes  a 
mistake. 

Having   determined    the     area     over 

which  the  steam  pressure  was  exerted, 
and  knowing  fre>m  other  data  just 
what  that  pressure  was  at  all  times, 
the  railroael  engineer  has  little  diffi- 
culty in  arriving  at  tlie  .solutions  of 
the  problem  which  the  New  Haven 
road  has  been  seeking  to  ascertain, 
the  horsepower  exerted  during  a  run  of 
any  length.  ; 

The  railroad  in  conducting  these  ex- 
periments will  not  only  for  the  first 
time  determine  absolutely  ana  min- 
utely just  what  power  is  neces»>ary  to 
move  a  train  of  any  weight  be  tween 
any  two  points,  but  it  has  also  de- 
veloped an  entirely  new  form  ot  travel 
and  excitement.

They 
are  adored  Isy  every  kind  and  condition 
of  man  who  encounters  her.  and  her 
choice  of  one  to  marry  is  always  the 
outcome  of  some  dramatic,  romantic  and 
phenomic  adventure  in  impersonation. 
The  Misses  Malloy  and  Davis  player  maid 
is  the  actress  known  in  the  annals  of 
Drury  Lane  as  Mistress  Hallam,  but  it 
appears  now  that  she  was  a  Duchess  of 
Roxbury,  and  that  her  ante-nuptial  ex- 
ploit was  to  take  the  place  of  a  girl  who 
had  betrothed  herself  to  him  unseen.  Of 
course  she  practiced  the  deceit  to  punish 
him  for  an  insult,  of  course  it  developed 
amorously,  and  of  course  she  brought  the 
scoffer  to  her  feet  with  an  offer  of  wed- 
lock.

Do  you  know  Eva  Tanguay  and  Elfie 
Fay,  which  is  which,  or  are  they  two  In 
one  In  your  mind?.  They  are  monkey- 
shiners  and  much  alike  in  size,  shape  and 
comeliness;  similarly  they  have  less  grace 
than  violence  and  more  tomboy  deviltry 
than  womanly  charm;  and  simultaneously 
they  have  come  from  the  road  into  town 
with  their  antics  fitted  into  musical 
farces.  After  seeing  Eva  one  day  and 
Eltie  the  next,  I  shall  be  able  for  a  while 
to  think  of  them  as  separate  beings.  Eva 
is  the  one  who  wears  a  skirt  almost  as 
tight  as  her  corset  to  dance  In,  so  tliat 
her  exercises  are  .as  anatomical  as  a  cir- 
cus gymnast's.  She  does  that,  and  all  tlie 
otiier"  things  she  knows,  in  "The  Sambo 
Girl."  Elfie  is  the  one  who  inherited  a 
set  of  gestures  and  grimaces  from  her 
father.  Hugh  Fay,  and  uses  them  in  the 
caricaturing  of  loafer  girjs.  She  utilizes 
all  of  her  comic  tricks,  Including  that  of 
twisting  her  pretty  face  Into  an  ape's,  in 
"The  Belle  of  Avenue  A."  Curiously,  the 
titles  of  Eva  and  Elfie's  plays  come 
from  songs  which  Blanch  Ring  once  sang.

New 
York  has  a  municipal  campaign  In  pro- 
eresd.  Tlie  ttrst  audience  contained  hun- 
dreds of  Tammany  men.  from  big  bosse- 
to  small  workers,  and  they  all  applauded 
with  might  and  main.

Fritz  is  In  Tammany  politics  ostensibly, 

but  more  effectually  he  is  in  musico-farcl- 
cal  activity.  The  show  is  in  the  manner 
of  native  extravaganza,  but  it  is  meant 
to  make  a  new  Joe  Emmett  of  Joe  Caw- 
thorne in  a  -series  of  Fritz  plays  by  John 
J.  McNally.  To  that  end  Cawthorne  sings 
to  and  dances  with  the  children.  That 
Introduces  a  strange  element  into  stase 
beauty  shows,  for  the  youngsters  are 
not  only  two  or  three  for  Cawthorne  to 
pet,  Emmett-Olcott-Mack  fashion,  but  are 
long  lines  of  girls  of  6  to  10  who  chorus 
and  caper  with  the  girls  of  16  to  40,  dupli- 
cating tliem  in  miniature  as  to  frequent 
changes  of  costume  and  in  all  their  artful 
co<iuetrlcs.  There  are  some  little  boys, 
too,  and  one  of  them  plays  a  tongh  newsy 
so  well  that  Ada  Lewis  is  in  danger  of 
obliteration,  ht-r  caricature  being  famil- 
iar and  his  a  novelty.  However,  Miss 
Lewis'  personation  of  a  manicure  girl, 
employ td  in  a  Fifth  a%enue  shop  yet  re- 
taining the  manners  of  the  Bowery,  is  a 
jolly  freshening  up  of  the  character  which 
made  her  famous  away  back  in  the  days 
of  Harrigan-  and  Hart.  A  girl  friend, 
whose  nails  she  Is  polishing,  asks  which 
Bex  she'd  rather  work  on. 

"Oh,  gents  pay  belter,"  she  replies,  "but 
with  Ladies  I  don't  have  to  be  so  foolish."

No  audience  has  laughed  more  at 
Shakespearean  comedy  than  one  did.  on 
Monday  night,  when  PMward  H.  Sot  hern 
aimfd  a  leg  of  mutton  at  Julia  Marlowe's 
head  and  lan<Ud  it  at  the  head  of  a  hand- 
some woman  in  the  stage  box.  That  mis- 
hap came  as  the  climax  to  a  more  prodi- 
gal use  of  "props"  than  the  Elizabethan 
stage  ever  saw.  However,  Soth^rn  and 
Marlowe  need  not  defend  their  course 
with  "The  Taming  of  the  Shrew,"  for 
that  i>lay  is  commonly  tampered  with  in 
I)erformance  and  may  have  been  clo-wn- 
Ish  In  the  representations  directed  by 
Shakespeare  him.self.

New  York,  Oct.  28.— To  those  who  are 
mindful  of  the  unvarnished  facts  of  Irv- 
ing's  life  there  is  something  disquieting 
about  the  chorus  of  unmeasured  praise 
that  has  arisen  to  acclaim  his  memory. 
For  all  the  formal  dignity  of  what  he 
has  said  in  public  he  had  long  made  It 
evident  that  he  regarded  his  career  as  in 
a  certain  high  sense  a  failure.  To  the 
interets  of  the  English  drama  he  gave 
the  tireless  energies  of  half  a  century, 
the  unflinching  devotion  of  an  austere 
and  noble  mind— only  to  be  virtually  de- 
serted by  the  intelligent  public,  and  see 
tho  fabric  he  had  reared,  the  memorable 
Lyceum  theater,  sold  out  and  converted 
into  a  music  hall.  Less  than  two  days 
before  his  death,  at  a  public  luncheon 
as  a  guest  of  the  mayor  of  Bradford,  he 
pleaded  eloquently,  as  he  had  so  often 
pleaded  before,  for  the  public  recognition 
and  support  of  the  theater  as  a  prime 
factor  in  public  education.  But  all  that 
he  achieved  and  all  his  earnest  entreaties 
have  proved  futile. 

Now  that  he  is  dead,  less  than  ever  Is 
there  any   thought  of  effecting   his   cher- 
ished project.     The  art  which  is  greatest 
of  all,   and  most  potent  for  good— the  art 
upon  which  rests  our  chief  claim  to  glory 
as  a  people— remains  what  it  has  always 
been,    a   Cinderella   that   lacks    the    touch 
of   the   divining   wand    to   bring   It    to   its 
own.      Meantime    we   delight    our   shallow 
and  unseeing   souls   by   overpraising   him 
as  an  artist,  and  plan  to  rear  monuments 
to   the   man   whose  inmost  wish   was   not 
for  himself,   but  for  the  art  to  which   he 
gave   all    his    labors   and   all    his    fortune.  1 1^ 
It  is  a  way  the  world  has,  and  it  is  cal-    « 
cnlated   to  make  a   cynic   of  the   mildest.    © 
When   the  generation  that   had  neslected    © 
our  soldiers   and   sailor3%during   the   Civil  j  w 
war  was  busy  dedicating  the  monuments  {  w 
to   the  dead  with  all  the  vapid  grandilo-  i  © 
Quence  of  Fourth  of  July  oratory,   Long- 
fellow suggested  an  Inscription  for  those 
evidences    of    human    and    artictic    mon- 
strosity—"They  asked  for  bread,  and  we 
gave  them  a  stone."     Nothing  i-emains  in 
tjie  present   instance  but   that  a  genera- 
tion ignorant  alike  of  sculpture  and  the 
drama    raise    a    statute    of    Henry    Irving 
among  other  like  libels  upon  humanity  in 
Westminster  and   dedicate   it   with   pious 
mendacities.

We  cannot  pay  our  unpaid  debt  to  the 
living  liy  praising  the  dead  for  virtues 
they  did  not  possess.  "In  so  far  as  the 
printed  records  of  the  stage  to  enable 
a  studious  observer  to  judge,"  writes  Wil- 
liam Winter,  "Irving  was  the  greatest 
actor  that  ever  lived,  for  there  is  no 
record  of  any  man  who  has  played  so 
many  parts  of  the  highest  order,  and 
rather  summary  dismissal,  to  say  the 
least,  of  such  masters  of  Impersonation 
as  Coauelin  In  France,  Novelli  in  Italy 
and  Sonnenthal  In  Austria.  But  grant- 
ing that  the  remark  was  intended  to  ap- 
ply only  to  the  Englisli  stage,  what  has 
become  of  David  Garrick? 

And  since  when  has  the  variety  of  an 
actor's  powers  been  the  sole  test  of  his 
greatness?  In  all  other  acts  achievement 
is  measured  by  height  as  well  as  breadth. 
It  may  even  be  maintained  that  as  a 
final  criterion  the  intensity  of  an  artist's 
powers  are  more  imiiortant  than  their 
variety.  Voltaire,  who  w;us  excellent  in 
all  branches  in  literature.  Is  of  less  im- 
portance in  tlio  history  of  letters  than 
Moliere,  whose  single  achievement  was 
in  comedi'.  Leonardo,  that  marvel  of 
versatility,  even  in  the  Renaissance,  Is 
of  less  moment  than  Rapheal,  the  mere 
painter.  Granting  for  the  moment  Irv- 
Ing's  versatility— and  that  is  a  hard  thing 
to  grant  in  tlie  case  of  an  actor  wlio 
had  such  marked  peculiarities,  w.as  al- 
ways so  much  himself— Is  it  quite  clear 
that  he  deserves  to  outrank  Edwin 
Booth  and  Salvini?  The  Hamlet  of  the 
one  and  the  Othello  of  the  other  are 
achievements    far    above    tlie    powers    of 


place.    The  dominant  note  In  Irs-ing's  art 

was  not  so  much  dramatic  as  picturesque. 

•     *     • 

Closely  allied  to  the  externality  of  his 
methods  as  an  actor  was  his  predisposi- 
tion to  elaborate  scenic  effects.  An  artist 
strong  in  the  essential  might  of  his  art 
knows  very  well  that  whatever  tends  to 
distract  attention  from  his  bearing,  his 
face  and  his  voice  weakens  his  hold  upon 
his  audience.  Both  Colley  Cibber  and 
Joseph  Jefferson,  the  two  great  authori- 
ties on  their  art  in  the  English  tongue, 
are  emphatic  on  this  point.  But  Irving 
not  only  lacked  the  power  to  hold  his  au- 
dience "by  legritimale  means,  but  required 
a  compelling  atmo.spherlc  environment  to 
distract  attention  from  Ijiis  peculiarities 
of  voice  and  physique.  I^  was  fortunate 
for  him  that  his  public  had  been  pre- 
pared by  Boucciault,  Robertson  and  the. 
Bancrofts   to   relish  atmospheric  realism. 

For  Shakespeare  Iti  was  perhaps  not 
quite  so  fortunate.  Irving's  services  to 
the  great  dramatist  Jiave  been  vastly 
overestimated.  In  rejectlr«  the  crude  ver- 
sions of  the  plays  which  so  long  held  the 
stage  he  had  been  preceded  by  Booth, 
and  what  he  did  In  the  way  of  scenic  il- 
lustration  was  not  always  of  advantage. 

Very  different  is  the  fate  of  actors  who 
excel  in  the  essentials  of  their  art.  No 
one  ever  acclaimed  Edwin  Booth  as  intel- 
lectual. His  scenery  was  generally  rag- 
ged   and    battered,    his    costumes    cheap; 


ston.  But  his  plastique  was  such  that, 
as  was  once  remarked,  he  made  Greek 
sculptures  all  about  the  stage;  his  face 
was  mobile  in  varied  expression,  his  voice 
pure  gold.  The  effects  he  created  were 
more  than  picturesque;  they  were  dra- 
matic, and  the  public  that  had  loved  him 
in  his  prime  stood  by  him  in  his  age;  even 
when  his  powers  of  mind  and  body  were 
toppling  toward  decay. 
•  •  • 
But  though  Irving's  resources  as  an 
actor  were  limited  he  had  qualities  or 
the  highest.  Ill  calculated  as  his  stage 
effects  were  in  essentials  they  were 
always  dominated  by  an  imagination 
at  once  vigorous  and  restrained.  Grant- 
ed the  effect  he  Intended  he  never  over- 
shot the  mark  by  useless  elaboration  or 
fell  short  of  it  for  lack  of  skillful  In- 
vention. To  say  that  he  was  always  the 
gentleman  is  vastly  to  understate  the 
case.  W'hatever  he  did  was  inspired  by 
moral  austerity  and  Indwelling  spirit- 
ual grace.  To  see  him  in  whatever  he 
did  purified  and  ennobled.  And  there 
was  an  aura  upon  his  Malvolio,  as  well 
as  on  his  Becket.  This  is  a  ,  noble 
gift,  but  even  in  Its  highest  manifesta- 
tions it  often  fell  short  of  Intrinsic 
passion  and  power;  and  Is,  therefore, 
not  to  be  taken  as  the  prime  gift  of  a 
tragedian. 

Irving's  greatest  claim  to  our  memory 
is  In  his  personal  character— the  un- 
bending loftiness  of  his  devotion  to 
his  art.  Even  If  he  had  felt  that  his 
methods  as  a  stage  manager  Impaired 
the  force  of  his  Shakespearean  reper- 
tory It  Is  doubtful  whether,  being  what 
he  was,  he  could  have  done  better  with 
better  means— and  It  Is  certain  that  he 
never  felt  It.  If  he  declined  In  his 
later  years  upon  Sardou,  -nothing  is 
more  evident  than  that  he  sorely  need- 
ed the  money.  It  is  thoroughly  In 
keeping  that  he  was  the  first  English 
actor  to  be  raised  to  knighthood.  He 
was  an  actor  above  fear  and  above 
reproach. 

Perhaps  the  strongest  evidence  of  his 
devotion  to  his  art  Is  the  persistent  so- 
licitude with  which  In  his  later  years 
he  sought  to  establish  it  as  a  per- 
manent national  Institution— as  it  Is 
established  in  all  other  civilized  coun- 
tries. He  never  expressed  his  views 
better  than  in  his  final  speech  at  Brad- 
ford: "When  I  plead  for  the  Inclusion 
of  the  theater  among  municipal  Institu- 
tions It  Is  largely  because  I  believe 
that  by  this  means  the  standard  of  true 
dr.ama  would  be  successfully  upheld. 
Money  Is  spent  In  this  country  like 
water  on  a  great  variety  of  philan- 
thropic and  educational  objects?, 
scholarships  are  founded  for  the  pur- 
suit of  learning  and  handsome  endow- 
ments are  mside  for  schools  of  painting 
and  colleges  of  music,  but  who  among 
you  ever  dreams  of  endowing  the- 
aters? I  am  sure  the  time  will  come 
when  the  theater  will  be  regarded  as 
necessary  to  a  liberal  education.  May- 
be in  years  to  come  our  countrymen 
will  scarcely  understand  how  In  our 
times  so  potent  an  Instrument  for 
good  or  111  as  the  stage  was  left»en- 
tlrely  outside  the  sphere  of  public  ad- 
ministration." 

It  Is  well  to  bury  Sir  Henry  In  West- 
minster, beside  the  body  of  David  Gar- 
rick. But  if  we  are  truly  reverent  to 
his  memory  we  shall  commemorate  It 
in  a  theater  which  shall  at  once  be  a 
school  for  genius  In  its  youth  and  a 
fertile  field  for  the  best  efforts  of  its 
maturity.

sy had  a  warm  spot  In  their  hearts  for 
Cool  Burgess,  who  died  at  his  home  in 
Toronto  last  week  at  the  ripe  age  of 
65.  Mention  of  his  name  recalls  to  the 
survivinug  thousands  on  the  American 
continent  who  have  seen  and  heard  him 
before  the  footlights,  Incidents  of  his  per- 
formances that  will  force  the  return  of 
the  laughter  of  long  ago,  only  to  die  In 
sighs  of  regret  that  he  Is  gone  with 
otlier   cherished    memories. 

The  changes  through  which  negro 
minstrelsy  has  passed  since  its  advent, 
long  before  the  war,  when  its  aim  was 
to  picture  to  the  people  the  slave  lifo 
of  the  South,  are  many.  Rough  and 
uncouth  would  seem  now  the  perform- 
ances of  early  days,  but  to  those  day.s 
must  l>e  credited  the  songs  which  seem 
to  possess  the  elements  of  life  as  well 
as  a  certain  influence  which  has  affect- 
ed not  only  all  American  music,  but  all 
jjopular  music  in  English  speaking 
lands.  The  walk  around  is  gone,  or  sur- 
vives In  form  so  changed  that  it  Is 
hardly  recognized.  The  Essence  of  Old 
Virginny  appears  no  more  on  the  play 
tills.  Even  the  stump  speech  seems  to 
have  passed  away  of  late  years  and 
minstrels  arc  now  black-face  perform- 
ers of  every  kind,  the  specialties  not 
necessarily  having  anything  character- 
istic of  the   negro  about   them.

It  Is  not  Irving's  Lear  that   lives   most    

vitally  in  remembrance— not  even  his  minstrelsy  away  back  Into  the  '50s, 
Hamlet.  Vivid  as  his  tragic  perform- 
ances were,  and  often  illuminating,  they 
never  commanded  universal— perhaps  not 
even  general— love  and  admiration.  Ham- 
let held  the  stage  2"»  nights— a  phenome- 
nal run  at  that  time;  but  a  part  of  the 
interest  in  it  sprang  from  the  discussion 
it  aroused  by  those  who  abhorred  it.

The  playgoer  who  consults  his  memory 
will  find,  I  feel  confident,  that  the  most

"What  is  the  present  condition  of  the 
Methodist  church  in  Duluth  and  the 
country  at  large,  and  what  does  the 
church  most  need?"  was  the  question 
propoiuided  to  some  of  the  miui.iitcrs  of 
the  city  this  week. 

"More  religion,"  said  Rev.  M.  S.  Rice 
of  the  First  Methodist  church,  and  "a 
constructive  restatement  of  our  beliefs 
and  a  renewal  of  confidence  in  the 
possibility  of  vital  contact  between 
Christian  truth  and  the  individual  life." 
said  Kev.  John  W.  Powell  of  tlio  Eu- 
dion   Methodist   church. 

With  a  membership  that  represents 
about  one-tenth  of  the  population  of 
the  city,  the  Methodi.st  church  is  one 
of  the  most  powerful  organizations  in 
the  city. 

There  are  eleven  churches  in  all 
wiiere  the  Methodist  religion  is 
preached  in  Duluth  at  the  present  time, 
and  these  are  scattered  about  the  city 
in  such  a  manner  that  practically 
every  section  is  provided  with  a  build- 
ing where  tho  Methodist  faith  is 
taught. 

The  religious  revival  which  started 
in  Wales,  a  year  or  two  ago.  and  which 
has  spread  through  England  and 
many  parts  of  this  cjuntry,  has  been 
felt  in  Duluth,  and  the  visit  oi  liev. 
James  Grey  to  this  city  and  the  forma- 
tion of  a  large  Bible  class,  was  the 
beginning  of  a  general  evangelistic 
movement,  which  promises  to  be  wide- 
spread in  Duluth  this  winter.  Already 
arrangements  have  been  made  to  bring 
Principal  Patton  of  Princetpn  univer- 
sity to  the  city  for  a  series  of  five  lec- 
tures, and  other  prominent  thinkers  on 
theological  subjects  will  lecture  in  Du- 
luth this  winter. 

This  being  the  case,  the  present  con- 
dition of  the  different  religious  organ- 
izations in  Duluth,  their  needs  and 
their  resources,  are  matters  of  vital  in- 
terest to  all  Christian  speaking  people. 

The  answers  to  the  Question,  pre- 
pared by  Dr.  Rice  and  Mr.  Powell,  are 
concentrated  expressions  of  their  ideas 
of  what  the  Methodist  church  most 
needs.  The  following  is  the  statement 
of  Dr.  Rice: 

"What  'our  Methodist  church  most 
needs'  is  a  hungry-looking  question  to 
put  before  a  Methodist  preacher.  Wiiat 
we  want  and  what  we  need  must  be 
distinguished,  for  as  a  Christian 
church  we  will  never  get  what  we  want 
until  we  get  what  we  need.  We  need 
a  more  general  awakening  among  oar 
numborship  to  the  duty  of  a  religious 
life.  We  have  a  grand  old  church.  All 
we  need  is  niore  religion.  Gram  us 
that  and  we  will  have  everything." 

Following  is  the  statement  of  Rev. 
John  W.  Powell,  pastor  of  the  Endion 
Methodist  church: 

"The  most  characteristic  feature  of 
the  religious  situation  In  the  Methodist 
church  today  i.^  the  revival  of  Interest 
in  evangelistic  effort  as  the  chief  pur- 
pose of  Christian  teaching.  lu  order  to 
make  this  movement  most  effective,  the 
need  of  the  churcli  seems  to  me  to  be 
two-fold.  There  is  needed  a  compre- 
hensive and  constructive  restatement 
of  the  fundamental  beliefs  of  Christian- 
ity in  the  terms  of  modern  thought  and 
life;  and  there  Is  needed,  in  order  to 
give  this  so-called  new  theolog>'  work- 
ing power,  a  renewal  of  confidence  in 
the  possibility  of  vital  contact  between 
Christian  truth  and  the  individual  life." 

Numerically,  at  least,  the  Methodist 
church  is  the  .strongest  of  the  English 
speaking  Protestant  organizations  in 
tiie  city,  and  is  in  a  position  to  do  its 
full  share  in  any  Evangelical  movement 
that   is  started. 

The  First  Methodist  church  Is.  of 
cour.se,  the  largest  of  the  eleven  Meth- 
odist churches  in  the  city,  and  contains 
nearly  as  many  members  as  the  other 
Meth>)dist  churches  put  together. 

The  total  number  of  meml>ers  In  the 
congregation  is  between  900  and  1,000. 

The  church  was  organized  in  ISTO,  and 
it  has  steadily  progressed  since  that 
time.  The  present  handsome  church 
structure  is  free  from  debt,  and  is  one 
of  the  largest  and  most  expensive 
church  buildings  in  Minnesota.  Rev. 
Merton  S.  Rice  is  the  present  pastor. 

The  second  largest  congregation  in 
point  of  numbers,  is  the  Grace  church 
congregation  in  the  West  end.  This 
congregation  was  organized  in  \M%,  and 
it  now  lias  a  membership  of  240.  It  has 
ail  the  Engli.sh  speaking  Methodists  of 
the  West  end  to  draw  from,  and  is  in 
one  of  the  most  favorable  locations  for 
growth  of  any  of  the  churches  of  this 
denomination. 

Next  in  order  of  size,  comes  the  Nor- 
wegian Danish  Methodist  congregation, 
presided  over  by  Rev.  H.  K.  Madsen. 
The  church  building  is  located  at  the 
corner  of  Twenty-first  avenue  west  and 
First  street,   and  It  occupies  the  posi-

tion  among  the  Norwegian  and  Danish 
people  of  the  West  end  that  Grace 
church  does  among  the  English  speak- 
ing people.

The  world  has  always  had  its  rich  and 
Its  poor,  and  if  the  words  of  the  great 
Galilean  be  prophetic,  'the  poor  we  will 
always  have.'  These  clashes  I'.ave  ever 
been  more  or  less  antagonLstic.  The  hand 
of  one  has  been  against  the  other. 

•'There  is  a  parable  in  the  Gospel  of 
Matthew  which  represents  an  employer 
of  labor  going  out  in  the  market  iilaces 
to  secure  laborers.  As  usual,  there  are 
more  workmen  than  work.

'Wliatsoever  Is  right  I  will  give  you.' 
ITpou  these  words  we  base  some  of  the 
riirhts    of    man. 

'Man  hais  an  inalienable  God-given 
right  to  live.  Yet  fce  has  forever  been 
contending  for  the  right  against  nature, 
which,  in  some  ways  is  hostile,  agaiiuA 
wild  beasts,  but  his  fiercest  conflict  has 
been  with  his  fellow  men.  In  early  days 
wars  were  frequent  and  fierce.  Today 
there  is  a  niore  genteel  and  polite  way  of 
dtprivation,  viz.— the  withdrawal  from 
man  of  his  means  of  support.  A  waj-  mor-' 
cruel  and  expeditious  than  the  sword  or 
bullet.  The  chariot  wheels  of  industry 
are  dyed  red  with  the  blood,  not  of 
horses,  but  of  men.  Man  by  nature  is 
h:ippy.  The  child  sings  and  plays  all  the 
:  tiay  long.  The  savage  in  his  forest  i.s 
;  liappy,  but  grown  up,  enlightened  men 
i.ave  their  h.ippiness  ground  up  like 
powder  and  scattered.  Poverty  is  the 
great  curse.  Much  of  this  is  sclf-intlict- 
ed  by  intemperance  and  prodigality,  buf 
the  greater  portion  by  far  is  inliicted  by 
the  rapacity  and  grreed  of  selfish  mt-n. 

"This  right  of  man  to  live  and  to  live 
happily  is  recognized  more  today  tlian 
ever  before.  Demagogues  and  profes- 
sional agitators  to  the  contrary  nolw^'h- 
.standing.  In  the  days  of  the  Hebrew 
prophet  Amos,  ''the  poor  were  sold  for 
silver  and  the  needy  for  a  pair  of  shoes." 
This  wa'i  the  plaintive  song  of  the 
prophet,  and  sternly  did  he  denounce 
.such  a  condition: 

'In  the  gloomy  days  of  old  England, 
child  labor  was  the  rule,  not  the  excep- 
tion, then  the  men  stayed  at  home  mend- 
ing socks  and  minding  the  babies  while 
th<»  woman  and  tender  pirls  did  the  work. 
This  of  necessity,  for  tho  women  could 
\vork  cheaper  than  their  hu.sbands.  lo- 
day  bv  means  of  organization,  labor  and 
the  union  label  this  baneful  condition 
has  changed,  and  while  things  are  far 
from  ideal  now,  we  can  take  heart 
Rome  was  not  built  in  a  day,  reforms 
are  slow,  the  greater  the  reform  the  slow- 
er it  comes,  and  the  slower  it  comes  the 
more  paramount  is  its  stay.  The  aboli- 
tion of  .'slavery,  was  the  work-  of  centu- 
ries. Man  has  not  only  the.  "^ht  ^o  live, 
but  the  right  to  work  ''bix  dajs  shaJt 
thou  labor."  thundered  the  voice  of  Je- 
hovah from  Mt.  Sinai.  I<il*^»;'f„^„„  /'>' 
choice  of  vitiating,  thus  we  witness  the 
idiocy  and  d.-generacy  of  "^^'Ji'  f'<^^.  .,. 
"Idleness  by  nece.s.sity  is  patht tic.  What 
can  be  wor.so  than  to  see  an  Hble-bodiei 
nvin  seeking  daily  for  wrok  and  hnduig 
none.  Every  day  the  slender  board  with- 
ering His  children  with  gaunt  cheeks 
and  hollow-eyed  liegging  for  biead.  But 
Gen.  Bo.jth  of  the  .Salvation  Army  tells 
us  that  is  the  horrid  fortune  of  2'\000 
men  In  London  alone.  Their  rufht  to 
work  has  been  taken  away  by  the  false 
economic  conditions  prevalent  today.  For 
this  right  to  work  the  laboring  man  only 
a-sks  a  fair  share  of  the  proceeds.  Justice, 
not  charity,  is  wanted.  Charity  may  be 
ever  so  kind,  but  man  does  not  want 
it  Charity  is  charity;  justice  is  de- 
manded. Man  has  a  right  to  nve,  a 
right  to  work,  .and  a  right  to  a  home  to 
live  in.  Nature  provides  a  home  for  the 
creatures;  the  bird.s  have  nests,  the  foxes 
hole"?  The  wild  duck  has  its  summer 
homo  In  the  wilds  of  the  Arctic,  its  win- 
ter retreat  in  the  swamps  and  elades  of 
the  South.  Tho  sweetest  song  ever  writ- 
ten 'Home,  Sweet  Home,'  was  Inspired 
bv'  the  thought  of  home.  The  sailor  on 
the  raging  s-^a  longs  for  it;  the  .'soldier 
on  the  battlefield  is  buoyed  up  by  the 
thought  of  home.  The  workingman. 
tired  with  the  w(»rk  of  the  day,  seeks  it. 
A  home  secures  a  man  from  temptation. 
But  because  some  men  live  in  houses 
which  cost  hundreds  of  thou-sands,  to 
pay  for  it  most  of  us  must  live  in  rented 
sta'ying  places.  . 

The  churches  recognize  these  rights  of 
man  and  champion  them;  that  is,  the 
unsubsldiaed  churches.  The  church  Is  not 
oppo.'^ed  to  the  workingman.  Its  founder, 
Jesus  Christ,  was  a  lalxjrer  for  eighteen 
years;  a  carp»^nter  plying  his  trade.  The 
apostles  were  of  the  .same  class.  The 
text  book  of  the  church  nowhere  makes 
distinctions  against  the  common  people. 
In  th.e  days  of  old  'the  common  people 
heard  Jesus  gladly.'  so  today  the  work- 
ingmen  compose  the  bulk  and  th<; 
-strength  of  the  church,  and  hearken  to 
the  words  of  the  supreme  teacher. 

"The  .signs  are  salutary  for  better  times 
for  both  church  and  unions.  Recent  hi- 
vestigations  have  aroused  th«»  people. 
Tho  union  label  has  discouraged  child 
labor,  sweat  shoDs  and  long  hours.  Let 
the  church  and  labor  toil  not  separately 
and  vindictively.  but  together,  that 
righteousness  may  fill  the  earth  as  the 
waters  fill  the  sea." 

... 

State  Labor  Commissioner  Williams  be- 
£;an  by  referring  to  Mr.  Lowrie's  ad- 
dress and  .=aid  that  while  he  does  not  be- 
lieve the  cliurches  are  for  the  laboring 
man,  but  have  drifted  away,  the  church 
is  simply  an  organised  body  the  same  as 
union  labor.  The  church  is  organized  to 
bring  men   into   the  fold;   the  unions   are 

I  formed  to  bring  working  men  into  the 
fold  of  unionism.  The  church  stands  for 
a  reform  in  morals;  the  unions  for  a  re- 
•orni  in  the  labor  movement.  Mr.  Wil- 
liams said  that  he  is  against  child  labor, 
principally  for  the  reason  that  the  more 
children  who  are  k"pt  from  work  the 
more  men  can  get  jobs.  He  said  he  is 
in  favor  of  letting  the  women  work,  but 
ha\'ing  them  deir.and  the  same  wages  as 

!  the  men.  He  made  a  plea  for  the  children 
and  urged  that  they  be  given  an  educa- 
tion  so  that  In  life" .3  battle  the  child  can 
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work  up  rather  than  down.  Another 
trouble  Mr.  Williaiis  said  is  found  in  ' 
Iwys  of  today.  Tli<  y  switch  from  trade 
to  trade  I>efore  they  have  learned  any- 
thing, and  then  all  1  hey  are  fit  for  "is  to 
be  a  g'^od  scab,  bu'  expert  at  nothing." 
Concerning  th»  prirters'  strike  which  is 
on  at  the  present  ti  ne  he  said: 

"The  bosses  don't  care  a  cent  about 
that  eight-hour  day  proposition;  all  they 
want  is  to  break  t  le  union.  They  talk 
about  not  being  alle  to  afford  to  give 
the  eight-hour  day.  Tliat  is  all  poppy- 
cock. Those  who  give  thorn  printing 
would  pay  for  it  without  knowing  It,  for 
the  scale  of  pricis  would  be  raised  enough 
to  make  up  the  difference  in  the  printei-s' 
scale.  If  you  go  to  a  stor^  to  buy  a  t-uit 
of  clothes  or  anyth  ng  else,  you  pay  the 
dealer's  price  or  you  don't  get  the  goods, 
do  you '7  Well,  ox-gunized  labor  has  just 
one  thing  to  sell  and  that  is  its  labor. 
Why  should  it  not. as  seller,  place  the  price 
upon  it."  He  urgec  .strikes  at  tlie  ballot 
l>or  rather  than  trying  to  get  things  by 
force.  He  declared  that  at  the  last  legis- 
lature, while  he  was  trying  to  get  a  bill 
through,  he  was  told  flatly  that  he  need 
expect  to  get  nothing  through  for  labor 
unions  unless  the  Ixycoit  was  lifted  from 
the  Washburn-Crosby  mills.  He  declared 
that  the  lasn  legislature  was  anti-union 
clear  through.

After   the  speech- making   the   a-ssembly 
wont  into  executive  session  to  discuss  the 
printers'  strike.

No  decision  has  been  reached  as  t« 
all-rail  Hocking,  but  it  is  not  expected 
there  will  be  any  advance,  although 
the  market  would  sustain  it.  Produc- 
tion is  short  of  demand,  but  producing 
companies  prefer  to  follow  a  conserva- 
tive policy  in  the  all-rail  trade.  Smoke- 
less run-of-raine  is  likely  to  be  ad- 
vanced from  $1.25  f.  o.  b.  the  mine  to 
$1.50,  or  $3.55  f.  o.  b.  Chicago.  In  the 
present  state  of  the  Western  all-rail 
market,  probably  this  advance  could 
be  maintained  quite  easily.  Screened 
i  lump  and  egg  will  remain  stationary 
for  a  time  at  least. 

In  the  Western  anthracite  trade  the 
market  is  showing  more  activity  than 
ha.s  characterized  it  any  time  for  eight 
motiths  or  longer.      Shipping  compan- 
le.s  are  having  a   much   better  run   of 
orders    and    a    shortage    is    developing 
on   some   of  the  prepared  sizes.      This 
particularly   is   true    with   reference   to 
chestnut  coal.     Neaiiy  all  the  compan- 
ies,   with    one   exception,    are   short    of 
this  size  and  are  requiring  customers 
to  take   other   de.scriptions   when    they 
accept  chestnut  orders.  Some  shortage 
in  the  supply  of  egg  coal  has  also  de- 
veloped  with   some   of  the   companies, 
but  it  is  not  as  universal  a.s  with  chest- 
nut.    Stove  seems  to  be  in  ample  sup- 
ply with  all  the  larger  shipping  com- 
panies. Demand  is  developing  from  all 
territory,    including    the    larger    cities 
and  the  Far  West,  both  of  which  liave 
been  more  or  le.ss  stagnant  heretofore 
during  the  .season.     Iowa  and  Nebras- 
ka   dealers    are    calling    for    rail    coal, 
which  is  not  alv.ays     available,      and 
docks  report  a  large  volume  of  busi- 
ne.ss   coming    by    mail    and     through 
[the  regular  channels  from  tho.se  statoj*. 
The  car  supply  for  Western  all-rail 
!  movement  in  the  producing  regions  is 
still  far  short  of  the  requirements.  One 
I  large  company,     which     generally     re- 
:  ceives  an   average  of   100   cars  of  coal 
'  all-rail    each    day,    is    obtaining   about 
j  ten   cars    now.      Other   shipping   com- 
j  panies    are    suffering   in    their    receipts 
I  in  comparison.     Gondola  cars  continue 
I  to  be  used  for  movement  from  the  col- 
lieries a«d  west  of  Buffalo  where  <leal- 
I  ers   have    facilities    for    unloading   this 
class  of  equipment.     In  fact,  all  kinds 
of  cars  are  in  demand  and  have  been 
preB.sed   into   .service. 

The     movement     of     coal     to     dock 
points,  lake  and  rail,  is  also  being  in- 
terrupted seriously  and  shows  a  fall- 
ing off   in   tonnage.      The   great      lake 
storm  the   latter  part     of     last     week 
made  boats  timid  about  accepting  car- 
goes at  this  time  of  the  year,  and  there 
1  have   not    been    as    many   offerings   at 
j  Buffalo.         The    high    rates    for    grain 
j  east-bound    also    make    this    a    more 
)  profitable   cargo,   and   some   boats   are 
I  returning  up  the   lakes   light  In   order 
to  haul  as  much  grain  as  possible  while 
the  rates  continue  favorable. 


DAN  PATCH,S  WORK 

Dan  Patch's  speed  work  for  this  year 
was  confined  to  just  thirty-nine  days, 
up  to  and  including  his  marvelous  per- 
formances at  Lexington.  During  that 
time  he  wais  exhibited  before  255,0'30 
people  and  his  earnings  for  the  sea.<K>n 
amount  to  $40,000.  He  went  nine  exhi- 
bition miles,  five  of  which  were  belovr 
two  minutes  and  three  of  the  other  four 
miles  were  paced  over  half-mile  tracks. 
He  reduce<l  the  record  for  a  mile  pre- 
ceded by  a  pacemaker,  from  1:56  to 
IrSSVi.  The  record  lor  a  half  mile 
track  from  2; 03  to  2:01  and  the  wagon 
record  for  half  mile  track  from  2:01  to 
2:05.  His  failure  to  reduce  the  record 
of  1:59>*  for  unpaced  mile  was  due  to 
bad  weather  only.  Had  the  attempt 
been  made  to  get  this  record  with  him 
the  first  week  of  the  Lexington  meet- 
ing, when  the  weather  condi- 
tions were  perfect,  instead  of  waiting 
until  the  second  week  when,  o!i  the 
day  selected  their  was  a  strong,  cold 
wind,  he  would  have  surely  put  that 
record  as  low  as  1:58.  As  It  was  he 
equaled  the  record  of  1:59^,  and  sucti 
expert  judges  as  Ed  Geers  and  Scott 
Hud.son  declared  the  mile  was  the 
greatest  one  ever  paced  by  any  horse. 
Unfortunately,  the  decline  of  the  Mem- 
phis meeting  will  cause  the  champion 
to  retire  with  his  present  achievements 
until  another  year,  for  there  is  now 
no  place  for  him  to  go  where  perfect 
weather  and  track  conditions  can  be 
depended  upon  Jit  this  season  of  the 
J  ear.

BQltted  by  the  hostess,  who  is  also  ghost- 
like in  a  white  mask  and  sheet.  The  hall 
Is  lighted  by  alcohol  burning  In  a  small 
cup,  which  Is  hidden  awny  Inside  a  huge 
plaster  mask  of  hideous  appearance.  The 
guests  are  motioned  to  the  parlor  (not  *a 
word  being  spoken),  where  they  are  seat- 
ad  on  chairs  and  sofas  placed  In  circular 
rows  about  the  walls.  The  parlor  Is  in 
aemi  darkness,  being  lighted  by  huge 
Jack-o-'lanterns  placed  on  tables  In  the 
corners.  At  the  farthest  end  of  the  par- 
lor stands  a  huge  ghost,  with  arms  ex- 
tended wide.  Its  eyes  glaring  and  mouth 
grinning.  By  the  side  of  this  ghost  the 
master  of  ceremonies  (a  boy  who  has  been 
previously  chosen  to  occupy  the  place) 
takes  his  seat  after  all  the  guests  have 
arrived.  In  a  sepulchral  voice  he  ex- 
plains that  each  "ghost"  present  will  be

•iice  he  has  had  in  Bpookdom.  The 
■torles  will  begin  with  the  boy  or  girl 
aeated  at  the  end  of  the  room  nearest 
the  ghost. 

Thus  the  guests  rise  one  at  a  time, 
aach  telling  In  his  turn  some  blood- 
curdling story,  the  approval  and  appre- 
ciation of  which  the  listening  "ghosts" 
manifest  by  long-drawn  out  groans  and 
heavy  sighs.

A  Nature'  Corner. 

In  the  autumn  Nature  prepares  with  an 
artistic  hand  many  things  in  wood  and 
dale,  on  mountain  and  at  seaside  for  the 
boys  and  girls  to  gather  In  the  form  of  a 
"Fall  Collection." 

As  a  place  for  these  things  must  t>e 
found  in  the  house,  let  It  be  a  spare  cor- 
ner of  the  boy's  or  girl's  room  or  "den," 
if  the  latter  exists.  In  this  corner  one 
may  display  artistic  and  unique  taste  in 
original  arrangement.  To  begin  with,  one 
should  go  to  the  woo<ls  and  cut  several 
pretty  l)ranches  from  trees  that  are  full 
of  variegated  foliage.  Place  these 
brandies  upright  in  the  "Nature  Corner" 
and  twine  through  them  a  wild  grape- 
vine. Fix  here  and  there  an  old  bird's 
nest.  (As  birds  build  fresh  little  houses 
every  spring,  there  Is  no  harm  In  taking 
the  abandoned  ones  that  are  to  be  found 
everywhere  In  the  trees.) 

Then  adorn  profusely  with  your  cat- 
tails, goldenrod,  prince's  feather,  ferns, 
grasses,  grainheads  and  winter  berries. 
These  make  an  artistic  and  pleasing  dis- 
play. Red  haw  and  sumac  add  to  the 
variety  and  color.  Then  come  innumer- 
ai>le  pods  and  nut  burrs.  These  should  be 
strung  in  such  a  way  that  they  can  be 
draped  over  the  tree  branches.  About  the 
foot  of  the  tree  l)ranche8,  on  the  floor, 
pile  in  a  round  moimd  of  brightly  tinted 
pebbles,  pine  cones  and  sea  shells. 

If  the  boy  or  girl  making  a  "Nature 
Corner"  has  frlentls  living*  In  different 
parts  of  the  United  States  and  Canada, 
he  or  she  may  write  to  them  for  treas- 
ures to  be  found  only  in  their  especial 
localities.  From  Florida  will  come  a 
festoon  of  gray  moss,  a  palmetto  leaf  and 
a  bit  of  the  palmetto  fibrous  Imrk  and 
some  of  the  berries.  Mayhap  a  tiny  alli- 
gator (dead  and  stuffed)  will  accompany 
these  Southern  contributions  to  your  "Na- 
ture Corner.  "  From  Colorado  will  come 
a  number  of  the  beautiful  mineral  speci- 
mens that  will  add  so  much  to  the  col- 
lection. From  some  of  the  Middle  South- 
ern States  will  be  sent  a  box  of  holly  and 
mistletoe  as  soon  as  they  are  ready  for 
gathering.

SAILORS  ON  A  BRITISH  BARK  MUTINY 


Seattle,  Oct.  30.-The  British  bark 
Dundee,  Captain  James  S.  Stephen-^, 
arrived  here  yesterday.  The  vessel 
Balled  from  Bremen,  Germany.  March  4. 
bound  for  Seattle.  In  June,  when  the 
vtssel  attempted  to  sail  around  .ho 
horn,  ten  of  the  crew  of  fourteen  wcr? 
laid  up  sick  and  worn  out  from  their 
work  and  poor  food.  Heary  gales 
fore*  d  the  ship  back  and  after  bcatiop 
around  the  cape  for  a  week  with  only 
three  able  bodied  men,  the  other 
Bailors  forced  the  captain  to  put  about 
and  run  lor  Capetown.  Before  reaching 
that  i>ort  the  sailors  recovered  to  some 
extent  and  ihe  captain  refus^ed  to  land. 
In  the  Straits  of  Sunda  on  July  8,  the 


crew  mutinied.  .The  sailors  drev." 
knives  and  forced  the  officers  to  seek 
protection  in  their  cabin.  The  officers 
secured  guns  and  subdued  the  sailor?, 
taking  their  knives  from  them.  The 
men  refused  to  work  the  ship  and  it 
had  a  narrow  escape  from  drifting  tin 
the  rocks.  In  Batavia  the  crew  was 
placed  in  irons.  A  crew  of  collies  was 
shipped  and  the  vessel  was  navigated 
to  Singapore,  where  the  sailors  wire 
tried  for  mutiny.  Part  of  the  number 
was  sentenced  to  eleven  weeks  Imprison- 
ment and  the  rest  to  nine  weeks  at  hard 
labor.  Tho  men  contended  that  the 
poor  food  and  the  bi-utal  treatment  of 
the  officers  had  forced  them  to  mutiny 
On  the  way  to  this  port  a  top.sail  yard 
was  lost  In  a  heavy  gale  that  com- 
pelled the  vessel  to  lay  to  for  ten  days.

'  loyalty  the  authorities  are  doubtful, 
'  are  kept  in  barracks,  and  the  Cossacks 
and  gendarmes,  nho  show  no  disin- 
clination to  shoot  down  people  on 
siglil.  are  left  to  ceal  with  the  crowds. 
At  one  barricaded  corner  yesterday,  a 
Ptudent.  on  the  appearance  of  the 
Cossacks,  niountet  the  barricade  and 
appealed  to  them  to  join  the  people, 
instead  of  killing  tlieir  brothers,  who 
were  struggling  lor  the  freedom  of 
their  common  country.  The  t'ossacks 
an.'wered  with  four  vollejs,  killing  nine 
and  wounding  about  forty  persons. 
Similar  scenes  are  occurring  every- 
where. The  crowds  fl«eing  before  the 
charging  Cossacks.  invade  private 
housts  and  hide  in  garrets  and  on  the 
roofs.  Many  private  apartments  have 
been  converted  Into  temporary  hos- 
pitals for  the  sucDor  of  wounded  ref- 
ugees. 

INTENSE  "tXCITEMENT 

Beneath  the  Surfac:  at  St.  Petersburg, 
Which  Is  Outwardly  Calm. 

St.  Petersburg,  Oct.  30.  12:55  p.  m. 
The  city  continues  outwardly  calm,  but 
there  is  tire  most  intense  excitement 
beneath  the  surface.  The  strike  com- 
mittee continues  li  restrain  the  people 


from  violence,  this  being  considered 
the  best  means  of  attaining  the  ends  in 
view,  but  behind  the  scenes  the  mem- 
bers of  the  committee  are  holding  con- 
stant meetings  witn  the  leaders  of  the 
various  groups  and  seenr  to  be  prepar- 
ing for  a  bold  stroke  at  the  opportune 
time.  The  committeemen  believe  that 
the  longer  an  open  collision  which 
would  force  n  show  of  hands  can  be 
avoided,  the  better  their  chances. 

The  army,  they  say,  Is  being  grad- 
ually won  over  to  the  peoples  caiise. 
{ Only   the   Cossacks,    who   are    referred 
I  to     as     Emiieror       Nicholas'       ".Swiss 
I  Guard"  are  absolutely  faithful  to  the 
j  existing    regime.        The      Ismaelovsky 
I  guard  regiment,  which     was     i-eporte«l 
i  to  be  disaffected  during  the  troubles  ot 
j  last   winter.   Is   now   reported   to   have 
j  refused    to    do   guard   duty   and   to    be 
1  confined      to    barracks   surrounded    by 
Cossacks.     An  investigation  by  tiie  As- 
sociated Press,  however,  failed  to  con- 
firm the  report. 

During  the  night  firing  occurred  at 
the  Polytechnic  school,  where  a  num- 
ber of  students  are  held  as  prisoners. 
The  Co.s.sacks  surrounded  the  building, 
dispersed  the  workmen  with  their 
whips  and  were  denounced  by  the 
students  from  the  windows.  There- 
upon the  Cossacks  fired  two  volleys. 
The  result  Is  not  known. 

A  policeman  in  the  Vaslll  Ostrov 
district  was  found  dead  this  morning, 
having  been  murdered  on  his  beat. 
Many  of  the  police  are  afraid  of  losing 
their  lives  and  refuse  to  do  jtatrol 
duty.  Their  places  have  been  taken  by 
foot  soldiers. 

The  city  is  filled  with  f-il.«e  and  sen- 
sational reports  set  afloat  by  the  rev- 
olutionists. 

The  news  from  the  provinces  indi- 
cates that  the  authorities  are  getting 
control  in  some  sections,  but  generally 
the  situation  Is  growing  wor.se  instead 
of  improving.  In  many  places  the 
students  and  strikers  are  figliting  the 
"Black  Hundred"  as  the  bands  of 
roughs  are  termed. 

The  demands  of  the  people  ar^  in- 
creasing i)rop<>rtionately  with  the  suc- 
cess of  the  demonstrations.  The  <i-y 
for  a  constituent  assembly  Is  now  al- 
most universal,  but  the  "Red.s'  declare 
that  even  that  would  not  satisfy  the 
people  and  add  that  there  "muirt  bfe 
some  lamp-post  work." 

On  account  of  the  food  shortage 
even  the  first-class  restaurants  liave 
increa.sed  their  price.*?.  The  minister 
of  finance  has  i.ssued  an  order  permit- 
ting meat  importation  by  water.  The 
scarcity  of  milk  is  especially  felt. 

NO  SIGNS  OF  ABATING. 

Excitement  at  Warsaw  Continues  But  No 
Serious  Rioting  Occurs. 

War.saw,  Russian  Poland,  Oct.  30, 
noon. — The  excitement  in  the  streets 
shows  no  signs  of  abating.  Every  now 
and  then  crowds  overturn  a  street  cai- 
with  the  object  of  stopping  traffic  bu'^ 
no  serious  conflicts  have  thus  far  oc- 
curred. The  police  are  trying  to  in- 
duce the  shopkeepers  to  reopen  their 
shops,  threatening  to  fine  them  if  they 
do  not  do  so,  but  the  merchants  are 
betlX'een  two  fires  .since  the  Socialists 
promise  to  smash  their  windows  if  the 
shutters  are  taken  down. 

A  telegram  received  here  from  Mos- 
cow says  the  stiikers  have  destroyed 
the  Belt  railroad  and'"two  houses  on 
Twerska  street,  one  of  them  belong- 
ing to  the  governor.  Thousands  of 
wealthy  Inhabitants  of  Mo.scow  a:  «3 
leaving  the  city  by  every  and  any 
means- available.

A  partial  hearing  of  the  Lake  avenue 
viaduct  case  was  had  before  Judge 
Cant,  this  morning,  on  an  alternative 
writ  of  mandamus  issued  at  the  peti- 
tion of  the  City  of  Duluth,  directing  the 

Northern  Pacific  Railway  company  to 
proceed  immediately  to  repair  and 
maintain  the  Lake  avenue  viaduct,  or 
to  show  cause  why  it  should  not  do  .^o. 
The  argument  was  made  by  City  At- 
torney Bert  Fesler.  for  the  city  and  by 
Washburn,  Bailey  &  Mitchell  for  the 
railway  company. 

This  action  Is  one  in  which  it  is 
.sought  by  the  city  to  determine  whether 
it  can  legally  compel  the  railway  com- 
pany to  repair  the  viaduct,  repaint  the 
iron  supports,  reset  the  curbing  and 
pave  the  approaches.  The  matter  has 
been  a  bone  of  contention  between  the 
city  authoritle.s  and  the  road  for  some 
time  and  now  that  the  viaduct  is  un- 
safe for  public  use  the  question  of  re- 
pair and  maintenance  as-sumes  added 
importance. 

The  city  claims,  and  the  company  ad- 
mits, the  present  unsafe  condition  of 
the  viaduct.  The  city  claims  that  when 
the  Northern  Pacific  Railway  company 
assumed  the  holdings,  rights  and  fran-  ; 
chises  of  the  St.  Paul  &  Duluth  road, 
in  June  1900.  it  assumed  the  duties  and 
the  obligations  to  which  that  road  was 
liable. 

It  is  further  claimed  that  the  .St 
Paul  &  Duluth  Railroad  company,  when 
it  purchased  the  same  franchise  and 
holdings  from  the  Lake  Superior  &  Mis- 
sissippi road,  in  1877,  fell  heir  to  all  that 
corporation's  obligations  and  duties  to- 
ward the  public,  while  the  Lake  Su- 
perior &  Mississippi  railroad  company  Is 
said  to  have  had  those  same  obliga-  j 
tions  and  liabilities  handed  down  to  it 
from  the  Western  Land  a.sso<:iation,  in 
March  1873. 

Prior  to- this  date,  when  the  land  as- 
sociation deeded  over  a  strip  of  JOO 
feet  of  property  at  the  intersection  of 
the  railway  tracks  with  I.^ke  avenue, 
Lake  avenue  had  been  platted  and  ded- 
icated to  the  public  as  a  street  and  had 
been  accepted  as  such.

Acting  Mana^rer  Relnold 
and  Stage  Manager  Forrest  were  taK,en 
to  detective  headquarters  early  In  the 
e\ening  by  Detective  Cole  from  the 
Lincoln  hotel.  They  denied  tny 
knowledge  of  Nathan's  whereabouts 
and  after  a  long  session  with  Chief 
Thomas  McQuade  were  allowed  to  go. 
Kelnold  and  Forrest  went  to  the  hotol 
Henr>'.  "shadowed"  by  Cole.  They 
went  up  stairs  and  Cole  secured  the 
number  of  the  room  and  followed.  He 
fi.und  Nathan,  Kimeo,  a  Japanese  valet, 
Reinold  and  Forrest  coming  out  of  a 
room  of  the  fifth  floor  and  placed  Na- 
than under  arrest. 

Nathan  was  unable  to  stand  when  ha 
learned  that  Cole  was  from  detective 
headquarters.  He  had  been  crying  for 
the  past  week  and  was  so  unnerved 
that  Kimco  and  Forrest  had  almost  to 
carry   him   to   police  headquarters. 

Nathan  was  much  overcome  and  it 
was  with  ditficulty  that  he  repeated  ills 
story  of  his  connection  with  the  Bos- 
ton murder  mystery. 

Manger  Relnold  has  the  doctor's  cer- 
tificate which  had  been  received  at 
Lowell,  Mass.,  explaining  that  Miss 
Geary  was  ill  and  would  be  unable  Id 
jcin  the  company  for  some  days  yet. 
An  expert  penman  declared  yesterday 
that  the  handwriting  was  that  of  a  man 
who  had  endeavored  to  disguise  it.  The 
certificate  was  signed  by  Dr.  P.  A. 
Smith.  His  address  was  not  given, 
however,  and  the  paper  was  part  of  a 
letter  head,  printed  matter  on  the  top 
having  been  torn  off.  "Dr.  Smith" 
proved  to  be  a  fictitious  name  but  who 
it  could  be  Nathan  declared  he  did  not 
know.  He  said  he  knew  of  no  doc- 
tors, medical  students  or  other  drug- 
gists who  were  actiuainted  with  tho 
girl.  He  declared  that  he  had  known 
her  for  over  a  year  and  that  she  was  .1 
good,   virtuous  girl. 

The  members  of  the  company  sym- 
pathize deeply  with  Nathan  and  believe 
him  innocent  but  heartbroken  over  the 
girl's  death. 

Miss  Geary,  or  Ethel  Durrell,  as  she 
was  known  on  the  stage,  was  a  good 
looking  girl,  but  not  of  the  strikingly 
handsome  type.  She  had  light  brown 
hair  and  brown  eyes.  She  was  about 
five  feet  four  inches  tall  and  inclined 
to  be  plump.  Her  engagement  to  Nath.tn 
was  known  to  the  other  members  of 
the  company.  The  members  saw  nqth- 
Ing  of  her  after  the  close  of  the  show  on 
Scj?t.  9. 


Boston,  Oct.  30.— That  the  dismem- 
bered body  found  in  a  suit  case  at 
Winthrop,  on  September  21,  is  that  of 
Susanna  Geary,  of  Cambridge,  Mass., 
is  the  belief  of  the  girl's  family  and 
friends,  and  the  Boston  police  depart-' 
ment. 

Miss  Geary,  who  was  the  daughter 
of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  J.  D.  Geary,  was  a 
chorus  girl  of  the  ".Shepherd  King" 
company,  and  was  known  on  the  staije 
as  Ethel  Durrell.  She  was  21  years 
old.  Mrs.  Geary  yesterday  identilicd 
three  rings  taken  from  the  right  hand 
found  in  the  .second  dress  suit  case 
picked  up  near  the  new  Charlestown 
bridge  on  Friday  last,  as  those  worn 
by  her  daughter  when  she  absented  her- 
self from  the  theatrical  company,  Sept. 
10. 

Confirmation  of  Miss  Geary's  disap- 
pearance from  the  company  came  from 
Morris  Nathan,  .secretary  to  the  man- 
ager of  the  company,  and  to  whom  Miss 
Geary  was  engaged.  Mr.  Nathan  is 
now  in  Pittsburg,   Pa. 

According  to  Nathan,  Miss  Geary  part- 
ed from  him  on  the  best  of  terras  the 
day  the  conipany  closed  Its  last  cngage- 
niv^nt  In  this  city,  an^  he  supposed,  he^ 
said,  that  he  should  see  her  at  the  next' 
performaitce  in  Lowell  on  the  following 
day.  Instead,  however,  a  message  was 
received  by  the  company's  manager 
from  P.  Smith,  M.  D.,  Boston,  which 
stated  that  "Miss  Durrell"  was  suffer- 
ing from  stomach  troubles  and  would 
be  unalje  to  report  for  several  days. 

Miss  Geary  dropped  out  of  sight 
after  that,  and  so  far  as  the  police  are 
concerned,  they  have  been  unable  to 
find  anyone  who  either  saw  or  com- 
municated with  the  girl.  Ten  days 
later,  on  Sept.  21,  a  dress  suit  case, 
in  which  was  the  torso  of  a  young 
woman,  was  found  floating  in  the  har-' 
bor,  near  Winthrop  Yacht  club,  about 
three  miles  below  the  city,  and  on  Fri- 
day last,  another  suit  case,  containing 
the  arms  and  legs  of  the  victim,  was 
taken  from  the  water,  off  the  city 
docks,  near  the  New  Charlestown 
bridge,  over  the  Charles  river. 

On  the  fingers  of  the  right  hand  were 
three  rings,  which  gave  the  police  the 
first  tangible  clew  in  the  case.  It  was 
then  found  that  Mrs.  Geary  had  a  mis- 
sing daughter,  who.ie  description  tal- 
lied with  that  of  the  suit  case  victim. 
Mrs.  eGary  and  her  two  daughters  de- 
scribed the  rings,  and  afterwards  posi- 
tively identified  them  as  belonging  to 
Susan  Geary.  Tho  police  then  turned 
their  attention  to  the  search  for  the 
person  responsible  for  the  dismember- 
ment of  the  body,  but  so  far  little  prog- 
ress in  that  direction  has  been  made. 

Mrs.  Geary  declared  yesterday  that 
when  she  last  saw  her  daughter  the 
latter  complained  of  pains  in. her  side, 
and  Mrs.  Geary  suggested  that  she 
might  have  been  operated  for  appen- 
dicitis, and  that  the  doctor,  being  un- 
successful in  the  operation,  cut  her  up. 
As  soon  as  Mrs.  Geary's  suspicions 
were  confirmed  by  the  description  of 
the  rings,  a  message  was  sent  to  Mr. 
Nathan  at  Pittsburg,  asking  him  to 
come  to  Boston  and  bring  the  note, 
signed  "P.  A.  Smith,  Boston."  Nathan 
states  that  when  Miss  Durrell  did  not 
join  the  company  In  Lowell,  an  in- 
vestigation was  started  in  order  to  lo- 
cate Smith,  but  that  no  trace  of  him 
could  be  found.

If  a  liberal 
ai7iount  IS  appropriated  ever\'  year,  and  expended  with 
care  and  economy,  it  would  be  a  comparatively  short 
time  before  the  system  of  roads  would  be  somewhere 
near  adequate.  But  the  best  that  can  be  hoped  for  is 
that  the  roads  shall  keep  pace  with  the  advance  of  settle- 
ment. It  is  impracticabl..'  to  lay  out  and  build  a  system 
of  roads  in  advance  of  the  coming  of  the  settlers.  Doubt- 
kss  more  could  be  done  than  is  being  done,  but  the 
limit  must  be  reached  when  taxes  begin  to  become  bur- 
densome. 

Surely  tlie  Star  would  not  advocate  abandoning  the 
courthouse  idea,  and  leaving  the  valuable  records  of 
this  great  county  in  their  present  inadequate  and  dis- 
rrputable  housing?

OF  RAFFLES 

A  Gentleman  Burglar, 
Churchman  and  Educat- 
or, Comes  to  Grief. 

Was  Caught  In  Act  of 

Burglarizing  Safe 

In  Iowa. 


Sioux  City.  Iowa.  Oct.  SO— Ilaffles, 
Hornung'a  g<Mitlema:i  burglar,  has  a 
prototype  in  real  life  tii  the  person  of 
Prof.  Charlt».s  A.  Gales,  etlucalor, 
churchman  anJ  thirty-second  degree 
&[ason,  who  was  caug^ht  last  vn-ek  in 
the  act  of  burglarizitiij  the  .safe  in  tlu- 
oAce  i>f  the  tniisurer  of  Bentou  coun- 
ty, at  VititoM,  Iowa. 

In  many  respects  Gat.?s'  recoid  sur- 
paise.-s  that  of  Itaffles,  for  he  simulated 
a  sincere  purpose  ti>  reiorm  so  8Uccess- 
fuily  that  after  having  once  botu  de- 
tected in  the  tJieft.  he  was  not  only 
forgriven.  but  an  absolute  pledge  to  sec- 
recy was  exacted  liy  Isini  winch  pro- 
tected liini  In  his  future  career  of  crime 
for  an  entire  decade,  and  enabled  hiiu 
to  cotitinue  a  Jekyl-Hyde  existence 
without  exciting  suspicion  in  the  com- 
munity in  witich  he  moved. 

It  wad  not  until  he  essayed  tL>  l»k>s- 
som  forth  In  th^  role  of  a  linishv'd 
safe-l>i'>wer  that  Gates  came  to  grief. 
He  V  as  t<;M>  proud  to  a.-ssociale  wiili 
other  safe-blowers,  and  didn't  realize 
that  a  safe-robbery  cannot  l>e  condtict- 
ed  successfully  without  at  least  two 
assistants.  The  explosive  used  l>y  him 
attracted  two  night  watchmen  to  the 
scene.  Inasmuch  as  he  was  not  afford- 
ed the  protection  of  an  assistant,  who 
could  warn  him  of  the  approach  of 
danger,  he  was  dotect<^d  in  the  very  act 
of  robbing  the  safe.  As  an  amateur 
cracksman,  he  was  inferior  to  Haffle.s. 

But  Siife-blowing  v/as  not  Gates'  only 
forte.  Within  the  past  week  hi.s  lodg- 
ing apartments  at  911  Lai'ayptte  .street, 
Waterloo,  wt-re  searched  and  found  to 
contain  evidences  that  he  had  long 
been  engaged  in  the  profession  of  rob- 
bery. Two  revolvers  of  a  late  model. 
an  electric  Ilashliglit  and  a  quantity  of 
Jewelry,  apparently  stolen,  were  among 
his  effects. 

Gates  was  one  of  the  most  brilliant 
men  In  the  class  of  '84  at  Iowa  col- 
lege. Griiinell,  the  famous  Congrega- 
tional institution  of  learning  at  Grin- 
nell.  Immediately  upon  leaving  the 
colloge.  he  b^'came  principal  of  schools 
at  JVlarblo  Hock.  He  fjuickly  achieve  1 
fame  as  an  educator,  .and  was  givvin 
more  respoiislbJe  posiiiuis  each  year. 
At  the  unauai  meetings  of  the  lov.a 
State  Teach«'r.=!'  as.soclation  Gates  gra  i- 
ually  developed  prominence  until  he 
became  an  acknowledged  leader.  He 
was  elonuent.  brilliaot  in  debate,  a 
good      1:  ix-  r.      seen'.i'.igly      a      tliorou^'h 


Christian,  and  especially  popular 
among  lotlge  men  because  of  his  activ- 
ity in  Free  Masonry. 

The  first  exposure  came  In  the  early 
nineties.     At  one  of  the  state  teachers' 
meetings,    text    books    valued    at    S2,'2(W 
^  were    stolen    from    the      various      book 
;  agents,    who    always      attended      sucn 
i  meetings.     It  created  a  sensation  for  a 
:  day.     .Some  very  shrewd  detective  work 
w-as  done  and  the  books  recovered.     Tt 
was  found  that  Gates  had  placed  them 
j  where  they  were  found.     It  was  Inco'i- 
ceivable,  but  Indignation  was  so  great 
that  it  was  decided  to  formally   prefer 
charges  of  guilt  against  him  and  con- 
duct   his    trial   before     a     tribunal     of 
teachers. 

H.  H.  Seerley,  president  of  the  state 
normal  school  at  Cedar  Falls  was  ap- 
pointed to  defend  Gate.s.  Prof.  A.  H. 
Owen  of  Keokuk  was  designated  as  the 
prosecutor,  and  Prof  J.  J.  McConnell, 
now  superintendent  of  schools  at  Cedar 
Rapids,  was  agreed  upon  as  judge  and 
empowered  with  Judicial  functions,  so 
far  as  the  State  Teachers'  association 
was  concerned. 

After  a  trial  lasting  all  night,  In  the 
course  of  which  bitterness  and  elo- 
quence were  much  in  evlaence,  Gates 
broke  down  under  the  fire  of  rigid 
cro.ss-examination  and  confes.ied  all.  He 
swore  that  it  was  his  first  offense;  that 
^f  had  been  tempted  when  tempor- 
arily out  of  mind,  because  of  over-in- 
dulgence In  morr>hliie.  and  that  he 
would  take  a  solemn  oath  before  his 
Maker  never  to  again  take  what  did 
not  belong  to  him. 

The  teachers  agreed  to  give  him  the 
chance  to  reform,  and  pledged  them- 
selves never  to  mention  the  occurrence. 
The  fact  never  became  known  that 
such  a  trial  ever  took  place,  until  after 
his  arrest  at  Vinton.- 

It  is  the  theory  of  the  prosecution 
that  (Jates  has  been  committing  thefts 
of  various  kinds  for  the  past  ten  years, 
while  masquerading  under  the  cloak  of 
piety.  It  seems  to  have  been  a  niani.i 
with  him.  Indeed,  he  himself  attri- 
butes his  career  of  crime  to  the  mor- 
phine habit,  to  which  he  says  he  is 
hopelessly  addicted.

land  the  results  of  the  audit,  together 

j  with  the  recommendations  regarding 
the   bookkeeping  methods  of  the   dif- 

j  ferent  departments,  will  be  submitted 

i  to  the  council  tonight. 

Among  the  recommendations  will  be 
one  to  Increase  the  city's  revenues 
from  licenses  which  are  not  now  ex- 
acted, and  another  to  establish  a  pur- 
chasing department  to  buy  all  the 
city's  supplies.  It  is  believed  that  the 
'ater  plan  would  r-sult  in  sei^urlng 
goods  at  wholesale  prices  Instead  of 
buying  at  retail  as  is  now  the  custom. 
•     «     « 

Three  ordinances  are  also  due  to 
come  up  for  consideration  tonight. 
They  are  the  building  ordinance,  the 
sewer  districting  ordinance  and  the 
new  law  in  regard  to  voting  precincts. 

The  building  laws  are  not  likely  to  be 
pai^sed  tonight,  but  it  is  probable  that 
a  special  meeting  of  the  council  and 
the  members  of  th«>  builders"  exchange 
will  be  called  to  thoroughly  dl-scuss  the 
proposed  amendments  and  take  definite 
action  on  them. 

The  AVest  Duluth  Commercial  club 
has  asked  for  delay  in  the  passage  of 
the  ordinance  changing  the  number  of 
precincts,  the  Eighth  ward  being 
chiefly  affected. 

The  matter  will  have  to  be  laid  over 
a  week  for  its  second  reading,  but  no 
further  delay  is  likely  to  be  allowed, 
as  the  matter  was  up  last  spring,  and 
every  opportunity  for  disctission  al- 
lowed at  that  time.  The  proximity  of 
the  primaries  also  makes  it  desirable 
that  the  ordinance  be  passed  as  soon 
as  possible.  In  order  that  maps  of  the 
new  precincts  may  be  prepared  and 
distributed  before  the  time  arrives. 

The  sewer  district  ordinance  pro- 
vides for  an  extension  of  the  district 
within  which  compulsory  measures 
may  be  taken  in  regard  to  sewers. 

A  report  is  also  due  from  the  special 
committee  which  conferred  with  Presi- 
dent House  of  the  Iron  Range  road  In 
regard  to  the  viaduct  at  the  I/ondon 
road  crossing  In  Lakeside.

WOULD  STAY 
INSRVICE 

Maj.  G.  L  Scott's  Retire- 
ment Is  From  the 
Army  Alone. 

Application  Has  Nothing 

to  Do  With  Indian 

Agency. 


"I  have  not  applied  to  be  relieved 
from  the  Indian  service;  all  telegraphic 
newspaper  reports  from  Washington  to 
that  effect  are  false."  said  Maj.  George 
Li.  Scott,  Indian  agent  at  Leech  Lako, 
at  the  Lenox.  "The  real  facts  of  the 
case  has  been  misstated  in  every  re- 
port which  has  thus  far  appeared. 

"I  have  no  Intentions  whatever  of 
leaving  the  service,  provided  the  de- 
partment of  the  interior  will  reappoint 
me  as  agent  at  the  expiration  of  my 
four  years'  term,  which  will  come  to 
an  end  the  last  day  of  December.  I 
shall  make  no  fight  ror  the  reappoint- 
ment. My  work  speaks  for  itself.  I 
i  refuse  to  mix  politics  w  ith  the  matter. 
If  I  am  not  given  the  place  by  the  de- 
partment the  appointment  will  neces- 
sarily be  made  a  political  one. 

"My  retirement  Is  from  the  army 
alone;  not  from  the  Indian  service. 
This  was  stated  very  plainly  In  my 
letter  to  the  department.  The  one  lias 
nothing  whatever  to  do  with  the  other. 
My  appointment  came  originally  from 
the  war  department,  but.  as  I  have  now 
retired  from  the  army,  a  reappointment 
must  come  from  the  department  of  the 
interior.  I  am  no  longer  under  orders 
of  the  war  department,  but  am  an 
American  citizen,  free  to  do  as  I  wish. 
I  have  been  in  active  service  in  the 
army  thirty-four  years,  and  was  eligible 
for  retirement  at  the  end  of  thirty  years. 
My  retirement  now  is  purely  from 
choice,  for  I  served  four  years  longer 
than  necessary. 

'The  Impression  appears  to  have  gone 
abroad  that  I  cannot  retain  my  place 
in  the  Indian  service  now  that  1  am  no 
longer  an  army  oflacer.  This  is  errone- 
ous. Whether  I  remained  in  the  army 
or  not  my  term  as  agent  would  liave  ex- 
pired the  last  day  of  December,  and  I 
would  have  been  no  more  likely  to  bo 
reappointed  if  I  had  remained  an  army 
officer.  It  is  not  necessarily  an  army 
office. 

'1  am  not  seeking  the  appointment; 
neither  will  I  run  away  from  it  If  It  is 
offered  to  me.  My  work  has  given 
satisfaction  to  the  Indians.  I  have 
given  them  a  square  deal  at  all  times. 
I  could  go  out  tomorrow  with  a  petition 
to  have  me  remain  in  office,  and  every 
Indian  on  the  reservation  would  gladly 
sign  it.  I  am  not  saying  this  in  a 
boasting  spirit,  but  am  merely  giving 
you  facts. 

•"if  it  is  decided  that  some  one  else 
can    do    the    work    better    than    it    has 
been  done  in  the  past  four  years  I  shall 
gladly    get   out   of   the   service.     1   say  j 
gladly,  for  there  is  a  lot  of  hard  work ! 
connected    with    the    position,    and    the  j 
salary  paid  is  not  anywhere  coinmen- 1 
surate  with  the  work  performed.     If  aj 
man  wants  to  be  dishonest  he  can  get ; 
rich   in  a  four-years'   term.     There  are  j 
opportunities   and   opportunities    where . 
he  may  steal  from  the  lndian.=!.     There] 
is   nothing   to   prevent    his   becoming   a 
rich  man  if  he  wants  to  adopt  anj  such  j 
methods.  l 

•My    term    has    been    one    contirtual  I 
fight  from     beginning     to     end,     and  I  j 
don't    propose    to    fight    now^    to    letain] 
office.     1   am   not   saying  that   any   at-  • 
tempt  is  being  made  to  get  a  dishonest  j 
man  in  the  office  of  Indian  agent,  but; 
a  dishonest   man  could   make  a  lot   of  i 
easy    money    there.      I    have    made    a 
number  of  enemies,  and  they  would  be 
glad  to  .see  me  out  of  the  service.    They 
object   to   the   methods   1   have  adopted 
in  the  past.  If  reappointed  I  shall  work 
along  the  same  lines  in  the  future  as  I 
have   in   the   past.     There   will   be     no 
change. 

"Under  me  the  Indian  has  got  all  that 
was  coming  to  him.  I  challenge  ar.y 
criticism  on  this  point.  Even  the 
worst  of  my  enemies  have  not  charged 
dishonesty.  The  business  of  the  agency 
Is  now  in  better  condition  than  it  ever 
was  before.  It  is  one  of  the  easiest 
things  in  the  world  to  queer  the  busi.- 
ness.  One  bad  step  throws  the  whole 
system  off  the  rails.  It  requires  a 
man's  whole  time  and  energ>'  to  keep 
things  running  properly.  That  Is  why 
I  say  the  pay  is  not  com  mensural? 
with  the  work  i>erformed,  unless  a  man 
neglects  his  duties. 

"If  he  does  neglect  his  du- 
ties it  is  all  up  with  ih.? 
Indian.  He  cannot  take  care  of  his 
own  properly  any  more  than  if  he  were 
a  child  10  years  of  age.  Tills  is  trus 
of  forty-nine  out  of  fifty  Indians.  Xo 
stealing,  aside  from  petit  larceny,  is 
ever  done  on  an  Indian  agency  without 
the  agent's  knowledge  and  consent.  It 
cannot  be  done  without  his  knowing 
about  it." 

Maj.  Scott,  who  arrived  In  the  city  | 
Saturday  evening,  left  this  morning; 
for  McGregor,  where  he  will  pay  the  ; 
annuities  of  the  Indians  on  the  reser-  j 
vation  there.  I 

Maj.  Scott  showed  a  copy  of  the  letter  ; 
he  wrote  the  department  regarding  his  } 
retirement  from  the  army,  but  refused  , 
to  allow  it  to  be  published,  saying  that,  j 
if  it  were  given  to  the  press  at  all,   it  j 
should  come  from  Washington,  and  not  t, 
from    this    end.      The    letter    expressed 
the    willingness   of   Maj.    Scott    to   co.i- 
tinue  in  tlie  service  if  a  reappointment 
is  tendered  him.

Minneapolis  made  five 
yards  and  time  was  called  with  the 
ball  on  its  30-yard  line. 

In  the  second  half  Minneapolis 
kicked  off  to  Crassweller,  who  ran  it 
back  five  yards.

With  Russia. 

Tokio,  Oct.  30,— The  great  .Shinto  rites 
in  memory  of  the  naval  officers  and 
men  who  were  killed  during  the  war 
were  held  yesterday  at  Adyama  ceme- 
tery. Besides  the  admirals,  officers  and 
sailors,  hundreds  of  civil  dignitaries 
were  present.  Admiral  Togo  addressed 
the  departed  spirits,  eulogizing  their 
noble  deeds  in  battle,  and  their  gallant 
co-operation,  which  resulted  in  the 
sacrifice  of  their  lives.  He  humbly 
asked  repose  for  the  spirits,  whose  ex- 
emplary deeds  in  life  had  contributed 
to  the  victory  over  a  powerful  enemy. 
While  reading  his  address.  Admiral 
Togo  was  seen  to  be  stirred  by  strong 
emotion,  which  was  in  contrast  with 
his  calm  demeanor  while  on  the  bridge 
of  the  Mlkasa  during  the  hottest  bat- 
tle.*. The  ceremony  was  most  impres- 
sive, and  calculated  to  leave  a  lasting 
impression  on  those  who  witnessed  it. 
Thousands  of  sailors  marched  to  Hie 
accompanying  strains  of  music  to  the 
ceinetery,  and  afterward  to  the  Naval 
club.

Game. 


Minneapolis,  Oct.  30.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— Minnesota  beat  the  strong  team 
from  Lawrence  by  a  score  of  46  to  0. 
As  an  appetizer,  the  Miimesota  freshmen 
team  beat  the  team  from  the  deaf  and 
dumb  institution  at  Faribault  by  a  score 
of  23  to  0.  The  freshmen  played  the  best 
game  they  have  played  this  season.  The 
Faribault  boys  came  here  with  a  snlcn- 
did  record  to  sustain,  and  they  did  it. 
Althou;:h  they  could  not  make  much 
headway  against  Sig  Harris'  proteges, 
they  played  the  game  at  all  stages.  Had 
they  been  heavier  the  game  would  not 
have  been  .so  one-sided.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  this  game  will  be  an  annual  affair, 
tor  the  novelty  ol  it  is  a  drawing  card 
and  a  money-maker  for  both  teams. 

The  regular  game  in  the  first  half  was 
considerable  ot  a  farce.  The  score  at 
the  end  was  only  10  to  0  in  favor  of  the 
'varsity.  Coach  King  and  As.sistant 
Coach  Holt  of  the  Wisconsin  team  were 
in  a  box  on  the  side  lines,  and  it  was  ap- 
parent that  they  gained  but  very  little 
Information  about  the  Gopher  team.  This 
was  especially  true  in  the  first  half.  The 
Goi^hers  did  nothing  at  all  in  the  way  of 
offensive  playing.  Their  sole  idea  seemed 
to  be  to  keep  Lawrence  from  scorlner. 
Only  about  half  of  the  regulars  were  in 
the  game.  Rrush  was  in  the  grand- 
stand with  a  party  of  friends.  Current 
and  Kremer  were  on  the  side  lines  watch- 
ing the  game  more  as  si>ectators  than 
as  players.  New  men  were  used  to  a 
very  large  extent  and  no  new  plays  were 
attempted.  It  was  just  straight  football 
with  all  the  old-time  plays.  If  Dr.  Will- 
iams has  taught  the  boys  any  new  plavs, 
it  was  not  apparent  from  this  I'ame. 
Lawrence  put  up  a  fine,  snappy  jfame, 
but  they  were  out  of  their  class.  They 
came  up  resolved  to  hold  the  score  to  a 
small  figure.  They  are  going  baek  won- 
dering what  happened.  They  made  their 
boasts  that  the  Minnesota  team  could 
never  eoual  the  score  made  against  them 
by  the  Wisconsin  team.  But  they  were 
mistaken,  as  the  score  shows.  However, 
they  played  a  plucky  game.  Never  for 
one  moment  did  they  lorget  their  foot- 
ball book,  and  they  know  all  about  the 
nice  points  in  the  game.  They  are  not 
well  trained  in  charging,  however,  and 
were  penalized  many  times  for  "oft-side  ' 
playing.  This  was  naturally  the  result  of 
their  intense  desire  to  keep  the  score 
down   to  a  very  low  figure. 

When  the  first  half  closed  the  rooters 
were  entirely  dissatisfied.  A  cold  north 
wind  was  blowing,  which  added  to  tlio 
general  discomfort.  Most  of  the  spec- 
tators wanted  at  least  as  large  a  score 
against  I^wrencc  -is  the  Badgers  had 
made  and  felt  sure  it  would  not  be  made. 
But  early  in  the  second  half  something 
happened.  Big  Bill  Ittner  had  been  given 
a  day  off  as  a  substitute.  Vita  was  hurt 
and  Ittner  took  his  place.  Then  the  fun 
began.  The  machine  got  into  motion 
and  there  was  something  doing.  No  more 
horse  play,  but  quick  football.  The  rooters 
began  to  see  prospects  of  a  nice  score. 
The  Lawrence  line  did  the  best  they 
could,  but  it  was  no  u.se.  When  Ittner 
got  Into  tlie  game,  Bobby  Marshall  and 
Burgan  woke  up.  The  work  was  fast 
and  furious.  It  Was  a  procession.  Cost- 
ly fumbles  lost  the  Gophers  four  touch- 
downs, but  as  It  was  they  made  six,  and 
everyone  was  satisfied.  The  ball  was 
practically  over  the  line  when  the  whistle 
sounded,  but  the  referee  would  not  allow 
the  score.  It  is  not  believed  that  the 
game  played  by  the  Gophers  during  the 
last  part  of  the  second  half  was  to  the 
liking  of  Dr.  Williams.  He  is  s.iving  his 
men  for  next  Saturday.  He  did  not 
want  anyone  hurt,  nor  did  he  want  any 
accurate  idea  to  be  gleaned  by  King  and 
Holt  as  to  the  strength  of  the  Gopher 
team.  But  Ittner  wanted  the  boys  to 
play  ball  and  he  got  them  to  do  it. 
Whether  this  is  wMse  or  not  remains  to 
be  .seen.  Several  of  the  team  feel  pretty 
sore,   but  none  is  In  anyway  Injured. 

The  Lawrence  boys  excel  in  passing  the 
ball  wlien  making  end  runs.  Time  after 
time  they  ntade  long  passes  successfully 
and  made  their  g.iins.  In  fact,  this  is 
about  the  only  way  they  could  gain,  for 
they  made  their  distance  through  the 
line  but  two  or  three  times  In  the  whole 
game. 

In  the  game  .Saturday,  the  most  glaring 
fault  of  the  Gophers  was  fumbling.  lu 
the  next  three  games  this  will  be  a  costly 
defect.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  Dr.  Wil- 
liams will  have  ample  help  to  remedy 
this  during  the  next  two  or  three  days. 

Football  enthusiasts  wlio  went  to  get 
a  line  on  the  Gophers,  to  see  what  tlu-j' 
would  do  against  the  Badgers,  were 
doomed  to  disappointment.  i>r.  Williams 
sent  in  a  team  about  as  patched  up  as  he 
could  make  it  and  probably  the  slow 
work  in  the  first  half  was  partially  due 
to   this  fact. 

The  Liiwrence  offense  was  not  of  a 
variety  to  do  anything  with  the  Min- 
nesota line.  Trick  plays  were  resorted 
to  most  of  the  time  when  it  would  seem 
thai  straight  football  was  what  should 
have  been  played.  Delayed  passes,  criss 
erosses  and  double  passes  seemed  to  be 
the  stock  in  trade  of  the  Appleton  l>oys 
and  they  wr-re  flat  failures.  The  heavy 
Gophers  broke  through  the  line  and 
stopped  the  plays  in  about  every  in- 
stance. 

The  play  was  clean  throughout.

Cutting  was  not  used  a 
gr<^at  deal,  but  he  carried  the  oval  for 
a  yard  or  two  whenever  he  had  the 
chance.  Safford  played  a  safe  center. 
Sanborn  of  Duiuth  played  right  guard. 
This  was  a  new  position  for  the  big 
boy,  but  he  played  like  a  veteran.  Bur- 
gan played  the  best  he  has  played  this 
season.  He  has  not  been  a  vet  y  good 
ground  gainer  heretofore,  but  in  the 
game  Saturday  he  was  above  criticism. 
The  interest  was  at  fever  heat  but 
once.  Lawrence  got  the  ball  on  a  punt 
from  Minnesota.  The  entire  Lawrence 
team  formed  an  interference  for  the 
man  with  the  b.ill  and  he  made  a 
straight  run  of  forty  yards.  This  caused 
some  uneasiness  on  the  part  of  Min- 
nesota rooter.s,  but  it  was  only  tem- 
porary. The  visitors  quickly  lost  the 
ball  and  it  was  smash,  smash  down  the

The  team  work  of  the  Gophers  was 
made  worse  by  the  fact  that  some  of 
the  new  men  evidently  didn't  know  the 
signals.

■V\'^ashington,  Oct.  JO.— tSpecial  to  The 
Herald.) — The  foreigi  commerce  trans- 
acted by  and  for  the  manufacturers  of 
the  L'nlted  States  w.ll  amount  to  more 
than  $1,000,000,000  in  the  calendar 
year  1905.  In  the  nine  months  ending 
with  September,  for  which  the  depart- 
ment of  commerce  and  labor,  througn 
its  bureau  of  statLstics  has  just  an- 
nounced its  figures  cf  our  foreign  com- 
merce, the  imports  of  materials  for  use 
in  manufacturing  aniounted  to  $4*22,000,- 
000  and  the  exports;  of  manufactures 
amounted  to  $424,0)0,000,  a  total  of 
$S46,0W,000  in  nine  motiths,  or  an 
avei-age  of  $94,000.00)  per  month,  or 
more  than  $3,000,000  per  day  for  the 
manufacturing  interests  alone.  Should 
the  imports  of  manufacturer.s'  mater- 
ials and  the  exports  of  manufactures 
continue  at  approximately  similar  ratus 
during  the  lemalnder  of  the  year  the 
total  of  manufacturers'  materials  im- 
ported and  of  manjfactures  exported 
would  considerably  exceed  $1,000,000  000. 

Manufacturers'  m.iterlals  now  form 
practically  one-half  of  the  total  im- 
ports of  the  United  States,  or,  to  be 
more  exact,  48.4  pet  cent;  and  manu- 
factured articles  form  practically  40 
per  cent  of  the  total  domestic  export.-*, 
or,  to  be  more  accui-ate,  S9.26  per  cent. 
In  1890  manufacturers'  materials  formed 
33  per  cent  of  the  total  Imports  and 
manufacturers  formed  but  20  per  cent 
of  the  totald  domesiic  exports.  Manu- 
facturers' materials  imported  in  the 
nine  months  ending  with  September, 
1905.  were  practically  twice  as  great  in 
value  as  in  the  corresponding  months

'inc  lact,  however,  that  nj^nufactur- 
ers'  materials  now  form  a  large  pro- 
portion of  the  total  imports  tiian  In 
earlier  years  suggests  that  the  growing 
requirements  of  the  people  of  the 
United  States  in  other  lines  are  now 
being  moi-e  fully  met  through  home 
industries  than  ever  before,  while  an 
analysis  of  the  Imports  now  brought 
into  the  country  shows  that  a  growing 
share  cf  the.se  increasing  impori.s  is  of 
articles  requiring  for  their  production 
climatic  conditions  not  existing  in  the 
United  States.  Of  tropical  and  sub- 
tropical products  alone  the  quantity

J.  Rvan,  John  A.  Kelly  and  Vare  Brop. 
The  members  of  the  McNichol  firm  are 
a.  Durham,  leader  of  the  local  Repub- 
lican organization:  .state  Senator  J.  P. 
M(  Nichol.  also  a  city  leader  .and  tho 
hitters  brother,  Daniel.  The  Vare  firm 
is  made  np  of  State  Senator  George  A. 
Vare  and  Kdwin  H.  Vare.  Their 
lirothor.

of  Irrigation  Plans. 

Tells  About  a  Bull  Fight 

He  Attended  at  El 

Paso. 


Trrlgatin^  dams  and  exciting  bull 
fights  In  New  Mexico  are  subjects  of 
iriterest  in  a  letter  which  F.  L.  Dever, 
formerly  assistant  United  States  en- 
gineer, connected  with  MaJ.  Potter's 
office,  has  written  Duluth  friends  from 
E\  Paso,  Tex. 

,Mr.  Dover  was  in  charge  of  the  gov- 
ernioeut  improvement  work  at  Mar- 
ijaette  last  year,  but  had  to  go  to  the 
Sonthtxest  for  change  of  climate,  on 
account  of  ill  health.  Concerning  the 
country  and  himself,  Mr.  Dever  says. 

"The  climate  here  seems  to  be  per- 
fect, and  I  like  the  place  very  much, 
much  better  than  Santa  Fe.  There  ir, 
no  business  In  Santa  Fe.  You  can 
walk  the  -•'treets,  or  what  they  call 
s'^retts,  and  see  nothing  but  half- 
s(ar\'ed  looking  Mexicans  crouched 
around  -on  almost  anything  tiiey  can 
liud  t'>  sit  on. 

I^ere  are  at  least  a  dozen  nice  brick 
cottages  and  houses  being  built  within 
a  radius  of  two  blocks  of  here,  costing 
from  $2,000  to  $10,000  each.  Real  estate 
is  booming  and  will  certainly  have  to 
drop  some  time.  In  my  opinion  the 
prices  of  both  business  and  residence 
property  are  beyond  all  reason  for  the 
sixe  of  the  place  and  the  future  pros- 
lects.  They  think  if  Me.^iilla  valley  is 
Irrigated  it  will  mean  great  things  for 
this  town.  They  call  the  city  the 
'Ga.teway'  to  the  mining  districts  of 
Old  Mexico.  .Southern  New  Mexico  and 
Southern  Arizona. 

**1  enclose  a  clipping  from  the  El 
Paso  paper  In  regard  to  the  proposed 
Irrigation  dam  to  be  built  on  the  Rio 
Grande  at  Engle,  N.  M.  If  New  Mex- 
ico has  complied  with  the  requirements 
of  fhe  Interior  department,  as  claimed, 
It  will  not  be  l.mg  before  the  govern- 
ment will  begin  a  topographical  sur- 
vey of  the  valley.  I  believe  a  survey  is 
nece5tsary  before  any  allotment  is  made 
for  the  work.  The  valley  certainly 
luoks  a.«i  though  It  would  be  a  garden 
spot  if  irrigated  and  the  spring  floods 
were  taken  care  of. 

•Taking  care  of  the  spring  floods 
would  s.-em  to  be  quite  a  proposition. 
When  the  snow  melts  in  the  drainage 
district  in  the  northern  part  of  New 
Mexico,  the  whole  valley,  from  Albu- 
queryue  down,  is  covered  with  water. 
It;  certainly  would  take  a  large  storage 
reservoir  to  take  care  of  this  water. 
The  river  is  very  tame"  appearing  at 
the  present  time.  I  could  wade  across 
It  h.r>^.  and  it  Is  no  larger  27i  or  300 
miles  farther  north. 

VI  mot  a  former  Duluth  acquaintance 
in  the  street  the  other  day.  It  was 
Charles  .darkey.  I  think  probably  j-ou 
knew  him,  or,  at  least,  you  knew  the 
family.  He  Is  secretary  of  a  mining 
company  in  Old  Mexico  and  thinks  he 
has  a  fortune  In  sight.  He  had  gotten 
him  lisr.bs  hurt  and  came  to  El  Paso  for 
r:edical  treatment.  Mrs.  Starkey  said 
she  Is  a  native  of  Montana.  Sha  has 
covered  the  mining  districts  from  the 
Klondiko  to  Old  Mexico. 

"Starkey  wanted  me  to  go  down 
there,  but  I  did  not  feel  quite  equal  to 
the  occasion.  His  father  died  soon  aft- 
er going  to  the  coast,  .but  his  mother. 


two  sisters  and  a  brother  are  living  out 
there. 

"I  have  seen  a  bull  fight.  I  saw  four 
bulls  and  three  horses  dispatched  in 
about  an  hour  and  a  half.  My  curiosity 
in  that  line  is  thoroughly  satisfied.  I 
don't  want  to  see  any  more  bull  fights. 
It  would  not  seem  so  bad  if  they  would 
leave  the  horses  out  and  the  meta- 
dors,  who  are  thoroughly  skilled  would 
kill  the  bulls  without  Inflicting  such 
great  torture  on  them.  I  never  before 
saw  such  cruel  and  inhun»an  treatment 
inflicted  upon  dumb  animals. 

'It  Is  exciting  to  see  the  fierce  charg%?3 
of  the  bulls  and  how  skillfully  the  men 
will  elude  them.  Just  before  killing  the 
bull  the  metador  will  get  in  front  of  tlie 
animal  and  shake  a  red  flag.  Appar- 
ently stepping  to  one  side  with  ease. 
Keeping  this  up  for  a  while,  he  makes 
the  final  plunge  with  his  sword,  when 
the  bull  is  in  the  midst  of  one  of  his 
terrifflc  charges.  With  a  skillful  meta- 
dor  this  one  stab  is  supposed  to  be 
fatal  to  the  bull,  and  when  it  is  suc- 
cessful the  bull  drops  right  on  the 
.spot."

Believed  to  Be  Back 

of  Enterprise. 


FROM  TIIE  IIERAIiD 
WASHINGTON    BUREAU. 

Washington,  Oct.  30.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— For  more  than  a  year  past  a 
corps  of  engineers  have  been  at  work 
upon  a  mysterious  railroad  through 
the  states  of  Virginia  and  ^Vest  Vir- 
ginia. Running  westward  from  the 
terminal  of  Sevells  Point,  near  Nor- 
folk, upwards  of  400  miles  have  been 
constructed  through  the  central  coal 
fields,  and  It  is  doubtful  if  there  is  a 
railroad  in  the  United  States  which 
has  cost  as  much  per  mile  as  this  new 
railroad,  variously  designated  as  the 
"Tidewater"  and  the  "Deepwaler." 
More  than  J90,W0  have  been  expended 
on  a  single  mile  of  the  roadbed,  and 
throughout  the  whole  length  of  the 
right-of-way  the  most  perfect  con- 
struction is  reported.  The  peculiar 
feature  of  the  enterprise  is  that  the 
engineers  themselves  do  not  know 
where  the  Western  terminal  Is  to  be 
located.  All  that  is  positively  known 
Is  that  the  new  road  will  tap  the  heart 
of  the  New  River  and  Pocahontas  coal 
ttelds,  and  will  develop  the  mines  and 
enable  the  owners  to  place  Pocahontas 
]  coal  on  the  Eastern  markets  at  greater 
*  advantage  to  the  consumers  of  the 
coal,  as  well  as  to  the  owners  of  the 
mines. 

Whenever  an  enterprise  of  magni- 
tude is  started  in  this  country  it  Is 
assumed  that  the  financial  backing  is 
furnished  by  the  Standard  Oil  com- 
pany. In  the  case  of  the  railroad  re- 
ferred to  the  "Standard"  Is,  of  course, 
declared  to  be  the  originator.  It  is 
generally  believed  that  the  nevsr  road 
will  eventually  form  a  portion  of  the 
Wabash  system,  but  in  any  event  it  is 
known  that  H.  H.  Rogers  has  sup- 
plied a  great  deal  of  the  enormous 
sums  of  money  thus  far  expended.  The 
"Tidewater"  is  being  constructed 
under  the  guidance  of  H.  H.  Ferms- 
trown,  formerly  chief  of  the  New  York 
Central's  engineering  corps.  It  will 
tap  the  coal  supply  now  controlled  by 
the  Norfolk  &  Western  and  Chesapeake 
&  Ohio  roads,  and  will  help  to  place  the 
semi-anthracite,         and  practically 

smokeless  coals  of  the  Virginias,  in 
competition  with  the  harder  coals  of 
Pennsylvania  In  the  markets  of  Balti- 
more. Philadelphia.  New  York  and 
Boston  upon  much  more  favorable 
terms  than  they  can  be  carried  at 
present. 

Since  the  first  move  was  made  to- 
wards .securing  the  right-of-way  for 
the  "Tidewater.**  the  Norfolk  &  West- 
ern has  antagonized  every  step  taken, 
and  a  fight  has  occurred  in  every  coun- 
ty In  both  states.  It  is  understood  that 
the  object  of  the  engineers  Is  to  reach 
the  Southern  terminal  of  the  Toledo  & 
Ohio  Central,  reputed  to  be  controlled 
by  the  Wabash,  which  will  give  the 
new  road  a  port  on  Lake  Erie,  and 
enable  It  to  deliver  its  coal  products 
to  every  port  on  the  Great  Lakes.  It  Is 
said,  further,  that  Joseph  Ramsey,  for- 
merly president  of  the  Wabash,  owns 
personally  many  thousands  of  acres  of 
coal  lands  in  the  New  River  and  Kan- 
awha districts,  which  will  be  enor- 
mously enhanced  in  value  through  the 
opening  of  the  "Tidewater." 

In  a  speech  before  one  of  the  com- 
mittees of  congress  some  time  ago  J. 
J.  Hill  of  the  Great  Northern  said  that 
if  he  could  be  permitted  to  run  a 
frelgh*  line  railroad,  to  carry  no  pas- 
sengers whatever  from  New  York  to 
PulTalo  he  would  guarantee  to  turn  the 
barge  canal  through  New  York  state 
into  a  Illy  pond.  It  would  appear  that 
the  projectors  of  the  "Tidewater"  have 
proceeded  on  a  similar  theory.  They 
have  made  no  attempt  whatever  to 
reach  the  towns  and  cities  of  the  Vir- 
ginias but  have  projected  a  line  as 
.straight  as  the  topography  of  the  coun- 
try and  the  location  of  the  coal  fields 
would  permit.  The  new  road  will  be 
ready  for  business,  it  is  expected,  with- 
in the  next  eighteen  months. 
«     «     . 

This  little  story  should  be  called  "The 
Stenographer's  Revenge"  if  it  had  a 
title.  There  Is  a  patent  attorney  in 
New  York  wlio  has  an  office  In  Wash- 
ington. The  bulk  of  his  business  is  In 
New  York  state,  and  he  comes  here 
only  occasionally— about  once  every 
two  weeks.  He  has  an  office  on  F 
street  and  until  last  mcnith  he  had  a 
telephone,  but  It  has  been  taken  out. 
"I  couldn't  reach  you  when  I  called  you 
on  the  'phone  yesterday,"  said  a  friend, 
"why  did  you  give  up  your  'phone?" 

"I  had  a  clerk  who  is  also  a  steno- 
grapher," was  the  reply.  "He  sat  in 
my  office  to  answer  the  'phone  and 
took  my  dictation  whenever  I  was  in 
town.  I  came  over  here  in  August  and 
stayed  a  few  days.  He  had  evidently 
been  on  a  mild  spree.  He  wanted  an 
advance  on  his  salary  account,  but  I 
declined  to  comply  with  his  request.  I 
told  him  that  I  was  going  to  New  York 
that  night,  but  I  did  not  tell  him 
where  I  would  j>ut  up.  When  I  came 
back  to  Washington  last  month  I 
found  that  my  office  had  been  closed 
for  several  weeks.  There  were  a 
bushel  of  letters  on  the  floor  and  sev- 
eral bills.  Among  the  latter  was  the 
telephone  bill  and  it  called  for  nearly 
a  hundred  dollars  for  "Long  distance" 
service.  I  investigated  and  found  that 
the  cussed  stenographer  had  called  up 
nearly  every  hotel  In  New  York  to  ask 
If  I  was  regl.stered  there.  Each  in- 
quiry cost  me  one  dollar  and  a  quarter, 
and  I  had  to  pay  the  bill.  But  the 
telephone  has  been  taken  out  and  the 
stenographer  will   be   kicked  out   if   he 

ever  shows  up  again."

The  study  of  woods  used  In  vehicle 
n)anufacture.  which  is  being  carried  on 
by  the  forest  service.  Is  one  in  which 
manufacturers  are  keenly  interested. 
An  agent  of  the  forest  service,  who 
has  been  assigned  to  the  work,  has  so 
far  visited  nearly  one  hundred  manu- 
facturing plants  where  buggies,  wag- 
ons, farm  implements,  automobiles,  and 
wheel  barrows  are  made. 

The  question  of  woods  for  boxes  was 
found  to  be  a  vital  one  to  the  wagon 
manufacturers.  Popular  cottonwood 
have  reached  a  price  which  almost  pro- 
hibits their  use.  Poplar  is  expected 
to  raise  yet  higher,  and  the  manufact- 
urers will  then  be  forced  either  to  use 
other  material  or  to  rai.se  the  price 
of  their  wagons.  The  rigid  grading 
\\  hich  manufacturers  place  on  poles  and 
shafts  makes  It  difficult  to  meet  the  re- 
quirements   for    wood    for    these    pur- 


pcses.  and  it  Is  said  that  unless  the 
giading  is  broadentld  timber  for  poles 
and  shafts  wlH  soonl  falVfeehlnd  tlie  de- 
mand. The  strict  sr*cJfit<atlon8  of  white 
oak  for  wagon  pol*^  stock  has  already 
weakened,  and  red  oak  ts  being  largely 
used  In  Its  stead.  Birch 'is  slowly  gain- 
ing favor  for  hub  manufacture,  taking 
the  I'Jace  of  white'  oah;  the  excessive 
checking  of  which  <lS- s«id  to  occasion 
C(<nslderable  loss  to  ;tbec«nanufacturers. 
Red  gum  is  gradually  saining  a  place 
fo!'  itself  for  use  l»  various  parts  of 
buggies,  sleighs,  automobiles,  and  other 
like   vehicles. 

In  the  implement  f^^le  longleaf  pine 
has  practically  repiacedi  red  oak,  and 
shows  a  strong  tendency;  also  to  super- 
sede white  oak  asoweHi  Red  gum,  in 
contblnation  with  ,we^t*rn  spruce  or 
red  fir,  has  enter€^  into  this  line  of 
manufacture  for  panel  york.

During  the  coming  winter  and  spring 

many  miles  of  trails  will  he  built  in  the 
firest  reserves.  One  of  the  chief  cares 
of  the  forest  service  In  the  manage- 
ment of  the  reserves  is  to  protect  them 
against  fire,  and  no  means  Of  controll- 
ing fires  is  so  far  effective  as  prevent- 
ing them.  If  a  forest  fire  can  be  reach- 
ed soon  after  it  begins  it  Is  usually  pos- 
sible to  extinguish  It  before  much  dam- 
age is  done;  but  if  it  gets  well  under 
way  it  is  sometimes  impossible  to  put 
it  out. 

The  trails  that  are  to  be  built  by  the 
forest  service  will  afford  a  means  of 
reaching  all  parts  of  the  forest  reserves 
on  horseback,  and  the  fire  lines  will 
form  vantage  points  from  which  the 
fire  may  be  attacked  or  against  which 
it  may  be  directed  and  there  controlled 
There  are  already  many  miles  of 
trails  in  various  reserves,  but  most  of 
them  are  rough.  In  poor  condition,  or 
not  passable  for  horses.  The  trails  to 
be  built  will  be  carefully  planned,  and 
constructed  with  an  easy  grade.  This 
does  not  involve  much  expense,  for  in 
many  situations  a  perfectly  good  trail 
{  can  be  built  for  $20  a  mile,  and  many 
'  miles  will  cost  less  than  five  dollars. 
The  work  will  be  directed  by  the  regu- 
lar forest  officers  and  the  rangers 
themselves  will  perform  most  of  the 
labor.  There  is  no  question  but  that 
these  trails  will  prove  of  inestimable 
value  in  protecting  the  forest  reserves. 
Mahy  of  them  will  also  be  worth  as 
much  more  in  making  regions  ae- 
cessable  to  hunters  and  prospectors 
which  are  now  almost  entirely  beyond 
reach.

HAS  ELEVEN^FOOT  BEARD. 

Pike  County  Man  Has   Never  Felt  a 
Razor's  Touch. 

Louisiana.  Mo.,  Oct.  39,— Pike  county 
boasts  a  citizen  wftff  the  longest 
whiskers  in   the  world.

Should  the  legislature  of  Minnesota 
enact  a  law  providing  a  minimum  fee 
for  clergymen  who  perform  marriage 
ceremonies? 

This  is  a  question  that  is  said  to  be 
close  to  the  heart  of  the  majority  of 
the  ministers  within  the  borders  of  this 
state  and  it  is  possible  that  they  may 
take  some  step  before  the  next  legis- 
lature meets  to  bring  the  matter  to  the 
attention  of  the  law  makers. 

Protest  has  been  made  time  and  again 
by  clergymen  whose  attention  has  been 
called  to  the  fact  that  they  neglected 
to  send  the  25  cents  registration  fee 
when  they  made  their  returns  on  a 
marriage  license,  to  the  clerk  of  dis- 
trict court.  Some  of  the  clergymen 
have  even  gone  so  fur  as  to  intimate 
that  the  fee  was  a  matter  arbitrarily 
fixed  by  the  clerk,  but  such  is  not  the 
case.  The  law  provides  for  the  fee  and 
the  clerk  must  see  that  the  law  is  ob- 
served. 

Under  the  existing  laws,  it  is  said,  a 
civil  magistrate  authorized  to  perform 
marriages,  as  a  justice  of  peace,  judge 
of  a  courtj  or  a  court  commissioner, 
may  collect  a  fee  of  $3  for  performing 
a  marriage  ceremony,  but  the  minister 
who  does  so  must  depend  on  the  gen- 
erosity of  the  groom,  he  cannot  legally 
claim  a  cent,  although  the  law  compels 
him  to  pay  a  fee  of  25  cents  to  have  the 
marriage  certificate  registered  with  the 
clerk  of  court  in  the  county  where  the 
licen.^e  was  issued,  and  aiiother  fee  of 
5'.'  cents  in  another  county,  if  the  mar* 
riage  was  performed  there,  and  where 
a  copy  of  the  certificate  must  be  filed. 
Many  instances  have  occurred  where 
the  minister  has  paid  fees  amounting 
to  75  cents  on  a  marriage,  where  his 
f«-e.  if  he  got  any  at  all  might  have 
been  slightly  in  excess  of  that  amount. 

Besides  the  fee,  however,  there  are 
other  things  which  may  largely  Increase 
the  clergyman's  actual  expense  in  mar- 
rying a  couple  and  from  which  he  gets 
no  i-eturu. 

The  real  conditions  are  well  set  forth 
In  a  letter  recently  received  by  the 
clerk  of  court  of  this  county  from  an 
indignant  clergyman  in  another  county 
of  this  state,  in  which  the  writer  vlgor- 
'  ously  expressed  his  views  on  the  "in- 
justice" of  the  present  laws.  Omitting 
names,  the  letter  Is  as  follows: 

"I  did  not  know  I  was  obliged  to 
send  25  cents  for  registry  fee  for  mar- 
riages. I  do  not  think  It  is  just  or  fair 
to  compel  a  minister  to  pay  a  fee  cf 
25  cents  for  that  purpose  when  the  law 
does  not  even  give  a  minister  the  privil- 
ege of  charging  a  fee  for  his  work  and 
trouble,  and  since  you  havii  already 
had  a  fee  of  $2  for  issuing  the  license. 
I  should  think  that  was  sufficient. 

"In  this  particular  case  I  am  com- 
pelled to  pay  a  fee  in  your  county  als-j 

In  county  where  the  ceremony 

\\as  performed.  Luckily  I  got  a  fee 
for  my  services  large  enough  to  enable 
me  to  do  this  but  In  many  Instances  I 
do  not  get  a  fee  at  all.  yet  the  law 
says  I  must  pay  for  the  recording  of  the 
marriage  even  after  the  clerk  has  re- 
ceived a  fee  of  12  for  issuing  the  license. 

"Do  you  think  this  is  just?  I  hope 
you  will  use  your  Influence  so  that  the 
next  legislature  will  give  every  clergj^- 
man  a  fee  of  not  less  than  $5  for  his 
services,  and  even  then  there  would  be 
little  in  It  for  the  clergj'man,  since  m 
many  instances  he  is  compelled  to  give 
a  present  to  the  couple,  and  hire  a  liv- 
ery rig  to  take  him  several  miles  out  in 
the  country  to  perform  the  ceremony. 
In  a  good  many  instances  he  does  this 
at  his  own  expense,  without  any  re- 
turn. So  please  do  a  little  something 
for  justice  to  the  clergy.

way. 

While  the  company  was  establishing^ 
this  condition  of  affairs,  it  was  also 
establisliing  as  conclusively  by  the  tes- 
timony of  its  own  witnesses  that  there 
was  a  recognized  right-of-way  or  pub- 
lic thoroughfare  from  Superior  street 
lo  Minnes4>ta  Point  before  and  after 
the  railroad  was  built,  and  that  it  was 
St.  t'rr)ix  avenue.

The  rugs  and  carpet  trade  of  the 
pro^ince  of  Harput,  Turkey,  is  of  spe- 
cial interest,  as  about  nine-tenths  of 
the  product  finds  its  way,  directly  or 
indirectly,  to  the  United  States,  says 
the  Brooklyn  Eagle.  The  rug  industry 
of  Tabriz  dates  far  back.  The  products 
of  its  looms  are  regarded  by  many  as 
the  most  beautiful  among  the  many 
varieties  of  Persian  rugs.  There  is  one 
large  factory  in  the  city,  where  more 
than  1,000  lads  are  busily  occupied  on 
rugs  of  all  sizes  and  designs.  Many 
reproduce  the  old  patterns  which  were 
in  vogue  more  than  500  years  ago,  and 
are  still  admired  in  both  hemispheres. 
These  lads  work  with  great  rapidity, 
and  earn  from  $2.-50  to  $3.25  a  month. 
The  number  of  operatives  in  this  one 
factory  is  largely  Increased  In  flush 
times.  There  are  other  smaller  fac- 
I  tories  in  Tabriz  and  in  the  lesser 
towns,  while  individual  looms  are  en- 
countered in  most  of  the  villages.  A 
few  years  ago  aniline  dyes  were  ex- 
tensi\ely  used  to  dye  the  yarns  em- 
ployed In  making  rugs,  and  the  effect 
was  quickly  felt  in  the  decreased  de- 
mands from  abroad.  In  order  to  coun- 
teract the  evil  results  the  government 
very  promptly  resorted  to  the  extreme 
measure  of  prohibiting  the  entry  or 
aniline  dyes.  The  measures  taken  in 
this  re-'pect  have  been  fairly  success- 
ful, and  now  few  rugs  show  traces  of 
aniline  colors.  While  thus  striving  to 
maintain  the  reputation  of  the  Tabriz 
rugs  at  the  place  of  manufacture,  much 
di.ssatisfaction  Is  expressed  by  those 
engaged  In  the  trade  at  the  treatmen'*. 
to  which  tlie  products  of  Tabriz  looms 
are  frequently  exposed  after  reaching 
America.  In  order  to  meet  changing 
whims  of  fashion,  certain  tints  are 
often  altered  into  more  popular  hues. 
The  methods  of  bringing  about  these 
chromatic  changes  are  of  a  nature 
which  not  only  affect  the  original  color 
schemes,  but  frequently  Impair  the  per- 
manence of  the  rug,  thus  seriously  In- 
juring the  reputation  of  the  wares. 

Three  years  ago  the  rug  trade  was  In  ^ 
an  extremely  prosperous  condition. 
Toward  the  close  of  1903  the  demands  [ 
from  America  reached  an  unprecedent- 
ed figure,  and  prices  rose  rapidly  in  | 
consequence.  The  so-called  Moussouls 
were  trebled  in  value,  the  Hermans 
more  than  doubled,  while  the  Heriz 
and  Sultanabad  varieties  showed  less 
marked  Increases.  The  manufacture  of 
all  grades  of  rugs  was  largely  aug- 
mented and  local  dealers  laid  In  large 
stocks  at  the  high  quotations.  "When 
American  purchasers  refused  to  buj- 
at  the  new  rates  the  market  was  en- 
ormously overstocked.  Prices  fell  rap- 
idly to  figures  in  many  cases  below 
those  of  1902.  Many  establishments  of 
long  standing  were  ruined,  and  the 
whole  trade  was  sadly  demoralized.  It 
is  now  slowly  recovering.  The  demand 
from  America  is  increasing  in  a  normal 
and  healthful  manner.  This  applies, 
however,  more  particularly  to  rugs  of 
wool.  The  silk  rugs,  for  which  Tab- 
riz has  long  been  famous,  fail  utterly 
u>  bring  remunerative  prices,  and  the 
smaller  factories  have  discontinued  op- 
erations, while  large  establishments 
produce  but  a  fraction  of  their  former

Washington,  Oct.  31.— A  surgical 
operation  is  not  necesary  to  save  the 
life  of  a  patient  suffering  from  appen- 
dicitis.

NURSE  PLEADS  TO 
SAVE  BETROTHED 

Surgeon  Operates  and  Pa- 
tient Dies,  Death  Re- 
vealing Romance. 

Chicago,  Oct.  31.— Behind  the  death  of 
Wesley  hospital  Sunday  of  Wllli.am  J 
Sherman,  a  student  at  the  University  of 
Chicago,  lies  a  romance  and  a  contro- 
versy whi' h  is  agitating  fraternity  and 
other  circles  at  the  university. 

Sherman,  who  was  a  member  of  the 
class  of  '00,  died  after  an  operation  for 
rppendlcitis.  which  was  performed  at 
the  hospital,  sxgainst  tlie  protest  of  the 
nurse  who  attended  him,  and  to  whom 
after  developments  show  the  youT^g  man 
was  to  have  be^n  married.  It  is  now 
shown  that  the  attending  physician 
eired  in  his  diagnosis;  that  the  nurse 
was  justified  in  her  protest,  and  that 
the  young  man  wiis  not  suffering  from 
appendicitis,  but  from  typhoid  fever, 
\%hich  ha<l  left  him  in  such  a  weak  con- 
dition that  death  as  a  result  of  the 
cperation  was  a  foregone  c<inclusion. 

Sherman  was  24  years  old.  His  home 
was  In  Washington,  Iowa.  He  was  a 
member  of  Alpha  Dtlta  Phi  fraternity 
and  was  at  the  house  of  the  Chicago 
i-haptor  about  six  weeks  ago,  when 
taken  ill.  He  was  removed  to  the  hos- 
pital and  Miss  Helen  Crosby,  a  gradu- 
ate of  the  Nurses'  Training  school,  ar- 
ia nged  to  care  for  him.

"This  criticism  of  the  water  and  light 
department  is  merely  a  difference  of  opin- 
ion between  professional  auditors  and  the 
prominent  and  careful  business  men  who 
are  members  of  the  board  and  who 
knew  and  appreciate  the  needs  of  the 
city,"  BEid  L.  N.  Case,  secretary  and 
manager  of  the  board  of  water  and  light 
commissioners,  to  a  reporter  for  The 
Herald  this   morning.

Great  interest  will  be  fell  in  the  issue  raised  by  the

The  issue  is  so  clear 
between  honesty  and  dishonesty  that  in  a  large  degree 
Jerome's  vote  will  be  a  measure  of  the  enlightenment 
and  public  conscience  of  the  voters  of  New  York.

The  New  York  ballot,  like  many  others,  puts  a 
premium  upon  voting  a  straight  ticket.  All  one  has  to 
do  is  to  put  a  mark  in  a  space  at  the  top,  and  he  has 
voted  the  straight  ticket  from  top  to  bottom.  It  takes 
some  slight  intelligence  to  split  a  ticket,  and  thousands 
vote  straight  tickets  either  because  they  lack  the  in- 
telligence to  split  or  because  they  entertain  the  prejudice 
that  leads  to  straight  ticket  voting. 

In  Minnesota  the  ballot  is  not  open  to  this  objection, 
because  it  is  necessary  to  vote  for  each  candidate  bj' 
making  a  mark  opposite  his  name.  A  straight  ticket 
cannot  be  voted  by  a  single  mark  of  the  pencil.  The 
chief  objection  to  the  voting  machine  will  be  that  it 
puts  a  premium  on  the  voting  of  straight  tickets.  One 
jerk  of  the  lever  votes  a  straight  ticket,  and  to  split  a 
ticket  involves  about  the  same  amount  of  intellectual 
exerci.-e  that  it  docs  to  split  a  ticket  in  New  York.

Has  the  sun  of  libcrt}'-  arisen  over  tiie  stricken  steppes 
of  Russia?  Have  the  spectres  of  despotism  and  political 
degradation  vanished  at  the  sound  of  the  voice  of 
Nicholas?  And  if  so,  are  the  Russian  people  ready  to 
receive  these  blessings,  and  will  they  know  what  to  do 
with  them? 

Much  has  been  proffered  this  aroused  people,  so 
much  that  it  indicates  in  the  czar  that  granted  it  the 
effects  of  something  remarkablj-  like  a  panic.  That 
ridiculous  douma,  with  its  "consultative"  powers  which 
were  reallj'  no  powers  at  all,  and  which  would  have 
made  its  members  a  spectacle  for  the  world  to  laugh  at, 
is  to  be  replaced  by  an  absolute  legislative  assemb^' 
without  the  assent  of  which  no  measure  may  become 
law  and  before  which  all  government  authority  must 
answer.

WOMEN  IN  POLITICS. 

One  of  the  most  significant  things  about  the  cam- 
paign in  Philadelphia,  where  an  embattled  citizenship 
has  thrown  down  the  gauntlet  and  attacked  in  force 
the  entrenchments  of  graft  in  the  city  government,  is 
the  manner  in  which  the  women  of  the  city  are  taking 

part. 

Women  in  politics?  Some  will  instinctively  shrink 
from  the  idea,  either  for  the  sake  of  the  women  them- 
selves or  because  they  fear  for  the  result  of  meddling 
b}  them  in  public  affairs.  But  in  this  case,  at  least,  they 
are  a  power  for  good.  An  aroused  sense  of  decency  has 
torn  up  the  community  by  its  roots,  and  in  the  fight  for 
the  redemption  of  Ihe  Quaker  City  the  women  will  take 
a  prominent  part.  They  cannot  vote,  but  they  have 
ideas,  and  these  ideas  are  all  bitterly  opposed  to  the 
ideas  and  practices  of  the  corrupt  ring  they  seek  to 
break  up. 

The  chairman  of  the  citizens'  campaign  committee 
has  appc'inted  an  auxiliary  committee  of  women  to  aid 
in  the  ref-.rm  campaign  of  the  City  parly.  In  its  mem- 
bership arc  some  of  the  leading  women  of  the  city, 
wotnen  of  brain  and  character  and  courage  who  will 
take  an  active  part  in  the  campaign.  They  will  thu?; 
come  into  contact  with  the  atmosphere  of  politics,  and 
will  learn  that  while  it  is  the  dream  of  many  of  them 
that  the  right  to  vote  shall  be  extended  to  them,  that 
fimction  is  the  smallcT^st  factor  in  the  exercise  of  the 
political  franchise.  There  is  a  campaign  to  be  made,  a 
campaign  against  the  worst  elements  in  that  city,  .t 
campaign  of  right  against  injiistice.  of  decency  against 
indecency.  They  must  handle  pitch,  and  yet  come  out 
of  it  undefiled.

wife. 

The  po3lttor.  taken  by  the  guardian 
ad  litem  leaves  Mr.  Heyl  and  iiis  wife 
fighting  alone  again.st  the  other  mem- 
ber.s  of  the  Schandein  family. 

•  Mr.  H^yl  guaranteed  to  himself 
these  millions,"  said  Mr.  Miller.

nOCH'S  DOUBLE 
DIES  SUDDENLY 

Conditions  of  Remains 

Similar  to  Those  of 

Hoch's  Wife. 


Chicago,  Oct  31. —  'Bluebeard,"  Jo- 
hann  Hoch's  double.  Is  dead,  under 
circumstances  strangely  suggesting  a 
remarkable  parallel  to  the  death  of 
Hoch's  many  wives.  After  an  autopsy 
on  the  body  of  William  Feller,  whose 
funeral,  set  for  today,  was  stopped  by 
the  coroner,  pending  an  Investigation 
into  the  causes  of  death,  Dr.  Paul 
Kreye  declared  that  he  found  Feller's 
stomach  and  liver  badly  congested  and 
inltamed,  in  conjunction  with  an 
oedema  of  the  lungs.  These  patho- 
logical conditions  are  the  same  as  were 
found  In  the  organs  of  Mrs.  Marie- 
Welck-r  Hoch,  whom  Johann  Hoch 
was  convicted  of  niurdering  with 
ar.senic.  The  sudden  death  of  Feller, 
who  for  two  y»-ars  was  a  bailiff  at 
Cliicago  avtnua  police  court  and  head 
ot  an  (employment  bureau,  brought  to 
light  the  fact  of  his  recent  man'age  to 
Mr.s.  Fred?ricka  Schaeffer,  who  had 
been  his  hou.sekeeper  since  the  death  of 
his  wife,  in.  th..-  early  part  of  1904.  This 
widow    now    claims    his    entire    estate 


and   a    policy   calling   for   $3,000   in    the 
Independent  Order  of  Foresters. 

It  wa.s  at  the  request  of  the  officers 
of  the  Foresters  that  the  coroner  stop- 
ped the  funeral. 

When  Johann  Hoch  was  arrested  and 
confined  In  the  Chicago  avenue  station, 
his  striking  resemblance  to  Feller  was 
commented  on  by  all  who  saw  the  two 
men.  Photographs  were  made  of  Hoch 
and  Feller,  sitting  side  by  side,  and 
were  published  at  the  time.  Feller  had 
the  same  cut  and  color  of  mustache, 
the  same  form  of  face,  the  same 
sHghtly  bald  head,  with  the  hair  grow- 
ing well  back  from  the  temples.  Fel- 
ler's picture  deceived  even  some  of  his 
friends  into  believing  he  was  Hoch. 
Mrs.  Schaeffer,  who  was  then  Feller's 
housekeeper,  made  a  number  of  calls 
at  the  station,  and  to  gratify  a  curi- 
osity, which  seemed  greater  than  the 
ordinary,  on  each  occasion  she  was 
given  an  opportunity  to  see  Hoch.  The 
police  today  learned  that  the  woman 
had  persuaded  Fellers  to  make  her  the 
beneficiary  of  his  insurance,  and  were 
told  by  officers  of  the  Order  of  Fores- 
ters that  she  had  asked  that  the  trans- 
fer be  made  quickly,  within  two  weeks, 
if  possible.  Feller's  became  ill  a 
week  ago.  It  Is  as.serted  the  marriage 
of  the  couple  at  F«rt  Dodge,  Iowa,  was 
for  the  purpose  of  defeating  the  Illi- 
nois law  prohibiting  the  remarriage  of 
divoiced  persons  within  a  year  from 
the  date  of  their  decrees.  Mrs.  Feller's 
divorce  was  dated  Aug.  19.  Her  attor- 
ney was  Isidore  Plotke,  who  was  the 
lawyer  that  defended  "Bluebeard" 
Hoch.

STOCKHOLDERS 

Assessment  Ordered  on  Al- 
legheny Bank  Stock  Will 
Bankrupt  Many. 

Pittsburg.  Oct.  31. — The  coroners  In- 
quest Into  the  death  of  T.  Lee  Clark, 
the  ca.«5hler  of  the  Enterprise  National 
bank  of  Allegheny,  which  began  today, 
promises  to  throw  some  light  on  the 
badly  muddled  condition  of  the  Enter- 
prise bank.  Among  the  prominent 
people  who  have  been  subpoenaed  to 
testify  are  Francis  J.  Torrance,  an  of- 
ficial of  the  .Santa  Fe  Central  railway 
and  the  Pennsylvania  Development 
company,  the  two  companies  which  the 
dead  cashier  was  treasurer  of;  Wilson 
A.  Shaw,  president  of  the  Bank  of  Pitts- 
burg, Frederick  Gwlnner,  president  of 
the  Enterprise  bank,  the  entire  board  of 
directors  and  Mrs.  Clark,  the  cashier's 
window.  The  decision  of  Mr.  Uidgely, 
comptroller  of  the  currency,  to  call  for 
a  full  100  per  cent  a.ssessment  on  the 
st<x;k  of  the  insolvent  Institution  is 
cau-sing  much  anxiety  among  the  stock- 
holders. Some  of  the  bank  offlcial.*?, 
who  know  where  the  stock  is  held  and 
by  whom,  predict  that  the  assessment 
levied  will  bankrupt  at  least  300  of  the 
small  shareholders,  if  they  are  able  to 
pay  at  all.  In  many  cases,  it  is  said,  their 
stock  certificates  represented  every  cent 
they  had.  These  small  stockholders  are 
shopkeepers,  hard  working  men  and 
women  in  the  mills  and  factories  of 
lower  Allegheny  and  widows  and 
orphans.

The  degree  will  be  conferred 
by  Osman  Temple  of  St.  Paul  and 
Zurah  Temple  of  Minneapolis,  and  it 
Is  understood  that  these  Shrlners  have 
been  practicing  up  In  order  that  the 
novitiates  of  the  mecca  of  Duluih  may 
ger  it  "right."  In  case  any  candidate 
ligures.  therefore,  after  he  has  received 
his,  that  he  has  not  got  enough,  ar- 
rangements have  been  made  to  return 
him  his  initiation  money.  It  will  be 
seen  to  that  none  go  away  dissatisfied, 
harmony  being  the  principal  strength 
of  the  society. 

The  ceremony  of  Initiation  of  the 
Shrine  is  impressive;  that  is  to  say, 
one  is  scarcely  likely  to  forget  what 
happened  while  hanging  oh  to  the  rope. 
Of  course  It  Is  secret  work,  but  Sheldon 
L.  Frazer  slipped  a  cog,  a  few  days 
ago,  and  gave  a  great  deal  of  It  away. 
You  see,  the  novitiate  first  goes  Into 
the  hands  of  the  medical  examiners, 
who  test  his  heart  action  and  see  if  he 
can  stand  for  the  handling  which  is  his 
to  receive.

STEADINESS 
CONTINUES 

Walker  Reports  Copper 

as  Showing  No  Signs 

of  Weakness. 


Looks  For  Big,  Broad 

Market  In  Stocks  Next 

Winter. 


Copper  Is  quiet  and  firm,  according 
to  George  L.  Walker's  weekly  letter. 
There  are  Indications  of  unusual 
strength,  he  says,  in  the  metal  situa- 
tion. He  Is  also  still  of  the  opinion 
that  the  copper  stock  market  will  be 
a  large  affair  during  the  coming  win- 
ter.    He  says: 

"Copper  Is  quiet  and  firm.  Lake  and 
electrolytic  for  nearby  delivery  con- 
tinue to  be  quoted  all  the  way  from 
16  >4  to  17  cents  per  pound.  Consid- 
erable sales  have  been  made  recently 
at  16  H  cents  for  delivery  after  the 
first  quarter  of  1906.  As  a  rule  the 
closing  three  months  of  the  year  are 
the  dull  season  In  the  copper  trade, 
consumers  desiring  as  far  as  possible 
to  avoid  commitments  beyond  the 
stock-taking  period.  In  view  of  this 
fact,  the  recent  hea\'5'  sales  for  next 
year's  account  are  regarded  as  an  in- 
dication of  unusual  strength.  The  sit- 
uation Is  especially  healthy,  as  pro- 
ducers are  sold  well  ahead  and  con- 
sumers have  In  no  case  bought  In  ex- 
cess of  their  needs. 

"The  report  of  Consul  Anderson 
from  Amboy  that  there  is  'said  to  be'  a 
large  surplus  of  copper  In  China 
which  is  being  resold,  and  that  there 
has  already  been  an  over  issue  of  cop- 
per coins  in  China,  is  ridiculed  in  the 
copper  trade.  Shipments  of  copper 
continue  to  go  forward  to  China,  and 
it  has  been  reliably  stated  very  re- 
cently that  Chinese  interests  were  ne- 
gotiating the  purchase  of  additional 
large  amounts  of  copper  in  this  coun- 
try. 

"There  are  no  surplus  stocks  of 
copper  in  this  countrj'  or  abroad,  and 
jcon.sequently  the  prospect  Is  very  fav- 
orable that  the  price  level  will  remain 
above  15  cents  for  at  least  a  year  to 
come. 

"There  has  been  considerable  oroflt- 
taklng  In  the  coppers  this  week,  and 
prices  have  ea.sed  off  somewhat  from 
the  highest.  The  buying  demand  has 
been  n'io.st  excellent  on  the  reaction, 
and  the  prospect  is  very  favorable  that 
there  will  be  a  substantial  recovery 
within  a  few  days.  There  are  several 
of  the  producing  coppers  that  have  not 
yet  discounted  the  improved  condition 
In  the  metal  trade,  and  there  are 
others  that  deserve  to  sell  consider- 
ably higher  as  a  result  of  mining  de- 
velopments pro.«!cnt  and  prospective. 
The  situation  i.«?  In  every  way  healthy. 
There  has  been  no  over-speculation, 
and  brokers  are  carrying  unusually 
small  lines  of  stocks  on  margined  ac- 
counts. There  was  never  be- 
fore an  advance  In  copper  stocks  that 
owed  so  much  relatively  to  cash  pur- 
chases. Commis.<!ion  brokers  express 
themselves  as  astounded  by  the  pro- 
portion of  investment  buying  orders  In 
the  coppers.  There  has  been  an  ab- 
sence of  pyramiding  purchases  by  the 
traders,  and  though  business  has  at 
times  been  very  active,  speculation  ac- 
counts are  not  large. 

"A  floor  trader  says:  'This  Is  a 
peculiar  market.  It  Is  made  peculiar 
by  the  fact  that  the  public  Is  bearish. 
By  bearish  I  mean  the  public  Is  look- 
ing backward  rathei'  than  ahead. 
Every  rally  brings  free  selling,  and  ap- 
parently ever>'  holder  of  copjer  stocks 
is  at  present  trying  to  decide  whether 
to  sell  at  these  prices  or  to  wait  for 
two  or  three  more  points.  While  the 
public  mind  is  in  this  state  there  is  no 
occasion  for  worry.  Before  top  prices 
are  reached,  all  the  people  who  are 
selling  now  will  be  buying  on  the  nar- 
rowest margins  their  brokers  will  ac- 
cept. At  least  this  has  been  the  his- 
tory of  bull  markets  In  the  past,  and 
I  believe  hl.'<toi->'  will  repeat  itself.' 

"The  continuance  of  Amalgamated 
dividends  on  the  5  '  per  cent  basis  is 
generally  interpreted  as  a  bullish  fac- 
tor on  coppers  in  general.  The  50- 
cent  dividends  on  Old  Dominion  wns 
regarded  as  a  disappointingly  small 
beginning,  and  selling  of  the  stock 
followed.  The  advance  In  Copper 
Range  seemed  to  have  the  support  of 
Law.son.  and  It  Is  .said  that  he  is  now 
making  plans  to  recover  on  the  bull 
side  of  the  market  what  he  lo.st  by  be- 
ing a  bear  at  the  wrong  time.  New 
York,  Pittsburg,  the  Ltike  Superior 
district  and  the  West  are  large  and 
growing  factor.'  in  the  present  copper 
share  market.  The  prospect  that  the 
Boston  coppers  will  continue  active 
and  strong  for  many  months  to  come 
Is  exceedingly  bright."

ROOSEVELT  TO 
BE  NOMINATED 

For  President  By   the 

Democrats  In  1908  Is 

Prophesied. 

Chicago,  Oct.  31.— Walter  Wellmnn  says 
in  a  ^^■ashingtoll  special  to  the  Record- 
Herald:  Tlieodore  Roosevelt  Will  be  nom- 
inated for  president  by  the  Democratic 
party  in  190S.  will  be  indorstd  by  tlie 
Republican  party  and  will  be  well  nigh 
unanimously    elected. 

This  truly  startling  prophecy  is  made 
not  by  your  corre.spondent,  but  by  several 
Southern  Democrats  and  others  who  have 
cither  spoken  or  written  to  him  on  the 
subject.  It  is  a  pretty  big  pill  in  the  fore- 
cast line  to  swallow  at  one  dose,  and 
careful  observers  will  hesitate  a  long  time 
before  they  conclude  that  such  a  revolu- 
tion In  our  politics  is  to  be  worked 
through  the  phenomenal  popularity  of  a 
single  man.

It  is  b.v  no  means  certain  liis  pop- 
ularity with  the  masses  of  the  peojiio, 
now  one  of  the  most  amazing  things  ever 
seen  in  our  political  life,  will  endure  the 
test  of  the  coming  years  and  trials. 

A  former  Democratic  senator  and  one 
who,  has  bad  much  to  do  with  the  man- 
agement of  affairs  for  his  party  during  the 
la.'<t  elglil  years,  says  he  has  not  the 
slightest  doubt  Mr.  Roosevelt  will  be  the 
I>crnocratlo  nominee  in  1W»>>.

"Under  the  provisiim  of  your  city 
charter,  the  county  treasurer  is  re- 
quired to  furnish  the  city  the  details  of 
all  delinquincies  in  order  that  collect- 
ions may  be  enforced,  but  he  fails  to 
comply  with  the  provision.  Repeated 
requests  plicited  the  statement  from 
him  that  his  books  had  not  been  kept 
in  such  a  manner  that  he  could  fur- 
nish this  statement  without  an  enor-  ' 
mous  amount  of  labor.  Under  the  cir- 
cumstances we  are  unable  to  determine  | 
the  proportion  of  the  delinquincies  that 
apply  to  the  respective  taxing  bodies. 

"We  al.so  made  a  request  for  details 
of  the  sprinkling  and  sidewalk  as.sess- 
ments  unpaid.  In  our  opinion  these 
sidewalk  and  sprinkling  asses.sments 
should  not  be  included  In  the  corpor- 
ate amount,  but  should  be  transferred 
to  the  permanent  improvement  re- 
volving fund.  The  amount  now  under 
review  should  be  properly  verified  and 
a  detailed  statement  made  showing 
the  name,  address  and  amount  due  by 
the  delinquents.  Having  such  a  list 
the  county  treasurer  should  exhaust 
all  means  in  his  power  to  make  the  col- 
lections and  should  then  transfer  the 
list  to  the  city  legal  department. 
THE  FIXED  A.^.SETS. 

"The  fixed  assets  consist  of  real  es- 
tate, buildings  and  equipment  to  the 
value  of  $1,601,121.61.  We  would  direct 
your  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  cor- 
porate bonded  indebtedness  incurred  in 
the  acquisition  of  these  fixed  assets 
amounts  to  $2,.''.40.2.10  or  $939,128.39  in 
excess  of  the  value  of  the  assets.  It 
would,  therefore,  appear  that  the  full 
amount  received  from  the  sale  of 
bonds  has  not  been  properly  invested  in 
permanent  improvements.  If  any  por- 
tion of  it  has  been  in  defraying  the 
operating  expenses,  such  have  been  in 
violation  of  the  provisions  of  the  city 
f'haracter. 

In  this  connection  the  annexation  of 
West  Duluth.  New  Duluth,  Fond  du 
Lac  and  Lakeside  must  be  taken  into 
consideration.  The  net  loss  on  West 
Duluth  street  assessments  alone,  was 
$500,000. 

WATER  .\ND   LIGHT  DEPART- 
MENT. 

"The  fixed  assets  of  the  department 
are  valued  at  $2,646,000.12  according  to 
the  condition  on  December  31.  1904. 

"The  original  plants  were  purchased 
at  a  cost  of  $1,250,000. 

"The  West  Duluth  plant,  repairs  made 
immediately  after  the  original  pur- 
chase, and  the  supplementary  system 
represent  the  rest  of  the  fixed  asset.s. 

"In  considering  the  value  at  which 
the  assets  are  stated  we  have  to  call 
attention  to  the  fact  that  while  the 
water  and  light  department  have 
guarded  jealously  the  matter  of  add- 
ing to  their  permanent  investment  ac- 
count all  proper  construction  and  bet- 
terment charges,  they  have  not  mal>» 
any  provision  for  depreciation.  The 
excess    of   fixed    assets    over    the    total 


spirited  citizens  who  are  anxious  to  sec 
their  municipal  affairs  Intelligently 
conducted.  In  any  event  you  can  rest 
assured  that  until  some  such  plan  is 
adopted,  the  operation  of  this  depart- 
ment will  be  a  constant  source  of 
trouble  and  criticism. 

"A  serious  obstacle  to  reducing  the 
rates  for  water  and  gas  is  the  bonded 
indebtedness.  The  proportion  of  the 
debt  which  applies  to  the  waterworks 
represents  the  enormous  sum  of  $28,- 
927.84  per  mile  of  mains. 

REVOLVING  FUND. 

"We  may  here  explain  that  the  per- 
manent improvement  revolving  fund, 
although  established  by  law,  is  simply 
a  clearing  house  for  a  number  of  spe-

"We  believe  that  your  honorable  body 
will  agree  with  us  that  the  accounts  of 
the  city  should  be  as  clear  and  the  sys- 
tem of  accounts  as  efficient  as  those  of 
the  most  advanced  of  the  great  indus- 
trial, manufacturing  and  transporta- 
tion companies  of  the  country."

Discussion  of  the  building  ordinance 
was  finally  taken  up  last  evening,  after 
many  delays,  and  five  of  the  amend- 
ments asked  for  by  the  Builders*  ex- 
change, and  allowed  by  the  connnittee 
en  ordinances,  were  approved  by  the 
council.

Young,    an      Kng- 
llshnian,    foresees    «,    legless    humanity.  ' 
He    thlnk.s    the    tendency    to    vise    artifi-  ■ 
cial  means  of  progression  will  increase 
atid    that    the    disused    legs    will    dlsap-  1 
pe.ir. 

A    French    Kclentis :    predicts    the    loss 
of  the  nose,  the  ner-e  of  which  h.as  al-  | 
ready  lost  Its  former  keenness  of  scenL  , 

A  professor  of  the  Butler  (Indiana)  | 
University  describes  the  future  man  as 
"a  bn»iny',  four-toed  giant.  "  who  will  be 
In  no  fear  of  appendicitis  or  the  mi- 
crobes of  disease.  There  will  be  no 
human  blonds  and  negroes,  but  nil  will 
have  a  color  between  the  white  and 
black.  Teeth  will  not  decay,  there  will 
be  no  surplus  woman,  because  of  the 
power  to  determine  ijcx,  and  the  memor 
will  be  discriminating,  retaining  what 
Is  valuable  and  fo  -geting  everything 
else. 

Professor  Loeb,  wlio  has  created  low 
forms  of  life,  holds  Dut  the  hope  of  re- 
straining death  In  many  cases.

other  things  enormously.  He  believes 
that  the  human  bod  r,  up  to  the  age  of 
40,  may  be  made  to  jrrow  to  dimensions 
which  it  has  never  a?hieved. 

Professor  Loeflfler  of  the  Berlin  Unl- 
versitj-,  finds  that  persons  with  malaria 
never  had  cancer.  !^ence  he  proposes 
the  malaria  microbes;  to  prevent  or  cure 
cancer.  He  suKgests  that  the  substitu- 
tion of  a  milder  for  a  malignant  mal- 
ady   may    be,  carried    far. 

In  discussing  the  subject  of  the  fu- 
ture, a  scientist  milntalns  that  only 
persons  with  a  scientific  training  have 
any  right  to  go  into  the  prophecy  busi- 
ness.
